8 &&) Heard in the fezmer Chapter, diſpatched his jour» 
ue toward Chziffendom, whole pleaſant Banks 
doe leng defired co behold, and thought everpdap a 
CC Fear,tif his exes enjoped a ſwer fight of his Ra - 
tibe Comnirp England, upon whoſe Chalk cliffes - 
He Had not rod in mann a wearp Summers dap: therefoze com- 
mitting His journep to a fo;tunate ſucceſs, He travelled though 
manꝝ a dangerous Coyncrep : where the people were not only 
of a blodp dilpoſitton, given to al manner of wickedneſs, but the 
ſopl greatlp anuozed with wild beaſts, thjongh which be could 
not well cravel without danger: therefoze he carried continually 
in one of his hands a weapon readp charged, co encountes with 
the Peathen People, if oxcaſion Gould ſerve, and in che other Hand 
a wighe blaze of fire, co defend Him from the fura of Wild beats, 
ik bp biolence then afCapled him.

I have heard(quoth ßᷣe/che Princely Atchievements and maꝑnz- 
nimous Adventures of that honoured Engliſh Knight which you fe 
ccarly affected bruited through many Princes Court, and how for 
the love of a Lady, he hath endured a long impriſonment, from 
whence he never ſooked to return, but to ſpend tke remmant of his 
days in laſt ng mifery : at which the Quten let tall from Her tees 
ſuch a howz of prarled tears and ſent \uch a number of ſtrained 
fighs. from Her grit bed heart , that her fozrow ſcemed co excecd 
Nurens of Carthage, whru ſhe Had fe; eber loft the ſight of Her 
beloved Lozd.

Riug mz husband with all his adbenturatis Knic rs, are now 
rode fozth on hunting, whoſe abſence wil furcher our flight : but 
if port ffay till His return, ft ts wor a Hundzed of the hardieſt 
Anigbts in the r ozld cen bear me from this accurſed Pallete. at 
wich woods .

Againſt che appointed dap the Curnaments ſhould begin, the 
Emperour cauſed a wonderful lat ge irame of Timber wozk to be 
erected : whereon che Empꝛels aud his Lady might ſtand fog rhe 
better view of the Til:ers,and at pleaſure behold che Champions 
Enconuters moi noblp perfozmed in the Honour of their Piffrcf(» 
es:likewiſe in the compaſs ot the Lilfs were pitched ſeben tents of 
feben ſeberal colours wherein p ſeven Champions might remain 
till the lound of the ſilver Crumpets ſummoned them es appear. 
Thus eberp thing pzepared in rradineſs, fitting ſo great a Rop⸗ 
alep, the Pzinces and Ladies placed in their ſeats,the Empe rour 
with His now married Empꝛeſs inbe ſted on th: fr loftp Thzones, 
Fronglp guarded with a Hundzed.

trip if up and down the Streets like to the Grecian Queens, 
when as they tyed the Phzygian Warrtours in the Silk⸗ 
en Snares of Love : whereby if ſemed rather a Para- 
diſe fo: Heavenly Angels, than a place foz Earthly Jn- 
habitants.

Here the Chziftian Champions laid their Arms aſive, here 
hung they up their Weapons on the bower of Peace, here their 
gliſtering Cozlets ruſted in their Armoztes, here was not 
heard the UWarlike ſound of D2ums , no2 Silver Trumpets, 
here od no Centinels no2 Courts of Guard, noz Barbed 
Steeds pzepared tothe Battel, but all things tended to alaſt- 
ing Peace.

J omit what ſumptuous Pageants and delightful ſhows the 
Citizens p2ovided, and hoiv the frets of London were beauti⸗ 
fied with Tapeſtry , the ſolemn Bels that rung them joyful 
Welcomes , and the Silver ſtrained Inſtruments that gave 
them pleaſant Entertainment. Alſo J paſs over the Fathers 
jop, who p213ed their ſights moze pꝛecious in his Eyes, then 
if he had been made ſole Monarch of the golden Mynes of rich 
America: 02 that every hair that grew upon his Head had been 
equalled with a Kingdom, and he to give as many golden Dia⸗ 
dems in his arms. Alſo their Mothers Welcomes to her 
Sons, who gave them moze kiſſes then ſhe bꝛeathed fo2th 
Groans at their deliveries from her painful Womb in the

The other Champions courteſies were not the leaſt noꝛ ot

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- but St. George with his Sons clad in Green Ueſtments like 
Adonis, with ſilver Ho2ns hanging at their backs in Scarfs et 
coloured. Silk, were ſtill the koꝛ moſt in this exerciſe. Like⸗ 
wiſe Sabra (intending to fee her Sons valours diſplayed in the 
Field, whether they were in courage like their Father oz no) 
cauſed a gentle Palfrey to be pꝛovided, whereon ſhe mounted 
her Pꝛincelp perſon to be witneſs of theſe Silvan ſpozts : ſhe 
was armed with a curious bzeafſt-plate w2ought like to the 
ſcales ef a Dolphin, end in her hand the bare a ſilver Bow of 
the Eurkiſh faſhion, like an Amazonian Queen, oꝛ Diana hunt- 
ing in the Troves of Arcadia. 
Thus in this gallant manner rode fo2th theſe Hunters tg 
their P2incely Paſtimes, where after they had ridden ſome 
ſir miles from the City of London, there fell from Saint 
Georges noſe th:e dꝛops of purple bled, whereat he ſuddenly 
ſtarted, and therewithal he heard the croaking of a Flight of 
Night-Kavens., that hovered by the Foreſts ſide, all which 
he judged to be diſmal ſigns of ſame enſuing Stratagem : but 
having a P2incely mind; he was nothing diſconrage thereat, 
no2 liftle miſtruſted the woful accident that after happened, 
but with a Noble Reſolution entered the Fo2reff, accounting 
fuch Foze-telling tokens foꝛ old Wives ceremonies, wherein 
they had not paſſed the compaſs of half a Mile, but they ſtarted 
a Wild ſwift Stagg, at whom they. uncoupled their Hounds, 
and gave B2idle to their Hozſes, and followed the Game msze- 
ſwifter than Pyꝛates purſue the Merchants Ships upon the 
Seas : but now behold how-frowning Fo2tune changed their 
pleaſant Paſtime ts a ſad and bloody Tragedy: fo2 Sabra pꝛot᷑⸗ 
fering:to keep pace with them, delighted to behold the valiant 
Encounters of her young Sons, and being careleſs of her ſelf, 
thzongh the over (wiftneſs of her Seed, the fitpped beſide her 
Saddle, and ſo fell directly upon a tho2ney bꝛake of Bꝛambles, 
the pꝛicks whereof (moꝛe ſharp than Spikes of Iron,) entered 
to every part of her delicate body: ſome pierce the lovely cloſefs 
of her ſtar bꝛight eyes, whereby (in ffead of Chꝛyſtals pearled 
tears there iſſued-d2ops of pureſt bloed: her face befoze that 
kluſhed like the Moznings Radiant ccuntenance, was now 
| changed 
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changod into a Crimſon ted: her milk white hands that late⸗ 
ly ſtraingd the Jbozy Luts,did ſem to wear a bloody Starlet 
Glove: and her tender Paps that had often fed her ens with 
the Piik of Nature , wert all be-1ent and tozu with thoſe 
accurſed BJzambles : frem thoſe deep Vonnis there ifNſlned 
ſuch a ſtream of purple goze, that it converted the grats from 
a livelp green to a Ci imlen hue, and the abundance of blood 
that trickled from her Bzeaſt began to enlozcee her ſonl to 
gibs the wozid a Wwcoful faretiel. Pet notwithſtanding, 
when her belotgd Kozd, ber ſoz1owfnl ens, and alll the re 
of the wolul Champions, bad waſhed her wounded body with 
a ſp2ing of tears, and then fie perteibed that ſhe muff of 
fazes cmmit her life to the fury of imperious death, the 
b2eathed fozih this dying Trhoztation. | 

Dgar Lozd (ſaid ſhe) in this unhappy Punting muff pon 
loſs the Tineft wife that ever lay by any P3inees fie: pet 
mourn not you, ne grieve pou mp Sons, uo you bzave Chzi- 
ffian Lnights, but let pour Warliks Dzums condsy me ropys 
alp to my Tombs, that all the wozld may wiite in Bzazon 
Books, how J have fe lotboed my Lozd (the P3ide of Chzifton- 
dom) th2ough many a Bloody Field, and teꝛ his ſake have left 
my Parents, Friends, and Countrop, and have travelley with 
him thzough many a dangerous Kingdom : but now the erne! 
Fates have wzought their lateft ſpite , and finiſhed mp life, 
becauſe J am not able to perfozu what Love he bath doſervey 
of me. And now to pou my Sons this bleTing ds J leads be- 
bind: even by the pains that fourty werks J ance endured 
fo; pour ſakes, When as you lap encloſed in my Wombe,and:

Stones to dzop down tears, when as the mercileſs Tpgers 
and tameleſs Lyons did and like gentle Lambs, and mourned 
To here mp Lamentations, and by a Bothers love that ever 
Ance J babe bozn you, imitate and fellow your Father in all 
bis honourable Attempts , harm not the üllp Infant, noz th:

Theſe wozy wers not ſooner ended, bat with a heavy ſigh the 
peelded up the Ghoſt : wheceat St. George (being impacient 
in his (o;zrows) fell upon her liveleſs body, tearing his heir, 
and rending his Yantsrs Attirs from his back into manp 
pieces : and at laft when his griefs were (om? what diminith- 
ed, he bur ſt out into thele bitter lamentations. 
Gon? is the Stat (ſaid he) that lightnes all the Razthen 
wozld, withered is the Roſs that beantifted our Chziſtian 
Fields, dead is tho Da me that fo her boanty ſtained ali Thzt- 
Kian Women : foz whom Ile ftil the Apꝛe with everlaſting 
moans :. Let this dap bencefozth be fatal to all times, and 
tounted fo2 a diſmal daysf Death. Let never the San ſhew 
koꝛth his Beams thereon again, but Clonds as black as pitch 
cover the Earth with fearful vatkneſs. Let every Wree in

But fond 
Wzetch, why do A thus lament in vain, and bath her viceding 
bodp with mp tears, when grief by ns means will recal her 
life - Pet this ſhall ſatisfig her (ſoul , oz A will go a Piigti⸗ 
mags unto Jetulalem, and offer up my tears ts Jeſas Chziſt 
upon his bleed Sepnlehze, by which my ſtained tonl map ve 
walht from this bloody guilt, which was the gauler of this 103- 
rowful days miſhap. 

- Theſe lozrowfal wozds were no ſooner ended, but he took 
her vieeding limbs between his fainting Armes, and gade a 
hundzed kiſſes apen her dping coloured lips, retaining pet 
the colour of Alablaſter new watht in Purple blood, and in 
this extaſte a while lytng, gabs wap to others to untold their 
woes. 

But his Sons whoſe ſozrows were as great as his, pꝛoteſted 
never to neglect one dap, but daply to weep ſome tears upon 
their Pothers Gzgve, till trom the Tarihdid ſpzing tome 
moznful Flower, to bear remembzante of her death, as did the 
Utolet that (pznng from chaſt Adonis blood, where Venus wept 
to (& him lain, Likewiſe the other ſix CThampione) that ail 
the time of their lamentations ttodlike men dzow ned in the 
dept of ſozrow) began now alittle to recover themſelves, and 
after pꝛoteſted by the honour of true Knight-hod , and bp the 
Spurr and golden Garter of St, Georges Legg, to accompany 
bim.unto holy the Land bare foted, without either Bozle oz 
Shoe, only clad in ruſſet Gaberdines, like the uſnal Pilgzims 
of the wozid, and never ts return till thep had paid their Wows 
ab that bleſſed Sepulchze. 

Thus in this ſozrowfal manner wearied they the time away, 
filling the Woods with Ecchoes of their lamentations, and re⸗ 
cozding their dslours to the whiſtling winds : but at laſt when 
black night began to appzoach, end with her ſable Pantle to 
overſpzead the Chꝛiſtal Firmament,thep retired with her dead 
body, back to the City of London, where the repozt of this 
Tragical accident, dzowned their friends in a Sea of ſozrow : 
foz the news of her timeleſs death was no ſoner bzuited a- 
bzoad, but the lame cauſed both old and poung to lament 


the leſs of ſo [wert a Ladp, The ſilder headed age, that had 
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went in Starlet Gowns to meet in Counſel, ſaf now at home 
in dilcontented griets : the gallant Yoaths, and comely Uir- 
gins that had wont to beautiſte the Strets with coſtly gar- 
ments, went d2wping up and down in Black and monrnfal 
Ueſturcs : and thole remozſeleſs hearts that ſeldom were op- 
pzeTed with (ozrow,now conſtrained their eges like Fountains 
to diſcil flod ot bꝛiniſh and pearlp tears. 

This general grief of the Citizens continued ko; the ſpate 
of thirty daps; at the end whereof, Ot. George with his Song 
and the other Champions interred her bodp verp bonourablp, 
and erected over the (ſame a rich and coſtly Ponumeont(in ſum⸗ 
ptuons State like the Tombe of Mauſolus, which was called 
ane of the wondecs of the wo2ld, oz like to the Ppramides of 
Greece, Which was a fain to all Architects) fog thereon was 
pꝛotraped the Nuen of Chaſtity with her Paidens , Bathing 
themſelves in a. Chꝛiſtal Fountain, as a witneſs of her won- 
derous Thafity, againſt the lafffal afl silments of all lacivi- 
das attempis. 

Thereon was alſo molt lively pictared a Tnrtle-Dove fitting 
upon a Tree of gold, in gu of the true love that the-boze ts her 
bstrothed Pusbanyd. | 

Alſo a filver coloured an [ſwimming upon a Chiiftal Ri- 
der, as a token of her Beanty : foz as the wan excelleth all 
other Fowls in whitnels, o ſhe excelledall the Ladies in the 
wszid fo beaatp; : | 

A leave to ſpeak of the curious wszkmanthip of the Pinagles 
that were framed all of the puref Jeat, pummelled with ülder 
and Jaſper tones: And A omit the Pendants of gold, the 
Scatchions of Pzinces,and the Arms of Conntreps tbarbeau⸗ 
bified her Tombe, the diſconrle whereof requires an D1atours 
-Eloquencs 03a Pen of gold dipt in the dew of Helicon, flowing 
from Parnaſſus Yill,whers as the Puſes vo inhabif, Her Sta- 
tue o; Picture was carved cunningly in Aleblafter and laid as 
it were upon a pillow of gra ik, like to Pigmalions Jbozp 
Image, and direftip oder the ſame hung a flder Tablet whero- 
vn in Letters of gold was this Epitaph wzitten - 
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H for lies the wonder of this worldly Age, 
For Beauty, Wit, and Princely Majeſty, 
Whom ſpiteful death in his imperious rage, 
Procur'd to fall through ruthleſs cruelty, 
For as ſhe ſported in — Wood, 
Upon a Thorney Brake ſhe ſpilt her Blood.

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Saint Georges direction, he left his Sons in the City of Los- 
don, under ths goderment of the Engliſh Bing: and in com- 
pany of the other ix Champins, he took his janrney towards 
jerutalem. 

Whey were attired after the manner of Pilgrims, in xuſſet 
Gaberdines down to their fœt, in their hands they boze ſtaves 
of Wbon-weod tipt at the ends with itver, the pikes whereof 
were of the ſtiongeſt Apdian Stœl, of ſuch a tharpneſs, that 
thep were able to pierce Target of Toztoys Shell: upon 
their bzeaſts hung Creſles of Crimlon Silk, to ügnſte they 
won Chziſtian Pilgrims , traveliing to the Sepulchze of 

ziſt. 

In this manner ſet they fozward from England in the ſpꝛing 
time of the pear, when Flora had beautified the Carth with Nao 
tures Tapeſtrp, and made their Paſſages as pleaſant as the 
Gatdens of Heſperides , adozned with ail kind of 9doziferous 
Flowers, When as thep crofſey the Seas, the ſilber Waves 
1cemed tolie as (moth as Chzyſtal Ice , and the Dolphins to 
dante above the waters, as a fipnofa pꝛoſperous journep, In 
travelling by Land, the waps ſ@med ſo ſhozt and eaſte, and 
the chirpung melody of Bicds made them ſuch Puſtck as thep 
paſſed, that in a thozt (ſeaſon tyey arrived beyond the Bozders 
of Chziſtendom, and had entred the Confines of Affrica. 

There were they fozeed inſtead ot Downy-Wevds , nightly to 
reft their weary Limbs upon heaps of Sun-burnt Pols : and 
inſtead of ſtik en Curtains and curious Canopies, they had the 
Clouds of Pcaven'to coder them. Now their naked Legs and 
bare Feet, that had wont to ſtride the ſtately Steds, and to 
trample in Fieles of Pagans blood, were fozeed tc climbe the 
cr2ggp Pountains,, and to endute the tozments of pzicking 
Bziers, as they travelled thzough the deſcrt places and eome 
foztleſs ſolitary Wilderncfſes. | 

Panp were the dangers that happened to them in their jour⸗ 
nep, befoze they arrived in-jJudes, Pzinsely their Atchiede- 
ments, and molt hononrable their Adventures: hich fo? this 
time A paſs over, icading the Champion foz a time in their 
txzoverl towards the Sepnchze of Chziſt, and ſpeak what hapned 
to St. George's the Wons in viſtting their Pothers Tombe 
in the Citp of Lordor, CHAP, 
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Of the ſtrange gifts that Saint George's Sons offered at their Mothers 
Tomb, and what happ'ned thereupon : how her Ghoſt appeared 
to them, and counſelled them to the purſute of their Father: 
alſo how the King of England Inſtalled them with the honour of 
Knight-hood, and furniſhed them with Habiliments of War. 


he Cwift foted Stcevs of Titans flery Carr had almost 
T ſtniſhed a pear, ſfnee Sibra's Funeral was ſolemai zed: in 
which time St. George's the Dons had viſtted their Pothers 
Tomb oftner than were days in the rear, and had ſhed moze 
ſozrowful tears thereon in remembzance of her love, than are 
Stars in the gliſtering Yozizon : but at laſt theſs thz& yoang 
Pzinees fell at a civil diſeozb and moztal ſtrife, which of them 
thould bear the trueſt lode unto their Pothers dead bodp, and 
which of them thogld be hold in greateSeſtem. Foz befo;e 
many days were expire, they concluded to offzc up their ſe⸗ 
beral Devotions at her Tomb: and he that deviſed a Gift et 
the rareſt P3ice and of the frangef quality, ſhould be heid 
twozthy of the greateck Honour, and accon!e2 the noble of 
themall. This determination was ſp&@dilp perfozmed, and 
in ſo ſhozt a time, accompliſhed, that it is wonderful to diC- 
cour ls. | 

The fir thinking to erc&d his Bother in the ſtrangeneſs 
of his gift, made 1epair unto a canning Enchantrels, which 
bad abiding ina ſeeret Cave adjopning to the City, whom he 
pꝛocured (though many rich gitts and large pꝛom ſes) by Art 
to deviſe a means to get the honour kom his Beth;en, and to 
giteagitt of that Trange nature, that ail the wozid might 

Wonder at the repo t thereof. | 
The Tnchanire's (being wone With his pzomiſes) bp Art 
and Pagick ſpeis, deviſed a Garland tontaining ail {he divers 
ſitp of flawers that eder grew in Tarthip Gurdeas, and thoagh 
it were then in the dead time dr Miner, when as the ft pee 
Iſikle; bad dilrobed both Yearbs and Flo ners of their Beau⸗ 
ties, and the Razthe;n Dao d lap kes zing on the Mountain 
{953, 
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tops, yet was this Garland centrived after the faſhion.of a 
rteh Imperial Crown, with as manp ſeveral flowers as ever 
Flora placed upon the Downs of rich Arcadia: in didarfity of 
colours like the gliſtring Rain-bow, when. it ſhineth in great- 
eſt pzide : and tcaſting ſuch an odozceterons ſent. and lavour, 
as though the Beavens had rained down ſhowers of Cham- 
pher, Bils, oz ſweet (meliing Amber⸗Ozete. 

This rate and exeeping Garland was no ſconer framed by 
Enchantment, and delivered into his hants, but be left the En- 
chantreſs ſitting in her Con Chair upon a biock of Stel 
(pzactifing her tatal Arts,) with her hair banging about her 
fyonidsrs, like w3zeathes of Snakes ez inbenomed Serpents : 
and le teturned fs his Pothers Tomb, where he hung it upon 
a Pillar of liver that was plated in the middie of the Ponn⸗ 
ment, | 

The ſecond Bzother alſo repaired ts his Pothers Tomb, and 
bought in his hand an Adozp Tute, whereon he plaid (ach ins 
ſptring melody, that it ſeemed like the harmony of Angels, oz 
the teleſtial Puſtek of Apollo when he deſcended Heaven foz 
the lobe of Daphne, whom he turned inte a Bay Tr. The 
Puffck being finiſhed, he tied his Lute in a Damask Scarfe, 
and with great hnmilitp be hung it at the weft end of the 
Tomb upon a knsb of a Jaſper Stone. 

RL affly, the third B2other likewiſe repaired with no onfward 
dedotien 02 wozdly gift : but clad in a Ueſture of white Silk, 
bearing in his hand an inſtrument of death, like an innoceat 
Lamb going to ſacrifice, 83 one ready to be offered np foz the 
Love of his Pothers ſoul. 

This firange manner of repair, cauſed his other Bzothers to 
ſtand attentively , and with diligent Epes to behold his pur⸗ 
poſe. . 

Firff, after he had (\ubmiCively, and with great humility) 
let fall a hov3ze of ſtlder tears from the Ciſternes ok his eyes, 
in remembꝛante of bis Pothers timeleſs Tragedy, he p2ickt 
bis naked bzeaſt with a fldber Bodkin, the which he bzongbt in 
bis hand, from whence their frickled dswn (ome thirty dzops 
ef blod , which he after offered up to his Pothers Tomb in a 


ftiver Baſon , as an edident ſign that there could be nothing

*Slod foz der Lode, This Ceremonious gift cauſed his tws 
other Bzothers to ſtwell in hatred like two 6haied Konus, and 
run with fary upon him, intending to catch him by the hair 
of the Head, and to dzag him round about ther Pothers Tomb, 
tiil his bzains were daſhed againſt the Par ble Padement, and 
his blod lpzinkied upon her Gzave : but this wicked enter- 
pit moded the Paj:ſty of Headen, that ere they gonld ac- 
s2mpliſh their intents; oz ain their hands with his blwd, 
They heard (as it were) the nop(e of dead mens bones ratling 
in the g,cund , EherenÞsn (looking fearfulty about them) the 
Tomb (emed of it ſeit to opon, and thereupon to appear x 
moſt terribie and gaffly Shape, pale, like unto athes, in coun⸗ 
tenance reſembling their Pother, with her bꝛeaſt beſmeared 
in blood, and her body wounded with a number of Dearres,and 
ſo with a diſmal and rukul lok ſhe ſpake unto her deſperate 
Sons in this manner:

foz boldne{s and courage like to Bucephalus the Yozſe of Alex- 
agder the Macedonian, oz Cælars &ted, that never danted 10 
the Feld: and they were trapped with rich trappings of gold 
after the Mbrcocco faſhion, with Saddles framedliks anto 
Jron Chairs with backs of stel, and their Fozeheads were 
veantified with ſpangled Plumes of Pürple Feathecs, whece-

This woful and unexpected Nopſe, canſed the Knights fo 


alight from their Yozſes, aud fs ſ& the event of this accident, 
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Fo after-they had tysd their Dt@ds to the Bodpoof a Pine Cr, 
by the Reins of their bzivles, they walked on fot into the thick-- 
eſt ol the Fozreſ& with their weapons dzawn, readp to with- 
ftand any afſeylment whatſoever :.and as thep dzew nor to 
the viffreſſed Wirgty, they heard her bzoath fozth this pity- 
moving lamentations, the ſecond time: 

Come, come, ſome courteous Knight, or elſe I muſt forgo that pre- 
cious Jewel, which all the World can never again recover. 

Cyelc words cauſed them to make the.mioze ſped, and to 
run the nereſt wap foz the Paidens ſuecour, Where appꝛoach⸗ 
ing her pzeſent, they found ber tyed by the logks of her own 
hair to the trunk of an Dzange Tre, and thz& cruel and inhu⸗ 
mane Negroes ſtanding ready to diſꝑople her of her pure and un⸗ 
delt edChaſfity, and with their laſts to blaſt. the blomiag 
Bud of her dear and naſpoatted Uirginity, . | 

Bat when Saint. George's Sons behsld her lodelp Tountee 
nante beſmeared in duff, that befoze ſ med to be as beautiful 
as Roſes in Pilk ,..and her Chꝛyſtial Zyes (the per fed Pat⸗ 
terns of baſhfnlneſs) imbzewad in flods of tears, at one inſtant 

" they ran upan the Negroes, and ſheathed their angip weapons 
in their lostblome Bowels: the Leschers being flaiu, their 
blopds ſp2inkted about the Fozreſt, and their Bodies caſt ont 
as a Pzay foz Ravenous Deals to fed en, thep unbound the 
Maiden, and like eoarteous Knights dꝛmanded the eaaſe of 
her captidity, and by what means ſhe tame ints that ſolitary 
Foareſt : Poſt noble Knights (gaoth ſhe,) and true tenowned 
men at Arms, to tell the canſe of my paſſed miſery., were a 
pP2ick unto mp Dont, foz the diſeonrſe thereof will barſt mp 
heart with g2iet; bat tonſtder pour Nobilities, the which I 
do petteibe by pour Pyineelp behavioar, and pour kind cours

Revenues in his proſperity was ſo great, that he continually kept

Thus in this manner continued we in this ſolitary Wilderneſs, 
making both Birds and Beaſts our chief Companions, till theſe mer- 
cileſs tawnny Moores (whoſe hateful Breaſts you have made to water 
rhe parched Earth with. ſtreams of blood) who as you ſee came into 
our Cell, or ſimple Cabbin , thinking to have found ſome ſtore of 

- Treaſure, But caſting their gazing eyes upon my beauty, they were 
preſently enchanted with luſtful deſires, only to crop the ſweet bud 
of my Virginity. Then with furious and difmal countenance,more 
black than the ſable garments of ſad Melpomine, when ſhe mourn- 
fully writes of bloody Tragedies , and with hearts more cruel than 
was Neroes the Tyrannous Roman Emperour , when he beheld the

fow. | 
An this frnitfal Dominion long time the Chꝛiſtian Cham⸗ 
pions reſted their weary fteps, and made their abode in tha 
houſe of a rich and tour teous Jew, a man that ſpent his wealth 
Shicflp ſoz the (neconr-and comfozt of Tradellozs, and wan⸗ 
dzing Pilgrims, his honſs was not cnriouſle erected up of 
carved Timbez-wo;k , but framed With quarries of blew 
tones, and ſnppozted by many ffately Pillacs of the pui eſt 
Marble: the Gates and Entry of his Youle were continuatly 
kept open, in ſign of his bountifull mind: over the Poztal

At the Meſt⸗ſide was like wiſe poztraysd 
how Thetis tripled upon the fiber Sands when as Hiperlons 
Car dzides to the watery Dcean, and takes his nights repoſs 
upon his Lovers Boſom : on the Nozth-five was painted high 
Pountains of now, whoſe tops did ſeem to reach the Clouds, 
and mighty Mods odbei⸗ hung with ſtiver-Iſlktes , which is 
the nature of the Nozthern Climate.

thep ſemed like the Imperial Places of Jove, where are 
heard moft delightfal PYarmonies, and the pleaſant Fields 
and flouriſhing Pedows ſo beantified with Natures glad ſome 
o2naments, that thep ſemed fog pleaſure to exeed the Palace 
of the gzeat Turk, oz any other Potentate whatſoever in the 
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Some days were ſpent away in this manner fo the exceeding 
great pleaſure of the Chziſtian Knights , and edermoze when 
the dark night appzoached , and the wonted time of l 2p ſom- 
moned them to their nent and quiet reſts, the Jews Thildzen, 
being (even as bzave and comely Boys as eder Dame Kature

Bat upon a time, after the conrteons Jew had intelligence 
- how they were Chziſfian Knights, and ſuch admired Partial 

Champions, whom Fame had canoni zed to be the wonders of 
the Wozld fo2 Partial diſcipline and Knightly Adventares x 
and finding a fit oppoztunity as he walked in their companies, 
upon an evening under an Arbour of Uine-bzanches, he re- 
vealed to them the ſecrets of his Soul, and the cauſe of his la 
ſad and ſolitary dwelling. 

So ſtanding bare-headed in the middle of the Champions, 
with his white hair hanging down to his ſhoalders, in eslour 
like the flver Swan , and ſofter then the Down ok CThiſties, 
oz Pedian Alk untwiſted he began with a ſober countenante 
and gallant demeannonr to ſpeak as followe h.

The Champions without moze words diſrobing themſel des 
from their Pil grims attire, edety once ceferted-foath anArmone 
ütting to their pozt lp bodies, then rvavp in the Jews houſe, 
and inſtead of their Tbon Staves, tipt with fl der, they wield⸗ 
ed in their hands ſteeled blades, and their feet that had wont 
to indure a painkal Pilgrimage upon the bare gꝛonnd, were 
now ready p2eſt. to mount: the loftp tirrop: but as J aid, 
thep purpoſed not genetallp to aſſail the Gpant, but ſingly 
every one to try his o'rn foztune, therebp to obtain the grea- 
tec honour , and their dee ds to merit the higher Name: there- 
foꝛe the Lots being caſt among themſelves which ſhonld begin 
the addenture, the Lot fell firſf to aint Dennis the Noble 
Champion of France, who greatlp rejopced at his foztune, and 
ſo departed foz that night to get things in readinels: bat the 
next mozning no ſoner had the Golden Sun diſplayed his 
Beauty in the Eaſt, but Saint Dennis aroſe from his fluggiſh 
Bed and attpred himſeik in coſtlp Armour, and mounted up⸗ 
on a Std of Jron grap, with a ſpangled Plume of purple 
Feathers on his Burgonet, ſpangled with Stars of Gold, re» 
—— the Azure Firmament beautiffed. with gliſtering 

tars. 

Where after he had taken leave of the other Champions 
and had demanded-of the zew whai'e the Grant had his reffs 
dente, he departed fozward on his journep, and befoze the 
Dun had monnted to the top of Heaven, he app3oached to the 
Gpants pzeſence, who as then ſate upon a Block of tœl dis 
realp bekoꝛe the golden Fountain, ſatisfping his hunger with 
raw Flesh, and quenching his thirſt with the jupte of ripe 
grapes. 

The fitif fight of his ugly and dekoꝛmed pzopoztion almoſt 
daunted the val our of the Freach Champion, that he ſteod in 
& mae, whe. her it was vetter to trp the addenture ez return 
with diſhonont back to his other felow Knights, But having 
a heart furniſhed with a true magnanimity. he choſe rather to 
dye in the encounter, than to re urn with infamp : ſo commit⸗ 
ting his truſt ta the unteuſtant Nuncen of Chante, he ſpurred 

ä fozth. 
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fozth his Yozſe, and alapled the Gpant ſs furionflp , that the 
ftroks of his \wozd ſounded like a waighty biow hammered 
upon an Anvtie. 7. 48 2. C 420. KS 1 0 
But fo ſmalipregasded the Grant the puiCant foi ce of this 
fingle Knigbt,. that e would ſears rite from the place where 
he (ats : but yet lemembzing a trange Dꝛeam, that alittle 
beſoze he had in his fl ep u hich revbea'ed unto him, how that 
a Knight. would -coms from the Nozthern Clymares of the 
Earth, which ſhould atone end the adventure of the Fountain, 
And vanquich him by koztitude, there*oze ast m nd:ng to ve 
taken at an advantage, be ſuddenly ſtar ted np and with a grim 
and turtous countenante heran upon Saint Dennis, and tok 
him, Vozſe, Armour, Furniture and al, under his left arm, 
as iightiy, as a ftrong man would take a ſycking zafant from 
bis Cradle, and boze him to a hollow Rock of ſtone , bound 
about with bars of yron, ſtanding neec unto the Fonutain, in 
a Ualtep betwixt two mighty Pountains. An which Pꝛiſon 
be ctoſed the French Champion, among fourteen other Knights, 
that were all ſons to the courteous Jew, as yon heard befoze 
diſcourfed, and being pzoud of that attempt, he returned fo 
the block ef tel, whire we will leate him fitting glozping 
in his own conce:t, and (peak of the other Champions re- 
maining in the Jews Pouſe , expect ng the Freoch nights 
Foztunate icturn : but when the (able Curtains at darkneſs 
were dzatwn befoze the Chꝛiſtal Windows of the Dap, and 
Bight had taken poſſeſtion of the Elements, and no news was 
heard of the Champions ſucceſs, thep judged pzeſently that 
either de was ſlain in the Adventure, oꝛ diſcomfiied and taken 
p3iioner. | | 
Mhorefoze thep caſt Lots again which of them the next 
mozning ſhould tip his foztune , and revenge the French 
Knights quarel, ſo the Lot fell to St. James, the Noble Cham⸗ 
pion of Spain, whereat his Pzincely heart moze rejoyeed than 
if he had been made King of the weſtern Wozld. | 
De in like manner on the next mozning by bzeak of day he 
attired himſelf inrich and coftly armour like the other Cham⸗ 
piog,and mounted upon a paniſh Gennet,in pace moſt ſwift 


and ſp&dy, and in poztly ſtate like to Bucephales the __

CTbus in this gallant manner de parted ho kam the 3ews 
Dabitation, leading the other Champions atitheir Didine 
contemplations foz bis happp ſneeoſs,but his foztuns changed 
contrary to his wiſhes, fo at the Gyants firſt Encoanter he 
Dean likewiſe bozn to the Rock of tone 5 to KL COMpany De, 

canis. 

This Gpant was the frongeſt and hardio® Rnightat Arms 
that eder ſet fot upon the Confines of Damaſco , his ftrength 
was ſo indinsible, that at one time durſt enconnter with and 
bundzed Knights 2: Bat now return we again to the other 
Champion, whom when aight appzoached, and likewiſomiſs 
ſing the.company of Sf, James, thep caſt Lots the third timo, 
and it fell ts the noble Champion of Italy, St. Anthony, ohe on 
the next mozniag attired himſelf in cofflp habiliments of war 
and'mountsd upon a Barbarian Palfrep, as richly as did ths 
Ualiant Jaſon, when he addentured into the Alle af Colcos foz 
the Golden Fleece, and foz Medcas lade: his:Pelmet gliſtaved | 
like and Jfe Pountain deckt with a Plum of Ginger colon 
ed Feathers, and beautified with maup liver Pendants. Dut 
bis thining glozy was ſon blemiſhed with a cloud of miſs 
chance , fo2 although he was as daliant as eber Bzandiſht 
weapon in the Fields of Mars, pet he — a diſability in his 
koztitude, ts withſtand the farious blows ot the Gpant, in 
ſach ſoꝛt that he was fozced to yeeld bimſelf pꝛiſoner * _ 
fozmer Champions, 

The ner! Lvt that was cat, chanced fo Df, Andrew of 1258 
land, à Knight as highly honoured foz Parttal diſcipline. as 
any of theref : his fed was clad with a Tapariſon after the 
manaer of the S:ecians, his Armour varniſhod with green 
Oples, like the colonr of the Hammer Fields, upon his bzeaft 
he hole a Croſs of Purple Silk, and on his Bargonet a godly 
Plame of Feathers : bat yet Faztune ſa frawded upen his ens 
terp2ize,that he nothing pzevaiied, but committed his life to 
the merey of the Gant, who likewiſe impziſoned him with 
the other Knights. - The 
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The fiith Lot fell to t. Patrick ot Ireland, as bzave a knight 
as ever nature treated, and as adventurous in his atchievg- 
ments: Mader Hector upon his Phzygian Sted pzanced up 
and down the ſtræts of Troy, and made that age admit his fez⸗ 
tttnoe this Iriſh Knight might connſexvaii bis datour. 
Foz no ſconer had the liver Pon fo2lok the Azure Firma⸗

Dan but St. Patrick appꝛoac hed the fight of the Gpant, moun⸗ 
tod upon his zriſh obe, clad ina Cozflet ot pot beautiſied 
with liver Rapls- his Plum of Feathers of the goionr of 
Mirgins apt, his Yozſe coveted with a UMapl of Dzange taw⸗ 
ny flik, and his Savble bound about with Plates of tel, ike 
to an Jron Chair.

. . The fight ot this dal ient Champ on ſo dannted the courage 
af the Gpaat „that be:thought him io ve the Knight that the 
Wiffon had revealed, anyby/whour the abbentare tyould be ag; 
tompliſhed 4 therefoze- with no cowardip toztitude he aflapled 
the JriſhKnight, who with as Pientelp Watlour indured the 
entsunter: but the nnkind de it uit es not inienoing to give him 
the honour ot the — romprnen the Champion to yeeid ts 
the Gpants fogte , nd like a capt ide to accompany the other 
impjifoned Champions.

The'nert Lot fen toSt, David of Wales, who nothing dilcour⸗ 
aged at the diſcomfiture of the other Thziſtian Bnigöts, but 
at the mozning Sun upriſe into the azare Firmament glifcer- 
ed in his fivesr:MArmonr befoze the Fountain, with a Golden 
Sutton chiningoon his bzeaft , where he indured a long and 
dangerons:combat with the Grant, making the sk'es reſound 
with Eechogs ok their ſtroaks but at laſt when the Gyant pers 
teided that &t- David began to grow almoſt bzeathieſs, in de⸗ 
tending the huge and mighty blows of his[ft@led Bat, @ chiefs 
ly thzongh his long encounter, the Gpant renned his ffrength, 
and/\a:redonbled his ftroaks, that Saint David was conffrains 
ed liks to other Chziſfian Champions to pield to the Gpants 
Met ep⸗ : 

But now the invincible and Poroieal Champion of England 
St. George, he that was Fames true Knight, that Pap of Yo- 
- nonr, and the Wozlvs wonder, remaining in the Jews *

lion, aud penbziug in his mind ths bas ſacceſs of the other ix 
Champions , and that it was his tarn to try his Foztuns the 
assc mozritng iu the Edvontnre x be felt (nts great tantempla⸗ 
tian; (quoth he) I that have fought fes Chaiſtian Gutghrs in 
Tulds of pur gie bis, ana mays mp enemtes to fwim in 
Kxceams of crimſon goze, hail I not now confound this bloody 
and inhumarie Ponſfeor. that hath diſcom ff: ov tx of ths baaveit 
Knights that ever natats frameft.. I flew the burning jDza- 
gon iu Hgypt: I conqueren the terrible Opant that kept the 
enchan'ed Caffle amengſt the Amazomans, then foztune let 
mo accowpitth this dangerous adventure, that all Chziftiaus 
and Chziftian Knights may appland my name. 

Fa this manner (ſpent he aTay the night, hoping foz the hap⸗ 
py ſucteſs of the next gays enterp3zi5o, whereon he vowed by 
the honour of his Goiden Barter, oither to returna wozthp 
Conquezer, oʒ to d:s with honour datlieatip. 

And when ths dap began to beantifils the Eſtern Elements 
with a fair puzpie tolour, he repaired to the 36 Azmozp, and 
clad himſelf ta 4 black Cozflet, mounting himſelf upon a 
\ pitchtie caloured Stwy, Adozued with a blooz-red Eaparciton, 
in lan of a bloody and Tragical Adventures: bis Plume of 
Feathers was like a flame of fire queneht in blood, as a token 
of ſpeedy revenge : he armed himſelf not with a ſta de Lance, 
boand about with Plates of Baſs, but tak a zadclin made 
of tel, the one end fharpned ihe the point ef a N@die,at the 
ather end a Ball of Aton in faſhion of a Paes oz Ciuk. | 

Being ths armed accozding to bis wiſhed deffies, he tak 
leave of the Jew and hts ſehen u ons, albatiticed in back and 
moarnfal O. namente, p;azing fo2 his happy and foztnnate 
ſucceſs : gad (a departed ſp@diip to the Golden Feun ain, 
pere he foand the = antfleeping careleflp upon his Biock et 
St&l, dieading no enſuing danger. 

But tren the Ualient Thampign Saint George ras al: gh- 
ted fram his Vorſs, and (ſnſ(ffc:ently behsid the defezmed pio⸗ 
poziion of he Grant : how the Dau of his head ſfod Faring 
uprigbt like the Bziſties of a Wild Bo e, his eres gazing 
open lte twa ble ing Comets, his teeth long and tharp like 
ta Spikes of tel, the Bails of his — like ihe Talants 

of 
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af an Eagle, over which was d2awn a pair of Jron Gloves: 

and every other limb huge and ſfrongly pꝛopoꝛtioned, like to 

the body of ſome mighty Oak, the woꝛthy Champion awaken⸗ 

ed him in this order. „ : 

Ariſe ( ſaid he) unreaſonable deformed Monſter , and either 
make delivery of the captive Knights whom thou wrongfully de- 
taineſt, or prepare thy ugly ſelf to abide the uttermoſt force of my 
warlike Arm and death prepared Weapon. | 

At which wo2ds the furious Gyant ffarted up, as one ſud- 
denly amazed oꝛ affrighted from his flep, and without making 
any reply at all, tok his Jron Mace faſt in both his hands, 
and with great terrour let dꝛive af the moſt wozthy Engliſh 
Champion, who with exceeding cunning x nimbleneſs defend- 
ed himſelf from the danger, by ſpedy avoiding the violent 
blows, and withal returned on his Idverſary a mighty thruſt 
with the pointed oꝛ ſharp end of his Javelin, which rebounded. 
from the Gyants body, as ik it had been run againſt an Ada⸗ 
manfine Pillar. f 

The which the invincible Knight Saint George perceiving, 
turned his heavy round ball end of his Maſſie Javelin, and ſo 
mightily aſſailed the Gyant,redoubling his heavy blows with 

ſuch couragious foꝛtitude, that at laſt he beat his bꝛains out 
of his defo2med head : whereby the Gyant was conſtrained to. 
yield up the Ghoſt, and fo give ſuch a hideous roar, as though 
the whole frame of the Earth had been ſhaken with the vio- 
lence of fome clap of thunder. | 

This being done Saint George caſt his loathſome Carcaſs 
as a p2ey to the Fowls and ravenous Beaſts to ſeize upon: 
and after very diligently ſearched up and down, till he found 
the Kock wherein all the Knight and Champions were im- 
p2iſoned : the which with his ſteely Javelin he burſt in fun- 
der , and delivered them paeſently from their ſervitudes,and 
after returned moſt triumphantly back tothe Jews Pavi⸗ 
lion, in as great Majeſty and Royalty as Veſpaſian with his 
Romane Nobles and Pers returned info the Confines of 
flouriſhing Italy, from the admired and gloꝛious Conqueſt of 
Jeruſalam and Judea. 

But when the rederend Jew ſaw the Engliſh Champion 


retunr 
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return with Uicozy , together with his other ſix fellow 
Champions, and likewiſe beheld his fourten Sons ſafely de⸗ 
livered, his joy ſo mightly exceeding the bounds of reaſon, that 
he ſuddenly ſwounded, and lay foꝛ a time in a dead trance, with 
the great ercoeding pleaſure he conceived. | 

But having alittle recovered his decayed ſenſes, he gladly 
conducted them into their ſeveral Lodgings, and there they 
were pzeſently unarmed, and their wounds walhed in white 
Wine and new Milk, and after banqueted them in the beſt 
manner he could deviſe. At which Banquet there wanted not 
all the excellency of Muſick that the Jews ſeven younger 
Sons could deviſe , extolling in their ſweet ſonnets the excel⸗ 
lent foꝛtitude of the Engliſh Champion, that had not only de⸗ 
livered their captived Bꝛethꝛen, but reſtoꝛed, by that ugly 
Gyantfs deſerved death, their aged Father tothe repoſſeſſion 
of his golden Fountain. 

Thus after Saint George with the other ſir Champions had 
ſojourned there foꝛ the ſpace of thirty days, having placed the 
Jew with his Sons in their foꝛmer deſired dignities, that is, 
in the Government of the Golden Fountain; they cloathed 
themſelves again in their Pilgrims attire, and ſo departed 
fo2ward on their intended journey to viſit the holy Sepulchze 
at Jeruſalem.

Of the Champions return to ers/alew , and after how they were 
almoſt famiſhed in a Wood: and how St. George obtained them 
food by his Valour in a Gyants Houſe, with other thing that 


happ'ned. 


5 * Champions after this Battle of the Golden Fountain 
never reſted travelling till they arrived at the Holy Hill 
of Sion , and had viſited the Sopulchze , the which they found 
molt richly built of the pureſt Marble, garniſhed curiouſly 
by cunning Architecture , with many Carbuncles of Jaſper, 


and Pillars of Jeat. The Temple wherein it was erected, 
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Kod ſevon degrees of Stairs down within the ground, the 
Gates wherecf were of burniſhf Gold, and the Pozfals of re⸗ 
{ned Silver, cut as it did ſem, out of a-moft excellent beau⸗ 
tif ed Alablaſter Rock. 

But in it continually burned a ſweet ſmelling Taper, al- 
ways maintained by twelve of the nobleſt Uirgins dwelling 
in Judea attending ſtill upon the Sepulchze, clad in Silken 
o2naments , in colour like to Lillies in the flouriſhing p2ids 
of Summer: the which coffly atfire, they continually woze 
as an evident ſign of their pure and unſpotted Uirginities : 
many days o*ered uptheſe woꝛthy Champions their Cere- 
monious Devotions, to that ſacred Tomb, wathing the 
Marble Pavement with their true and unfained tears, and 
witneZing their true and hearty 5eals , with their continual 
Uolleys of diſcharged ſighs. 

But at laſt upon an evening, when Titans Golden beams 
begin to deſcend the Weftern Element, as thoſe Pꝛincelp 
minded Champions, in company of theſe twelve admired 
Maidens, kneeled befoze the Sepulchze, offering up their 
Evening ©2izons, an unſeen voyce (to the amazement of 
them all) from. a hollow Uault in the Temple uttered theſe 
wo2ds : 


Yon Magnanimous Knights of Chriſtendom, whoſe true Nobili- 
ries hath circled the Earth with reports of Fame, whoſe bare feet 
for the love of our ſweet Saviour, have ſet more weary ſteps upon 
the partched Earth, than there be Stars within the golden Cana 
ofHeaven, return, return into the bloody Fields of War, and ſpen 
not the Honours of your time in this ceremonious manner,for great 
things by you muſt be accompliſhed., ſuch as in time to come ſhall 
fill large Chronicles, and cauſe Babes as yet unborn to ſpeak of your 
honourable Atchievements. | 

And you chaſt Maidens that ſpend” your time in the ſervice of 
your God, even by the plighted promiſe you have made to true 
Virginity , I charge you to furniſh forth theſe warlike Champions 
with ſoch approved Furniture as hath been offered to this Royal 
Sepulchre , by thoſe travelling Knights, which have fought under 
the Banner of Chriſtendom, This is the pleaſure pf High Fates, and 

this 
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this for the redreſs of all wronged Innocents in Earth, muſt be with 
all immediate diſpatch forthwith accompliſhed. 


This unexpected bopce was no ſoner ended, but the Temple 
(in their conc eits) ſemed ſtrangly to reſound, like the melody 
of teleſtial Angels, o2 the Holy Harmony of Cherubins, as a 
ſign that the Gods were pleaſed at their p2oceeding : where- 
upon the twelve Utrgtis aroſe from their Divine confempla- 
tiseis , and condug ed the ſeven Champions to the further ſids 
of Mount Sion, and there beſtowed frankly upen them, ſeven 
of the bꝛaveſt Sto that they ever beheld, with Martial fur- 
niturs anſweravle thereunto, befitting Knights of ſuch 
eftem : thus the Chaitlian Champions being p2ound of their 
goed Fo2tines , aàttyred themſelves in rich and ſumptuous 
Corf ets, and after mounted uron their warlike Courſers, 
Ein>!p bidving the Ladies adiew, betok them tothe wozlds 
wide louruep. This travel began at that time of the pear, 
when the Summers Qutcen began fo ſpꝛead her beauteous 
mantle among the green and freſh boughs 1 of the high and 
mighty Cedars, when as all kind of ſmall Birds flew round 
about, recreating themſelves in the beautp of the dap, and 
with their well-tuned - notes making a ſweet and Heavenly 
melodp: at whichtime J ſay,theſe mighty and well eſteemed 
Knights, the ſeven Champicns of Ch2iffendem, tok —_ 
way frem Jeruſalem, which they though to be moſt uſed : 
which they had not many days fraveiled thꝛeugh the Del ep, 
and over many a Mountain top, but they were marveloufly 
kchle fo2 lack of their accuſtomed and daply TUictnals , and 
rould not hide no2 diſſemble their great hunger, ſo that the 
Mar which they ſuſtained with hunger, was kar greater than 
the Battels that they had kought againſt their enemies, as 
von Heard diſtourſed in the firſt part of this Hiſtozy. 

So upon a Summers evening, when they had ſpent the day 
in great extremity ,; and night grew on, they hapned ints a 
thicket ok mighty trees, when as the ſilver men with her 
b2ight beams gliſtered moſt clzrly, pet to them if ſemed to be 
as dark as pitch, foz they were very-foze troubled fo2 lack of 


that which ſhould ſuſtain them, and their face did ſhew and ds⸗ 
clave 
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clare the perplerities of their Stomacks. 

So they ſat them down upon the green and freſh Hearbs, 
very penſive cf their extream neceſſity, p2oviding to fake their 
reſts that. night; but all was in vain, foz that their cozpozal 
neceſſities would not conſent thereunto: but without fleping 
they walked up and down foꝛ that night, till the next day in the 
mo2ning that they turned to their accuſtomed travel and jour⸗ 
ney , thinking to find ſome food foꝛ the cheriſhing of their ſto- 
macks, and had their eyes always gazing about, to ſpie ſome 
Uillage o2 Houſe, where they might latisſie their hunger and 
take their reſts. | 

Thus in this helpleſs manner ſpent they away the next day, 
fill the cloſing of the evening light , by which time they grew 
ſo faint, that they fell to ground with f&ebleneſs : Oh what a 
ſozrow was it to St. George, not only fo2 himſelf, but to ſ& the 
reſt of the Champions in ſuch a miſerable caſe, being not able 
to help themſelves ! and ſo pati ing a little from them, he la⸗ 
mented in this manner following. 

Thou that haſt given me many Victories: thou that haſt made 
me Conquerour of King and Kingdoms : and thou by whoſe in- 
vincible power I have tamed the black faced Furies of dark Coſitus, 
that maskt abroad the World in humane ſhapes : look down ſweer 
Queen of Chance I ſay , from thy Imperial Seat: ſhew me ſome 
favour, and do not conſent that I and my company periſh for hun- 
ger and want of Victuals: make no delay to remedy our great ne- 
ceſſity: let us not be meat for Birds hovering in the Ayr, nor our 
bodies caſt as a prey for ravenous Beaſts ranging in theſe Woods: 
but rather, if we muſt needs periſh , let us die by the hands of the 
ſtrongeſt Warriers in the univerſal World, and not baſely here loſe 
our lives with cowardly hunger. ' 

Thefe and ſuch like Lamentations uttered this valiant 
Champienof England, fill ſuch time as the day appeared,and 
the ſable curtains of coal black night were withdzawn. Then 
turned he to the reſt of his Company, where he found them 
bery weak and feeble : but he encouraged them in the beit 
manner he could deviſe, to take their Hozſes and try the 
chance of their utmoſt unkind Foztune. 

Although St. George as they travelled was ready to die by 
the 
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the wap, and in great trouble of mind fo2 want of fod, pet 
rode he firſt to one; then to another, comfozting them, and 
making them ride apgce: which they might very well do, foꝛ 
that their Hoꝛſes wers not ſo unpꝛovided as their Maſters, by 
reaſon of the godly graſs that grew in theſe cds, whers⸗ 
with at pleaſure they filled them everp night. 
But this time the golden Sun had almoſt mounted fo the 
top of Heaven, and the gloꝛidus pꝛime of the day began to ap⸗ 
p2cach, when they came info a great field-bery plain, where in 
the midſt of it was a little Mountain, ot of the which there 
appeared a great ſmoak , which gave them to underſtand that 
there ſhould be ſome habitation in that place. | 
Then the Pꝛincelp minded Saint George ſaid fo the other 
Thampions: take comkoꝛt with yourſelves, and by little ang 
little come foꝛward with an eaſte pace: fo2 J will ride befo2e 
to ſe who ſhall be our Holt this enſuing night. And ok this, 
bꝛabe Knights and Champions, be all aCured : whether he 
be pleaſed oz no, he ſhall give us lodging and entertainment 
like travelling Knights, and peroneal he ſet ſpurres to his 
Ho2\ſe; and ſwiftly ſtoured away , like ta a ſhip with ſwelling 
cailsypon the Barble coloured Btean: his beatt. mas ſo [pe- 
dy, that in a ſhoꝛt time he appꝛoached the Mountain, whereat

ed the fotings of the Ho2ſe, andceaſed not until he came to 
the place where this cruelty was w2ought : whereas he found 
the Maiden dead, at the view whereof he remained almoſt be⸗ 
fide himſelf, in ſach ſoꝛt that he had well neer fallen to the 
ground: the ſozrowfub Squire remained thus a god while 
befo2e he could fpeak , but at laſt when he came again to him⸗ 
ſelf, he began with a dolozous complaint to cry out agaiff Foz - 
tune, becauſe the had ſuffered ſo great cruelty to be committed 
upon this Damſel. | | — 
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And making this ſozrowfyl Lamentafion ,. he unloſed her 
from the Tree, and laid her naked body upon part of her ap⸗ 
parel, the which he found lying by, all beſmeared in blood, and 
afterwards complained in this pittiful ſo2t. ; 

Occruel; Knight (quoth he) what infernal heart remained, in thy 

breaſt, or wh: Khelüch fury did bear thee company, that. thy hands 
have committed this inhumane ſacrifice !; Was it not poſſible that 
this her ſurmounting Beauty might have moved thee to pitty, when 
it is of power to move the Mood Canide to remorſe, and conſtrain 
even Savage Monſters to xelent.? So with theſe , and other like 
ſozrowful woꝛds the wof t Squire ſpake unto the dead Co2ps, 
he cut down bzanches from the Tres, and gathered graſs 
from the ground fo2 fo cover the Bedy, and lekt it lying To, that 
it ſemed to be a Mountain of green G2aſs, o2 a Thicket of 
ſp2inging Trees, and then determined with himſelf in the bett 
manner that he could, to diſſemble the knowledge of the bloody 
fad: ſo he took his Hoꝛſe and rode the next wap towards the 
Caſtle, in which he rode ſo faſt. that he overtok the Kr ght 
and his company at the entr ing of the Gates, whereas the lutt- 
ful Tyrant alighted, and without ſpeaking to any perſon, en 
fred into his Cloſet, by reaſon whereof this kind and courteous 
Squire had time to declare all things he had ſen to the neu 
married Lady, and the doloꝛous end of the conſtant Damſel her 
Siſter. This ſudden. and unloked fo2 ſozrow mixed with 
anger and w2ath, was ſuch infhe Lady, that ſhe cauſed the

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This being ſaid, che wh her hand a'Dagger of the

to him on the Bed, and therewithal ſaid : Take there (thou 
Traytor) the fruit that thy wicked ſeed created in my Body, 'and 
then the thꝛew the Dagger at him atſo, in hope to have Killed 
him, but Foꝛtune would not that it ſhould take effet, foꝛ it 
ſtruck againſt the Teffern of the Bed, and rebounded back 
unto her hands, which when the Lady ſaw that it nothing 
p2evailed , ſhe returned upon her ſelfher' auf-ragions' füty: 
ſo taking the blovy Dagger, ſhe thꝛult it to her heart infach 
ſoꝛt, that it parted if in tus pieces, and ſo ſhe fell down dead 
betwirt his armes that was the octaſion of atl this bloody 
cruelty. . 
The great ſöꝛrow hereat that this kalte and unhappy 
Knight received, was ſoffrange, that he knem not what coun⸗ 
ſel to take: but thinking upon a ſevere vengeance that might 
ſucced theſe cxuel ads, he ſtraight⸗ways veviſed that the body 
of the Lady ſhould be ſecretly buried, win denen done by

In the mean time, the afozenamen quite which had len 
and heard all: the Tragical dealings that have ten here de- 
clared, in the beff wiſe he could, returned again unto ny Cet- 
tage, and told me all that you have heard, which was unfo me 
very ſozrowfyl and heavy Mews: judge here. then Gentle 
Knights and ye beholders of this woful Tragedy, what ſo: -

Or why didſt thou not permit and 
ſuffer me to be ſtrangled in uy Mothers Womb, or to have periſhed 
in my Cradle, orat my Nurſes pap? then had my heart never felt 
this ſorrow , my ears heard the murther of my children, nor mine 
eyes had never wept fo many helpleſs tears. 5 
Oh you Mountains, you untamed Beaſts! oh you deep Seas, and 
you infetnal Powers of revengeful Hell H come I ſay and willingl 
aſſiſt me in this mortal Tragedy, that theſe my aged hands, whack 
never yet praiſed any heinous crime, may now be ſtayned in his 
accur ſed blood that hath bereaved me of the prop and ſtay of de- 
clyned age, my Daughters (I mean) whofe bleeding Ghoſts will 
neyer be appeaſed , nor never ſleep in quiet upon the joyful Banks 
of the Elyz1an Fields, but wander up and down the World, filling

Oh Girle, born 
to a further grief, here do I deſire the guiders of thy Fortunes, that 
thy gliſtring beauty may have ſuch force and power, hereby the 
ſhining beams thereof may take revengement of the diſhonour of 
thy Mother: give ear dear Child, I ſay, unto thy dying Mother, 
thou that art born in the diſhonour of thy generation , by the loſs 
of my Virginity, here do I charge thee upon my bleſſing even at my 
hour of death „ and ſwear thee by the band of Nature, never to 
ſaffer thy beauty to be enjoyed by any one, untill thy diſloyal Fa- 
thers Head be offered up in Sacrifice unto my grave, thereby ſome- 
what appeaſe the fury of my diſcontented Soul, and recover part of 
my former honour. | | 

Theſe and ſuch like woꝛds ſpake the afflicted Mueen, to the 
wonderful amazement of the thz& young Knights, which as 
pet intended not to diſcover themſelves, but ſtill to mark the 
event, foꝛ they conjectured that her woful complaints were the 
induction of ſome ſtrange accident: Thus as they ſtod ob⸗ 
ſcurely behind the Tres , they ſaw the young and beautiful 
Damſel give unto her dying Mother, Paper Pen and Ink, 
the which the pulled from her fair boſome , with which the 
grieved Queen ſubſcribed certain ſozrowful Lines unto him 
that was the cauſer of her baniſhment: and making an end of 
her wꝛitting, they heard her (with a dying bꝛeath) ſpeak unte 
her Daughter theſe ſoꝛrowful words following:

of thee before I die: which is, that thou wouldeſt procure that this 
Letter may be given to that cruel Knight thy diſloyal Father! giving 
him to underſtand of this my trobleſome death, the occaſion where- 
of was his unreaſonable cruelty : and making an endofſaying 
this, the miſerable Queen fell down, not having any moze 
firength to ſit up, but let the Letter fall out of her es the 
which her ſozrowful Daughter p2efenfly fok up, and kalling 
upon her Mothers B2eaſt, ſhe replyed in this ſozrowſul man⸗ 
ner: i . | 

Oh my ſweet Mother, tell me not that you will die, for it adds a

After this the dying Queen never ſpeak woꝛd moꝛe, fo2 at 
that inſtant the cruel Deftinies gave end unfo her like: but 
when Roſana perteived her to be dead, andthe left tothe woꝛld 
devoid sf tomkoꝛt, the began to tear the golden trammels krom 
her Head, and mot fu2ioufly to beat her white and Jvo2y 
bꝛeaſt, filling the empty Tyr with clamoꝛs ok her moans, ma⸗ 
king the Skies like an Eccho to reſound her Lamentations, 
and at laſt taking her Mothers Letter into her hands, waſhing 
it with floods of tears, and putting it next unto her naked 
bzeaſt, the ſaid : Here lie thou, near adjoyning to my bleeding 
heart, never be removed untill I have performed my dying Mothers 
Teſtament. Oh works, and the laſt work of thoſe her dying 
hands, here do I ſwear by the honour of true Virgins, not to part it 
from my grieved boſom, until ſuch time as love hath rent the diſloy- 
all heart of my unkind Father; and ſpeaking this ſhe kiſſed it a 
thouſand times, bꝛeathing fozth millions of ſighs, and ſo with 
a bluſhing countenance , as radiant as Aurora's gliſtring 
Beams, the roſe and ſaid fo her ſelf : What is this Roſana, dolt 
thou think to recal thy Mothers life with eeremonious complaints, 
and not perform that which by her was commanded thee ? Ariſe, 
ariſe, I ſay, gather unto thy ſelf ſtrength and courage, and wander 
up and down the World, till thou haſt found thy diſloyal Father, as 
thy true heart hath promiſed to do. | 

Theſe woꝛds were no ſoner finiſhed, but Saint George's 
Sons like men whoſe hearts were almoſt overcome with

ftrange foztune: Likewiſe at my Birth, nature had pictured 
upon my bꝛeaſt direaly beftwirt my two Paps, the lively foꝛm

dꝛance of black Clouds . foe the skies wore clear us tryed ſil⸗ 
ver: likewiſe the Weſtern U ind did ſoftly ſhake the ſhiver - 
ing leaves, whereby it made as lwet a harmony as hn 
| ken. 
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bien Celeſtial Cherubins : a thouſand little ſtreamed bawks 
ran upon the enamled ground, making ſuridzy fine-wozks by 
their croked turnings, and joyning one water with another, 
with a very gentle meeting, making ſuch ſilver mulick, that 
the Champions with the pleaſure thereok were almoſt raviſh- 
ed, and ſmally regarded whether their Hoꝛſes went right o2 
no, and travelling in this ſozt, they rode fo2ward till they 
came info a marvelous great and wide Meddow, being of ſuch 
exceeding faireneſs, that J am not able with a Pen fo paint out

The which when St. George beheld, and had underſkod the 
meaning ot thoſe myſtical Letters, without any moꝛe tarry= 
ing, he ſet the ſilver Trumpet to his mouth, and ſounded uch 
a vehement blaſt, that it ſeemed to Eccho in the foundation of 
the Taſtle: whereat the principal Gate pꝛeſentlp opened, and 
the Dꝛaw⸗ bꝛidge was let down, without the help of any viſible 
hand, which made the Champions to wonder, and to ſtand 
amazed at the ſtrange accident, but pet intending not fo return, 
like Cowards daunted with a puff of wind, they allighted from

nance- anſwered : Gyant (ſaid he) thy counſel I do not like, nor 
thy advice well I receive, but rather do we hope to ſend thee andall 
thy followers , without tongues to the infernal King of fiery —_ 
ton, and for that you ſhall not have any more time th ſpeał ſuch folly 
and fooliſnneſs, either return your ways from whence you came, and 
repent of this which you have faid, or elſe prepare your ſelves to

The Gyants when they heardthe 98 refolntions, 
and-howflightly;they regarded theit p2offers; without any lon⸗ 
ger karrping they ſfraight way fell upon Saint George and 
his Company , intending with their knotfy Bats of Stell to 
beat them as kmall as fleſh unto the Pot, buf the Queen of 
chance ſo ſmiled upon the Chꝛiſtian Champions, that the 
Gyanfsfmally p2evoiled, foz betwixt them was fought a long 
and ferible baftel, in ſuch danger that the victozy hung waver - 
ing on both lides not knowing to whom if would fall: the Bats 
and Fanchions made ſuch a noyſe upon one anothers Armour, 
that they ſounded like fo the blows of the Cyclops wozking 
uporr their Invils : and ot every blow they gave, fire flew from 
their Stteled Cozflets , like ſparklos fromthe flaming Fur⸗ 
nat es in Hell, the skies reſounded back the Ecchaes of their 
froaks, and the ground ſhook as though it had been oppzeſſed 
with an Earth⸗quake: the pavement of the Court was over⸗ 
ſpꝛead with an inter mixing of blod and ſweat, and the Walls 
of the-Caftle were mightily battered with the Gyants Clubs:

But when the Knight ol the Black ¶ aſtle which tad upon 
the Gallerg during all the time ol the Encounter, and law how 
all the Gyants were flain by the Pꝛoweſs of thoſe ſtrange 
Knights, he raged in great w2ath , wiſhing that the ground 
might gape and ſwallow him, befoꝛe he were delivered into the 
hands of his Enemies, and pꝛeſently would have caſt himſelf 
head long from the top of the Gallery,thereby to have datht out 
his bzains àgainſt the pavement, had not the Megꝛomancer, 
who likewiſe beheld the event of the encounter , intercepted 
him in his intended d21ift , pꝛamiſing to per koꝛm by Art what 
the Gyants could not do by fo2ce. SITY 
So the Pegzomanter kell to his Magick Spels and 
Charms, by which the. Ehꝛiſtian Champions were mighti⸗ 
ly troubled and moleſted „ and brought in danger of their

Foꝛ as they ſtond after their long Encounters, unbuckling 
their Armours to take the freſh ayr , and walh their bloody 
wounds received in their laſt comic: the Magician cauſed 
by his Art a Spirit in the likeneſs of a Lady of a marvellous 
and ka ir beauty, to look thꝛough an Jron grate, who ſeemed to 
lean her fair face upon her white hand very penſively, and di⸗ 
filled. from her Chꝛiſtal eyes. great abundance ok tears. 
When the Champions law this beautiful Creature, they re- 
maine angreat admiration , thinking with themſelves that 
by: ſome hard mis foztune the was Jmpaiſoned in thoſe Jren 
G2ates-:. at which this Lady did ſem to open her fair and 
Chziſtaline eyes, lwkang earneſtly upon Saint George, and 
giving g grievous and ſozromful ſigh e the withd2ew her ſelf. 
from the. Gzate; x which tudden departure cauſed the Chꝛiſtian 
Knights to have a great deſire to-know who it ſhould be ,..ſu- 
ſpecting that by the-fo2ce of ſome Enchantment; they thould 
be. overth2gwn.:; but caſting up their eyes. again to ſee it they 
guld ſx cher ,, they could not, but they ſam in the very ſame 


place, a woman.gt a;greahand; Peincelyfature, who.was.all 
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Armed in filver Plates, with a Swozd girded at hek walke, 
cheathed in a golden ſcabberd, and had hanging at her neck an 
Jvozy Bow and a Guilt Quiver : this Lady was of ſo great 
beauty , that ſhe ſeemed almoſt to exceed the other, but in ths 
ſame ſozt as the other did, upon a ſudden ſhe vaniſhed away, 
leaving the Champions no leſs troubled in their thought than 
befoze they were. 
The Chꝛiſtian Knights had not long time bewailed the ab⸗ 
lente of the two Ladies, but that without ſ&ing any body they 
were ſtricken, with ſuch furious blows upon their backs,that 
they were conſtrained fo'ſtwp with one knee upon the ground, 
vet with a'trice they roſe again, and looking about them to ſe 
who they were that ſtruck them, : they perteived them te 
be the likeneſs of certain Knights, which in great haft ſeemed 
to run in at a doo that was at one of the coꝛners of the Court, 
and with the great anger that the Champions received, ſœing 
themſelves ſo hardy enfreatrd, they followed with their accu ⸗ 
ſtomed lightneſs after the Knights, in at the ſame doz: wheres 
in they had not entred th2e ſteps, but that they fell down into a 
dep Cave, which was covered over in ſuch ſubtile ſoꝛt, that 
whoever did tread on if ſtraightway fell into the Cave, except 
he was advertized thereof befoze. Mithin the Cave it was 
as dark as the ſilent Might, and no light at all appeared: but 
when the Champions ſaw themſelves treacheroully betraped 
in the Trap, they greatly feared ſome further miſchief would 
follow, to their utter overthꝛows, ſo, with their [words drawn, 
they ſtod ready charged to make their defence, againſt what⸗ 
ſoever ſhould after happen: but by reaſon of the great dark⸗ 
neſs that they could not ſee any thing, neither diſcover where= 
in they were fallen, they determined to ſettle themſelves a- 
gaintt ſomething, either Poſt, Pillar, oꝛ Wall, and groping 
about the Cave, they ſearched in every place foꝛ ſome other 
Doꝛ that might b2ing them fozth out of the darkſome Den, 
which they compared to the Pit of Hell. f 

And as they went groping and ferling up and down: , they 
found that they did tread upon no other things but dead mens 
bones, which cauſed them to ſtand ſtill, and not long after they 
nn d ſectet window, at the which 1 littls clearneſs, 
5 and 
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and gabe ſome light into the Den, where they were, by which 
they eſpyed a Bed moſt richly furniſhed with Curtains of 
Silk, and golden Pendants, which ffod ina ſecret rom of 
the Cave,behung with rich Tapeſtry of a ſable colour : which 
ed when the Champions beheld, and being ſomewhat weary - 
of their long fight which they had with the Gyants in the 
Court of the Caſtle, they requir?2d ſome reit, and deſired fo 
lep upon the Beb : but not all at one inſtant, foz they feared 
ſome danger to be at hand, and therefoze Saint George as one 
molt willing to be their Match⸗ man, and kep ſentinal in ſo 
dangerous a place, cauſed the other Champions to take their 
repoſes upon the Bed, and he would be as wakeful as the 
Cock againſt all dangerous accidents, ſo the ſix Chꝛiſtian 
Knights repaired to the Bed, whereon they were no ſcner 
laid, but pꝛeſently they fell into a heavy and enchanted fleep, 
in ſuch ſoꝛt that they could not be awaked by any manner of 
violence, not all the warlike Dꝛums in Europe if they were 
ſounding in their ears, noꝛ the ratling thunder-claps of hea⸗ 
ven were ſufficient to recal them from their leeps : foꝛ indeed 
the Bed was inchanted by the Negromancers charms, in ſuch 
manner that whoſoever but ſate upon the ſides, oꝛ but touch 
the Furniture ot the Bed, were pꝛeſently caſt into as heavy 
a lp, as if they had dꝛunk the juce of Dwaile, oz the ſird ot 
Poppy : where we will leave them foz a time like men cat 
into a Trance, andfpeak of the terrible adventure that hapned 
to Saint George in the Cave , who little miſtruſting of their 
enchantments,. od tike a careful guard, keping the furions 
Mlolf from the ſpoyle of thefflly Shep : but upon a ſudden 
his heart bogan to thꝛob, and his hair to ſtand upright upon his 
head, pet having a heart fraught with invincible courage, he 
purpoſed not to awake the ether Knights , but of himſelf to 
withſtand whatſoe ber hapned : ſo being in this P2ineely co- 
gitation, there appeared to him as he thought, the ſhape of a 
Magician, with a viſage lean, pale, and full of wiinckets, 
with locks of black hair hanging down ts his ſhoulders, like 
to wꝛeaths of envenomed'Snakes, and his body ſeemed to have 
nothing upon it but skin and bones, who fpake unto Saint 
Geonge in his neſpighttal manner: In an evil hour (faid the 
Magician) 
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Magician) cameſt thou hither, and ſo ſhall thy lodging be, and thy 
entertainment worſe: for now thou art in a place Where as thou 
ſhalt look for no other thing but to be meat unto fome furious 
Beaſt, and thy ſurmounting ſtrenght ſhall not be able to make any 
defenee. : 

The Engliſh Champion whole heart was oppꝛeſſed with 
extream w2ath, anſwered, O falſe and accurſed Charmer (ſaid 
he) whom ill chance confound- for thy condemned Arts , and for 
whom the Fiends have digged and everlaſting Tomb in Hell, what 
fury hath incenſt thee, that with thy falſe and Devilliſh Charms 
thou doſt practiſe ſo much evil againſſ travelling and Adventurous 
Knights? I hope to obtain my liberty in deſpight of all thy miſ- 
— , and with the ſtrength of this arm to break all thy bones in 
ſunder. f 

All that thou doſt and wilt do!] ſuffer at thy hands, replyed the 
Negromancer : only for revengement that I will take of thee for the 
ſlaughter of my Maſters Gyants , which as yet lie murthered in the 
Court, and that very quickly: and therewithal he went inviſibly 
out of the Cave. So not long after at his back he heard a 
ſudden noyſe, and behold as it were a window opening by little 
and liftle whereas there appeared a clear light, by the which 
Saint George plainly perceived that the Walls of the Cave 
were dacht with blood, and likewiſe ſaw that the bones whereon 
they did fread at their firſt entry into the Den were of humane 
Bodies, which appeared not to be very long ſince their fleſh 
was fo2noff with hard and cruel Teeth. But this conſidera⸗ 
tion could not long endure with him, foz that he heard a great

But conſidering with Himſelf ;' that it was then time and 
great nerd to have courage and to be expert and valiant-foz to 
maks his defence, he tok his god cutting S woꝛd in his hand, 
and ſh2ouded himſelf under his hard and ſkrong ſhield, and tar 
ryed the coming of that ugly Monſter. L 
But when the furious beaſt ſaw that there was a pꝛey where- 
on ſhe might employ her ſharp teth, the truck with her inve⸗ 
nomus Wings and with her piercing Claws the griped, and 
laid faſt hold upon Saint Georges hard ſhield, pꝛetending to 
have ſwallowed whole this coꝛagious Warriour, and faſtning 
her ſharp Tus ks upon His Helmet, which the found ſo hard, 
that ſho let go her hold, and furiouſly pulled af this Target 
with ſuch a ſfrength that the dꝛew it from his Irm: With. 
that theEngliſh Knight ſtruk at her head a mighty and ftrong 
blow with his Swo2d, but in no wiſe it could hurt her by rea⸗ 
ſon of the hard ſcales wherewith-it was covered; and though he 
gave her no wound, vet foꝛ all that the felt the blow in fuch ſoꝛt, 
that it made her to recoyl to the ground, and fo kall upon het 
long and hidious Tail: then this valient Knight made great 
haſt to redouble his fo2ce to ſtrike her another blow, but all 
was in vain, fo2 that upon a ſudden the ſtretched her ſelf ſo 
high, that he could not reach her head: but pet kind Foztune ſg 
favoured his hand, that he ſtruck her upon the belly; whereas 
the had no dekence with Scales , noꝛ any other thing but 
feathers; wheredut iſlued ſuch abundance of black blood, that it 
ſp2inkled all the Den about. £ 
This terrible and kurious Serpent, when ſhe felt her ſclf ſo 
ſoze wounded, ſtruk af Saint George ſuch a terrible blow with 
her Tail, that if he had not ſeen it coming it had been ſufficient 
to have parted his body in pieces, the Knight fo clear himſelf 
from the blow, fell flat upon the ground, fo2 he had no time to 
make any other defence : But that terrible blow was no ſ@ner 
palſed over him, but ſtraigtways he recovered his f&t, atſuch 
time as the furious Serpent came towards him. Here Saint 
George having a great confidence in his ſtrength, per foꝛmed 
ſach-a valiant Exployt , that all fozmer Adventures that have 
| been 
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bien eder done by any Knight, map be put in oblivion, and this 
kept in perpetual memozy : foz that he thꝛew his Swoꝛd out 
of hand and ran unfo the Serpent, and caught her betwirt 
his Arms, and did fo ſqueeze her, that the furious beaſt could 
not help her ſelf with her ſharp Claws, but only with her 
wings ſhe beat him on every ſide. This Ualliant Champien 
and noble UWarriour would never let her loſe , but ſtill re- 
mained holding her betwixt his arms continuing this perilous 
and dangerous fight, till all his b2tight Irmonr was 1mb2ued 
with her beſtial blood, by which occaſion ſhe loſt a great part of 
her ſtrength, and was not able long to continue. 

Long indured this great and dangerous Encounter, and the 
inkernal Serpent remained faſt unto the noble and valiant 
bꝛeſt of the Engliſh Knight, till ſuch time as he plainly per⸗ 
ceived that the Monſter began to wax faint, and fo loſe her 
fkrength. Likewiſe it could not be otherwiſe , but Saint 
George waxed ſomewhat weary , conſidering the fozmer fght 
he had ſo lately with the Gyant. Notwithſtanding, when he 
felt the great weakneſs of the Serpent, he did animate him⸗ 
ſelf with courage, and having oppoztunify by reaſon of the 
guantity of blood that iMu'd from his wounds, he took his truſty 
ſwoꝛd and fh2ult if info her heart with ſuch violence / that he 
clove it in two pieces: ſo this infernal Monſter fell down 
dead to the ground, and carryed the Ch:ifttan Champion with 
her, fo2 that they were faſt cloſed together, but by reaſon that 
the Serpent lacked ſtrength, he quickly cleared himſelf of 
het Claws and recovered his Swozd. But when he ſaw cer- 
tainly he was clear from the Monſter, and that the had yielded 
up her deteſted bzeath into the bꝛittle ayr, he kneled down and 
gave thanks to the happy Quan ok Chance fo? his delivery. 
The venome was ſo great that the Serpent thꝛew out fo infec 
the Knight, that if his Armour had not bien of a pꝛecious ver⸗ 
tue, he had been impoyſoned to death. . 

Akter the Uics:y was obtained and tho Monſter dead, he 
grew very weary and unquiet, and was conſtrained fo ſit and 
col himſelf by a Well which was full of water , ſtanding 
ina cozner of the Cave, from whence the Monſtrous 9 
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pent firſt appeared and came fozth, Ind when he found him- 
ſelf refreſhed, he repaired to the Enchanted Bed whereupon 
the other ſix Champions lay ſieping , and dꝛeamed of no ſuch 
range accident that had hapned to him: whom he purpoſed 
to reveal the true diſcourſe of all dangers that had bekaln him 
in that accident. 

But noſeoner appꝛoached he unto that enchanted Bed, and 
had ſet himſelf down upon the one end thereof and thinking to 
_— his diſcourſe, but he pzeſently fell into a heavy and dead 

umber. 

There will we leave them fleping and dzeaming upon the 
Enchanted bed, not to be wakened by any means, and return to 
the Negromancer , that was buſied all the time of the Ser- 
pents encounter with Leoger, in burytng of the dead Gyants, 
but he knew by his Art, that he Serpent was lain, and 
likewiſe Saint George oppꝛeſſed with a charmed ſleep in com⸗ 
pany of the other Champions upon the Enchanted Bed, from 
whence he purpoſed that they never moze ſhould awake, but 
ſpend the reſt of their Foztunes in eternal ſleps. 

Whereupon by his devilliſh Arts he cauſed Lamps to burn 
continually befo2e the enfry of the Cave , the p2operties 
whereof were ſo ſtrange, that ſo long as the Lamps continued 
burning, the Champions ſhould never be waked, and the fires 
ſhould never be quenched but by the water of an enchanted 
Fountain, the which he likewiſe by Magick Art had ereced in 
the middle of the Court guarded moſt ſtrongly with Spꝛights: 
and the water ſhould never be obtained but by a Utrgin which 
at her Birth ſhould have the fozmofa Koſe lively pictured 
upon her B2eaft, ; 

Theſe things being perfo2med by the ſecrets of the Magi - 
cians skill, added ſuch a pleafure fo Leogers heart, that he 
thought himſelf elivated higher than the Towers of his dwel⸗ 

ling, fo2 he accounted yg joy ſo pleaſing unto his Soul as to 
ſe his moꝛtal Enemies captivated in his power, and that the 
Magician had done moze by his Art, than all the Knights in 
Aſa could perfo2zm by Pꝛoweſſe. We will not now anly leave 
the Champions in their (ps, p2eaming of no Miſhap, — 
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alſo the Magician with Leoger in the Black Caſtle, ſpending 
their time ſecurely, careleſs of all enſuing danger, and ſpeak 
now of the old Shepherd whom the Champions at their firff 
entring in at the Gates of the Caffle , left to look unto their 
wartiks Palkries, as they fed upon the green graſs : which 
old man, when he could hear no news of the Champions re⸗ 
turn, he greatly miſtruſted their confuſion, and that by ſome 
treachꝛy they were intercepted in their vowed revengement, 
therefo2e he pꝛoteſted ſecretly with his own ſoul, if that fo2 his 
ſake ſo many b2ave Champions had loſt their lives, never to 
depart out of thoſe Fields, but to ſpend his days in ſuch ſoꝛ⸗ 
row as did that hapleſs King of Babylon, that fo2 ſeven partch- 
ing Summers, and as many freezing Winfers was con⸗ 
ſtrained to feed upon the flowers ofthe Fields, and to d2ink the 
dew of Heaven, fill the hairs of his head grew as ſtiff as Ea⸗ 
gles Feathers , and the Nails of his Fingers like unto Birds 
claws , the like erfremity he vowed to endure until he either 
re⸗obtained a withed ſight of theſe invincible Knights (the 
flowers of Chivalry) o2 elſe were conſtrained by courſe of na- 
ture fo yielduphts loathed life to the fury of thoſe fatal Si- 
ſters: In this dep diffreſs will my weary Muſe likewiſe 
leave this old Shepherd mourning foz the long abſence of the 
Engliſh Champion, and the other Chꝛiſtian Knights, and 
turn mto St.George's valiant Sons, wham we left travelling 
from the Queen ot Armenia's Gzave with her unhappy daugh⸗ 
ter Roſana, to take revengement of her difloyal Loꝛd being the 
Knight of the Black Caſtle, ot᷑ whoſe villanies you have heard 
ſo much bekoze. |

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How Saint George's three Sons after their departure from the Queen 
of Armenia's Sepulchre, in company of her Daughter Roſana, met 
with a Wild-man, with whom there hapned a ſtrange Adventure: 
and after how they entred the Black Caſtle , whereas they 
—— the Lamps, and awaked the ſeven Champions of Chri- 

endom , after they had ſlept ſeven days upon an Enchanted 
Bed, with other things that chanced in the ſame Caſtle. 


PI" He budding Flowers of Chivalry the valiant Sons of 
Saint George to perfo2m their Knighfly p2omiſes,and 
to . what they had pꝛoteſted to Roſana, at the 
'Nueen her Mothers G2ave, which was to b2ing her ſafely 
unto the Black Caſtle, where her unkind Father had his re- 
ſidence. Firſt, they pꝛovided her a Palfrey o2 Jennet, b2ed 
npon the ?502ders of Spain, which was furmiſhed with black 
Capariſons, in ſign of her heavy and diſcontented mind, and 
his foꝛe⸗head beautified with a ſpangled Plume of Feathers. 
Where in her company they travelled day and night 
from the Confines of Armenia, with ſucceſſeful Fo2tune, till 
they happily arrived upon the Jfland of the Black Caſtle, 
where they were conftrained to reſt themſelves many nights 
under the ſhadows of green leaved Trees, where the melody of 
ſilver tuned Birds bꝛought to them ſweet fleeps : and inſtead 
of delicate fare,they were fozced fo ſatisfie their hungers with 
ſwet D2anges, and ripe Pomegranets, that grew very plen⸗ 
tikullp in that Jfland. | 
But at laſt, upon a moꝛning, when the skies appeared in 
their ſight very clear and pleaſant, and at ſuch time as when 
the Bun began to ſpꝛead his gliſtering Beams upon the lofty 
Mountains and ſtatelp Ceaders, they ſet fozward on their 
journep, hoping befo2e the clofing in of the days bꝛight counte⸗ 
nance, to arrive at the Black Caſtle, being their long wiſht 
foz Haven and deſired Pozt.

bled in mind. Then one began to encourage the reſt, ſaying : 
Believe me Bzeth2en, J much wonder what ſhould bs fhe 
cauſe of this alteration in our Hoꝛſes, hath ſome Spirit glided 
by us ? oz remaineth ſome Devil among theſe buthes ? 
Whatſoever it be, let us by the power and favour cf all good 
luck attempt to know, and with our warlike Weapons re- 
venge the frighting of our Hozſes, foꝛ our minds are not daun⸗ 
— by the pꝛoweſſe of men, noꝛ are we affraid of the fury of 
evils. 

Theſe wo2ds being ſpoken with great courage and Majeſty, 
cauſed Roſana to ſmile with a chearful countenance, and to 
embolden her heart againſt all enſuing accidents : ſo pꝛeſent⸗ 
ly they came unto a River which was both clear and deep, the 
which they judged to run quite thoꝛow the middle of the J\- 
land: and ſo travelling along by the River ſide where within a 
little while their Hozſes began again to ſtartle, and to be won⸗ 
derfully afraid : whereupon the Knights caſting about their 
vigilent eyes, to ſe if they could perceive what if ſhould be 
that made their Ho2ſes ſo fimerous , they eſpyed a terrible 
Monſter in the ſhape and foꝛm of a Satyre oz a Wild-man, 
which did croſs overthward the Illand, of a wonderful great 
and ſtrange making, who was as big and bꝛoad as any Gpant, 
foz he was almoſt four ſquare : his face was thze fot in 
length, and had but one eye, and that was in his foze-head, 
which gliſtered like a blazing Comet oꝛ a fiery Planet, his 
body was covered all over with long and ſhagged hair, and in 
his bꝛeaſt there was as though it had been glaſs , out of the 
which there ſ&med a great and Hining light to pꝛocæd. 
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This Monſter directed his way towards certain Kocks ot 
Stone which ſtod in the Illand, and by reaſon of the ſtragling 
and great noyſe that the Hozſes made, he caſf his head aſive, 
and eſpyed the th2& Knights travelling in company of the La⸗ 
dy: upon whom he had no ſoner taſt his blazing eye, but with 
a Deviliſh fury he ran towards them, and in ſtead of a Club, 
he bare in his hand a great and knotty Marple Tre. 

Theſe valiant Knights never diſmayd at the ſight of this 
defo2med Creature, but againſt his coming, they cheared 
up their Hozſes ,- and p2icked their ſides with their golden 
Spurs, giving a great ſhout, as in ſign ot encouragement, and 
withal dꝛawing fo2th their ſharp cutting Swords, they ſtwd at - 
tending the fury of the Monſter , who came roaring like a 
Bull, and diſcharged his knofty Tree amongſt the magnani - 
mous Knights, who with light leaps cleared themſelves from 
his violent blows, ſo that his Club fell down to the ground with 
a terrible fall: as though with the violence it would have o⸗ 
verth2own a Caſtle. 

With that the Knights pꝛeſently alighted from their Hozſes 
thinking thereby moꝛe nimly to defend themſelves, and with 
moꝛe courage to affails the Satyꝛe. Many were the blows on 
both fides; and dangerous the encounter, without ſign of victo2y 
inclining fo either party. 1 

During the Battel, Roſana (thꝛough the grief and fear that 
the received (wounded upon her Palfrey, and had kaln bcſide 
his back, if ſhe had not firff cloſed her hands about the pummel 
of the Saddle: and being come a little unto her ſelk, ſhe made 
humble ſupplication unfo the Lady ok Chance, ſolicifing her 
that ſhe might rather be buryed in the Monſters bowels, there - 
by toſatisfie his w2ath , than foſe ſuch Moble Knights loſe 
the leaft dꝛop of blod-, oꝛ to have the ſmalleſt hair upon their 
heads deminithed : ſuch. was the love and true zeal ſhe boze un⸗ 
to thoſe thz& Knights. A 

But Saint George's Sons ſo manfully behaved themſelves 
in the Encounter, bearing the Pꝛowelle of their Fathers 
mind, that they made very. deep wounds in the Monſters 
Fleſh, and ſuch terrible gaſhes in his Body, that all the 
green Graſſe was covered with his black blood, and the ground 
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all to beſmeared and ſtrewed with his mangled Fleſh, 

When the Devilliſh Monſter felt himſelf wounded , and 
ſaw how his blood ſod upon the Earth like congealed goze, he 
fled from them mo2e ſwifter than a whirle-wind, o2 like fo an 
Arrow fo2ced from a Musket, and ran in great hafte to th: 
Kocks that ftod thereby, where pzeſently he th2ewhiumſci? 
into a Cave, pulling down after him a Nock of Stene, which 
did tloſe up the entry, the which was done with ſo great light. 
neſs, that the Knights had no time fo ſtrike him, but aftcr a 
while wond2ing with themſelves to ſe ſuch a ſtrange and lod⸗ 
den thing, they aſſayed by ſtrength fo remove tha Stene, ang 
clear the mouth of the Cave, which they did, not without great 
difficulty. 

Pet koꝛ all that they could not find which way they might 
enter in thereat,but like unto Lyons fraught with anger, kret⸗ 
ting and chaſing , they went ſearching round about the Kock 
to ſ& if they could eſpie any cnfry , and af laſt they found a 
great cliffe of the one ſide of the Kock, and looking in the reat, 
cſpyed the Monſter, lying upon the Flooꝛ licking of his blerd⸗ 
ing wounds with his purple tongue. : 
| Andſeing him, one of the Knights ſaid, © thou Traptez 

and Deſtroyer by the High-ways ! © thou tnfernal Devil and 
Enemy unto the UWozld : thou that art the devourer of {21 - 
mane Fleſh, and d2inker of mans blood, think not that this thy 
ffrong and faſt cloſing up of thy ſelf in this Rock of Stone 
ſhall availe the, o2 that thy Deviiliſh body ſhall eſcape un- 
flaughtred out of our hands: No, no, dur bloody UWearcns 
thall be ſheathed in thy deteſted bowels , and ride thy damned 
heart aſunder , and there withall they thzuft their Meapons 
th2ough the Clift of the Kock, and pierced his thzoat in ſuch 
ſozt that the Monſter pꝛeſently dyed, the which being done, 
they returned in tryumph like Conquero2s to Roſana, where 
they found her half dead lying upon her Palkrep. 

But when ſhe ſaw them return in ſafety , with a joyful and 
lowd voyce ſhe ſaid : O ſweet Queen of Chance, how hath it plea- 
ſed thy Divine Majeſty, to furniſh theſe Knights with more ſtrength 
and Proweſſe than any other in all the World, elſe could they not 


have ehoſen but have been overcome by this remorceleſſe Monſter, 
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which ſcemed to be of force to deſtroy Kingdoms: thekewithalt 
the alighted in god ſtate from her Palfrey, and ſate her down, 
under the ſhadow of a Pine Tro, where the th2& Knights 
likewiſe ſate down, and laid their weary Heads upon her ſoft 
Lap fo flp, upon whole Faces the Fanned a cole bꝛeathing 
Ayr, and wiped their ſweaty Bꝛows with her Hanckercher, 
uſing all means ſhe could fo pꝛocure them contentment. 

| Long had they not repoſed themſelves upon Rolana's Lap, 
refreſhing their weary Bodies with a golden ſlumber, but they 
awakned and mounted upon their Steeds, and the next mozning 
by bꝛeak of day they app2oached the ſight of the Black Caftte : 
befoze whoſe Walls they found ſeven ſpozfly Steds , feding 
within a green Paſture, and by them an ancient man, bearing 
in his face the true picture of ſoꝛrow, and carving inthe Barks 
of Tres the true ſubject of all his paſſedgrief : this man was 
the old Shepherd which the ſeven Champions of Chꝛiſtendom 
(bekoꝛe their enchanted fleps inthe Caſtle) left without the 
Gates toover-ſe& their Ho2ſes , as you heard befoze in the lait 
Chapter. - 
But St. George's Sons (after they had a while beheld theman⸗ 
ner ok the Shepherds ſilent lamentations) demanded the cauſe 
of his grief, and wherefoꝛe he remained ſo near the danger of 
the Caſtle ? to whoſe demands, the courteous old man anſwer = 
ed in this manner. : 

Brave Knights (ſaid he) for you feem to be no leſſe by your 
Princely demeanors , within this Caſtle remainerh a bloody Tyrant 
and a wicked Homicide called Leoger, whoſe tyranny and [uſt hath 
not only raviſhed but murthered two of my Daughters, with whom 
I was honourcd in my young years, in whoſe revenge there came 
with me ſeven Chriſtian Knights of ſeven ſeveral Countreys , that 
entred this accurſed Caſtle about ſeven days ſince, appointing me to 
ftay without the Gates, and to have a vigilant care of their Horſes, 
till I heard either news of the Tyrants confuſion , or their over- 
throws: but never ſince by any means could I learn whether good 
or bad were befallen them. | | 

Theſe woꝛds ſtrok ſuch a terroz to their hearts, that foꝛ a 
time they ſtod fpeechleſſe, imagining that thoſe ſeven Knights 
were the ſeven Champions ot Chꝛiſtendom, in whoſo — — 
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they habe kravelled ſo many Counfreys. But at laſt, when 
St. George's Sons had recovered their koꝛmer ſpeeches, one of 
them (though not intending to reveal bet they imagined) 
ſaid fo the old Shepheard: that likewiſe they came to ve re- 
venged upon that accurſed Knight, foz the ſpoyle of a beaute⸗ 
ous and wozthy Uirgin Quten, done by the ſanc luſt inflamed 
Tyrant. 

Then the Lady and the thꝛer Knights alighted from their 
Hoꝛſes and likewiſe committed them to the keeping of the old 
Shepheard : who conrteouſly received them, and earneſtly 
pꝛaped foꝛ their pꝛoſperous pꝛoccdings. So the thꝛæ Knights 
buckled cloſe their Armours, laced on their Helmets, and put 
their Shields upon their Arms, and in company of Roſana thep 
went to the Caſtle Gate, the which gliſtered againſt the Sun 
like burniſht gold: whereat hung a mighty Copper King, 
wherewith they beat ſo vehemently againſt the Gate, that it 
ſemed to rattle like a violent tempeſtuous ſtoꝛm of Thunder 
in the Element. | 

Then p2eſently there appeared (loking out of a Marble pil⸗ 
lared window) the Magician, newly riſen from his Bed, in a 
w2ought ſhirt with black Silk, and covered with a Night - 
gown of Damask Uelvet : andſ&ing the Knights with the 
Lady ſtanding befo2e the Gate, he thus diſcourteoufly greeting 
them. | 

You Knights of ſtrange Countreys (ſaid he,) for ſo doth it ap- 
pear by your ſtrange demeanours , if you deſire to have the Gates 
opened, and your Bones burried in the Vaults of our Caſtle , turn 
back unto the Jaſper Pillar behind you, and ſound the Silver Trum- 
pet that hangs upon it, ſo ſhaſl your entry be eaſie, but your 
coming forth miraculous. And thereupon 1 Magician left the 
Window. \ : 

ULhereupon one of the Knights went unto the Jaſper piller, 
and with a vehement bzeath ſounded the enchanted Trumpet, 
as Saint George did befoze, whereat the Gates flew open in 
like manner: where info (without diſturbance) they entred: 
and coming into the ſame Court were the Champions had 
fought with the Gyants , they eſpied the Enchanted Lamps, 
which hung burning befoze the entry of the Cave where the 
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Champions lay upon the Enchanted Bed. Under the Lamps 
hung a ſilver Tablet in an Jron Chain, in it was wzitten theſe 
words following : a 


Theſe fatall Lamps with their Enchanted Lights, 

In deaths ſad ſleep have caſt ſeven Chriſtian Knights , 
Within this Cave they lie with ſloth confounded , 
Whoſe Fame but late in every place reſounded. 

Except the flaming Lamps extinguiſht be. 

Their golden thoughts ſhall ſleep eternally. 


Fountain fram'd by Furies raiſ d from Hell, 
About whoſe Spring doth fear and terrour dwell: 


No Earthly Water may ſuffice but this, 

To quench the Lamps where Art commander is , 
No weight alive this water may procure , 

But ſhe that is a Virgin chaſt and pure, 

And Nature at her Birth did fo {poſe 4 

Upon her Breaſt to print a purple Roſe. 


Theſe Uerſes being peruſed by the th2e Knights, and find⸗ 
ing them as it were contrived in the manner of myſtical © - 
racle, they could not imagine what they ſhould ſtgnifie : but 
Roſana being ſingular well conceited, and of a quick under - 
ſtanding, p2eſently knew that by her the adventures ſhould be 
finiſhed, and therekoꝛe the encouraged them to a fozwardneſte, 
and to ſ&k out the enchanted fountain, that by the water there - 
of the Lamps might be quenched, and the ſeven Champions 
delivered out of Captiva ET. 

This impo:tunate-delire ot Roſana , cauſed the thꝛe young 
Knights not to loſe any time, but to ſearch in every coꝛner of 
the Caſtle, till they had found the place wherein the Fountain 
was : foz as they went towards the No2th-ſide of the Court, 
they eſpyed another little do2 ſfanding in the Wall, and when 
they came to it, they ſaw that it was made all of very ſtrong 
Jron, with a Poꝛtal of Stel, and in the key-hole thereof 
there was a b2azen key, with the which they did open it, where⸗ 
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af p2eſently (unto their wonderful amazements) they heard 
a very ſad and ſozrowful voyce bzeath fozth theſe words fol- 
lowing : | 


Let no man be ſo fooliſh hardy, as to enter here, for it is # 
place of terrour and confuſion. - 


Pet koꝛ all this they enfred in thereat, and would not be 
daunted with any ceremonious fear , but like Knights of an 
Heroical eſtimation they went fozward : wherein they were 
no ſooner entred, but they ſaw that it was wonderful dark, and 
it ſeemed unto them that it ſhould be a very large hall, and 
there they heard very fearful howlings , as though there had 
been a Legion of Hell-hounds , o2 that Platoes Dog had been 
Uice gerent of that place. Pet fo2 all this theſe valiant 
Knights did not loſe any of their accuſtomed courage, no2 
would the Lady leave their companies fo2 any danger at all: 
but they entred in further , and took off their Gountlets from 
their left hands, whereon thay woze marvellous great and 
fine Diamonds, which were let in Kings, that gave ſo much 
light, that they might plainly ſee all things that were in the 
Hall, the which was very great and wide, and upon the 
Walls were painted the Figures of many furious Fiends, 
Devils, with other ſtrange Uiſionr framed by Magick Art, 
only to terrifie the Beholders. But loking very circum- 
fpecly about them on every ſive, they eſpyed the Enchanted 
Fountain ſtanding directly in tho middle of the Hall, towards 
which they went with their Shields bꝛaced on their left arms, 
and their good S woꝛds charged in their right hands, ready to 
withſtand any dangerous accident whatſoever ſhould happen. 

But coming to the Fountain, and offering fo fill their Hel- 


mets with water, there appeared befoze them a ſtrange and 


terrible Gꝛiphon, which ſemed to be all of flaming fire, who 
ſtruck all the thꝛee Knights one after another in ſuch ſoꝛt, that 
they were fo2ced to recopl back a great way: yet notwith⸗ 
ſtanding with great diſcretion they kept themſel ves upꝛight, 
and with a wonderful lightneſs, accompartied with no leſs 


anger they thꝛew their Shields at their Barks, and taking 
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their Swoꝛds in both their hands, they began moſt fiercely to 
aſſayl the Griphon with moztal and ſtrong blows. Then 
p:eſently there appeared befoze them a whole Legion of De-; 
vils with Fleſh-hoks in their hands, ſpitting fozth flames of 
Fire, and b:eathing krom their Noſtrils ſmoaking Sulphur 
and B2imffone. In this terrible ſozt toꝛmented they theſe 
th:e& valiant Knights, whceſc years although they were but 
voung, vet with great w2ath and redoubled fo2ce adventured 
they themſelves amongſt this Helliſh Crew, ſtriking ſuch ter⸗ 
rible blows , that in ſpight of them they came unto the Foun⸗ 

tain, and p2offered to take of the water: but all in vain, foz 

they were not onely put from it by this Devilliſh company, 

but the water it ſelf glided from their hands. 

Oh in what great travel and perplerity theſe Knights re- 
mained amongſt this wicked and Devilliſh generation, foz to 
defend. themſelves , that they might attain to the finiſhing of 
this adventure, accoꝛding to their Knightly pꝛomiſe. 
But during the time of all theſe dangerous encounters, Ro- 
ſana ſtod like one bereft of ſenſe , though the terrour of the 
ſame : but at laſt remembꝛing her ſelf of the ſuperſcription 
w2itten in the ſilver Tablet, the which the Knights peruſed 
by the enchanted Lamps: the ſignification of which was that 
the quenching of the Lights ſhould be accompliſhed by a pure 
Virgin that had the lively koꝛm of a Roſe naturally pictured 
upon her Bzeaft, all the which Roſana knew moſt certainly to 
be tompꝛehended in her ſelf , therefo2e whileſt they continued 
in their dangerons fight, ſhe took up a Helmet that was pulled 
from one of the Knights Heads by the furions fo2ce of the 
Griphon, and ran unto the Fountain, and filled it with water, 
wherewith ſhe quenched the enchanted Lamps, with as much 
eaſe as though one had dipped a waren To2ch in a mighty Ri⸗ 
ver of watcr. | "TIE 

This was no ſoner done and finiſhed, to Roſana's chiefeſt 
contentment, but then the Skies began fo wax dark, and im⸗ 
mediately to be overſpꝛead with a black and thick Cloud, and 
if came with great Thundꝛing and Lightnings , and ſuch a 
terrible. noyſe as though Earth would have ſunk : and the 
longer it endured., the moze was the fury thereof , inſuch — 
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that the Gꝛiphon with all that deluded generation of Spirits 
vaniſhedaway, andthe Knights koꝛſok their encounters, and 
fell updn their knes : and with great humility they deſired in 
their hearts to be delivered from the kury of that exteeding and 

terrible Tempe. 4120 1 
By this ſudden alteration ot the Heavens, the Knight of the 
Caſtle knew that the Lamps were extinguiſhed, the Champi- 
ons redæmed from their Enchanted ps, the Caſtle pœlded 
to the pleaſure ot the thꝛee Knights, and his own lite to the fury 
of their Swords, extept he pꝛeſervꝰd it by a ſudden flight; ſo 
pꝛeſently he departed the Caſtie and ſecretly / ſted cut of the It⸗ 
land unſuſpected by any one: of whoſe after Foꝛtunes, miſeries 
and death, you ſhall hear moze- hereafter in the courſe of the 

Hiſtozy following. F 5 d Ofc 12s een 
The Negromancerby his art likewiſe knew that the Cafle 
was yelded.unto his Enemies Power, and that his Charms 
and Magick ſpels nothing pꝛevailed: therekoze he cauſed two 
ayrie Spirits in the likenels of two Dꝛagons to carry him 

ſwiftlythꝛough the Ayr in an Ebon Chariot. 3 

Here we likewiſe will leave him in his wicked and Devil⸗ 
liſh attemps, and damned enterpꝛiſes, which all be viſcour- 
ſed hereakter moze at large: becauſe it appertaineth to our 
Hiſtozy now to ſpeak ot the ſeven renowned Champions gf 
Chꝛiſtendom, that by the quenching of the Lamps, were 
awakened from their Enchantments, wherein they had lain in 
obſcurity koꝛ the ſpace ot᷑ ſeven days. Foz when they were riſen 
from their fleep, and hadrowſed up their d2owfie ſpirits, like 
men newly. recovered ftom a Trance, being aſhamed of that 
diſhonourable enterp213e , they long time gazed on each others 

Fate, being not able to expꝛeſſe their minds, but by blufhin; 
loks being the ſilent ſpeakers of their extream ſoꝛrows. Pet 
at laft, St. George began to expꝛeſſe the oxtremity of His grief 
inthis mme! : e bool df root ant 
Wbat is becomè of you brave Europe Champions (ſaid ie) where 
is now your wonted Valours, of late ſo much renowned through 
the World? what is become of your ſurnſounted ſtrengths; that 
hath bruiſed enchanted Helmets, and quaild the pow] ef bf Mighty 
whlcitudes?' Nhat is becomeiof * ble bloivs ,7 Hr 80 
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dued Mountains, hewed in ſunder Diamond Armonrs, and brought 
whole Kingdoms under your ſubjections ? Now TI ſee that all Dug 
gotten and nothing worth, for that we have buried all our Honours, 
Dignities, and Fames, in ſlothful ſlumbers, upon a ſilken Bed. 

nd therenpon he fell upon his knees, and ſaid, thou that art 

the Guider of all our Fortunes, unto thee I invocate and call, and 

defire thee to help us, and do not permit us to have our Fames taken 

away for this diſhonour and let us merit Dignity by our Victories, 

and that our bright Renowns may ride upon the glorious wings of 

Fame, whereby the Babes as yet unborn may ſpeak of us, and in time 
to come fill whole Volums with our Princely Atchievements, | 

Theſe and ſuch like Speeches p2onounced this diſcontented 
Champion, till ſuch time as the Elements cleared, and that 
golden faced Phoebus gliſtred with ſplendant b2ightneTe into 
the Cave th2ough a ſecret hole, which ſeemed in their conceits 
to dance about the Uayle of Heaven, and fo rezoyce at their 
happy deliveries. | 5 1 

In this joyful manner returned they up into the Court of 
the Caſtle, with their Armours buckled faſt unto their bodies, 
which had not ben unbꝛaced in ſeven days befoze , where they 

met with the thꝛe Knights coming to ſalute them, and to give 
them the courteſies of Knight-hwd. At 114 ih 25 

But when Saint George ſaw his Sons, whom he had not ſcen 
in two years befo2e , he was ſo raviſhed with joy, that he 
ſwounded in their boſoms, being not able fo give them his bleſ- 
ſing, ſo great was the pleaſure he tak in their ſights. 

Here I leave the joyful greeting betwirt the Father and his 
Sons to- thoſe that know-the' ſecret love of Parents to their 
childzen, and what dear affection long abſence bꝛredeth. 

Fo2 when they had ſufficiently opened the integꝛity of their 
Sauls to each other, and had at large explained how many dan⸗ 
ters very Enight and Champion had paTed ſince their depar⸗

Thampiqns :but when Roſana ſaw her ſelf diſmiũ from her 
pur and that the could not perfoꝛm her Mothers will a⸗ 
Faint her diſioyal Father, ſhe pꝛoteſted by her Mothers name, 
never t. elaſe up her careful eyes with quiet flumbers, noꝛ ne⸗ 
ver reſt her weary Limbs in Bed of Down, but travel up and 
down the circled Earth, till ſhe.enjoyed a ſight of her diſloyal 
Father, whom as yet her cyes did neverſe. @Therefo:e the 
conjured the Champions by the love and honour that Knights 
do bear unto po diſtreſſed Ladies, to grant her liberty to de⸗ 
part, and not to hinder her from her intended Trave. 
The Knights conſidered with themſelves that ſhe was a La« 
dy of a Divine Inſpiration, boꝛn unto ſome ſtrange Foztune, 
and one by the Heavens appointment, which had redeemed them 
from a wonderful miſery. _ : - ; 

Therefoze they condeſcendedto her delires, and not only gave 
her leave to depart;but furnithed-her with all things belonging 
to a Lady of ſo bzave a mind. 

Firſt, they found within the Caſtle an Trmour fit foz a wo⸗ 
man, the which the Enchanter had cauſed to be made by ma⸗ 
gick Art, of ſuch a ſingular nature that no weapon could pierce 
it, and ſolight in wearing, thatit waxed ns heavier than a Ty⸗ 
gers skin it was contrived after the Amazonian faſhion, plated 
befoze with ſilver plates, like the Scales of a Dolphin, and 
riveted together with golden Nails: ſo that when ſhe had it 
upon her back, ſhe ſeæmed like to Diana, bunting in the Foꝛ⸗ 
reſts of transfozmed Acteon. | 

Likewiſe they found ſtanding in the Stable at the E aſt fide 
of the Caſtle, aluſty limbed Steed big of ſtature; and of a very 
god hair, foz the half parts fozwards was of the colour of a 
Wolf, and the other half was all black, ſaving that here and 
there if was ſpotted with little white ſpots : his feet were clo⸗ 
ven, ſo that hen&ded not at any time to be ſhod: his neck was 
ſomewhat long, having a little head, with great ears hanging

This done without any longer tarrpance, but only thanking 
them koꝛ their great kindneſs ſhewed unto her in diftrefs , the 
teapt into the Saddle without. the help of ſtirrup o2 ahy other 
thing, and ſo rode ſpeedily away from their fights, as a ſhower 
of rain dꝛiven by a violent tempeſt; = | 
, After her departure, the Champions remembzed the old 
Shepherd, whom they had almoſt fozgotten, thꝛough the joy 
that they took in their happy mefings, he as pet remained 
without the Caſtle gates, carefully keping'their Hoſes, 
whom now they cauſed to come in, and not only gave him the 
Honour due unto his age, but beſtowed frankly upon him the 
Tate: and government of the Caſtle, with ftozeof Jewels, 
Pearls, and Treaſure, only to be maintained and kept foz re-

This being perkozmed with their general eonſents, they

Hall in the Caſtle, '/ 7 F 
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How after the Chriſtian Knights were gone to Bed in the Black. 

- . Caſtle, Saint George was awaked from his ſleep in the dead time 
of the night, after a moſt fearful manner, and-likewife how he 
found a Knight lying upon a Tomb that ſtood over a faming fire, 
with other things of note that hapned upon the ſame. 


A F Ott ſweet were the fleeps that theſe Pzincely minded 

Champions twk in the Caſtle all the rf part of the 
night without moleſtation either by diſquiet dꝛeams oꝛ diſfurb- 
ing motions of their minds, till ſuch time as the Quern ok 
Night had run half her weary journey, and had ſpent the bet⸗ 
ter part of the night: koꝛ betwirt twelve and one being the 
thiekeſt time of kear and ter rour in the night, ſuch a ſtrange 
alteration did woꝛk in St. George's thought, that he could not 
enjoy the benefit of ſwert lep, but was fo2ced to lie bꝛoad a 
weak , like one diſquieted by ſome ſudden kear, but as he lay 
with wakeful eyes thinking upon his paſſed Foꝛtunes, and 
numb2ing the minutes of the night with his cogitations, he 
heard as it were a cry of Night-Ravens which flew beating 
their fatal Wings againſt the Windows of his Lodging, by 
which he tmagined that ſome direful accident was near at 
hand: pet being not krighted with this fearful nopſe, noz 
daunted with the croking of theſe Ravens, he lay fill ſilently;

and to give Aurora liberty to explain her purple bꝛightneſs, ho 
entred into a four ſquare Parlo2, hung round about with black

Da ben this worthr Champion Saint K was about to 

- anſwer bim, he ſaw come fozth from under the Tomba Dama 
ſel who had her pair of a yellow and wan colour, hanging — 
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about her ſhoulders , and by her face ſha ſemed that the ſhould 
be very ſtrangely afficted with tozments, and with a ſozrowful 
voyce the ſaid : | | | 

O vnfortunate Knight, what doſt thou ſeek in this infernal lodg- 
ing, where cannot be given thee any other pleaſure bur mortal tor- 
ment, and there is but: one thing that can cleer thee from it, and 
this cannot be told thee by any other but by me? yet L will not ex- 
preſs it, except thou wilt grant me one thing which I will ask of 
thee. 5 | 
The Engliſh Champion that with a ſad countenance ſtod 
beholding of the ſo2rowful Damſel, and being greatly amazed 
at the ſight which he had ſ&n, anſwered and ſaid : The powers 
which were Governors of my liberty, will do their pleaſures, but 
touching the grant of thy requeſtI never denyed any lawfiil thing to 
either Lady or Gentlewoman , but withal my power and ſtrength I ' 
was made to fulfil the ſame , therefore demand what thy pleaſure is, 

And with that the Damſel th2ew her ſelf into the Sepulchze, 
and with a grievous voyce ſhe ſaid : now moſt courteous Knight 
rform thy promiſe, ſtrike but three ſtroaks upon this fatal Tomb, 
and thou ſhalt deliver us from a world of miſeries, and likewiſe make 
an end of our continual torments. 

Then the invincible Knight replyed in this o2der , whether 
you be humane creatures ſaid he, placed in this Sepulchre by Enchant- 
ment, or furies raiſed from fiery Acheron, to work my confuſion or 
no, I know not; and there is ſo little truth in this 2 Caſtle, 
that I ſtand in doubt whether I may believe thy words or not: but 
yet diſcourſe unto me the truth of all your — 7 fortunes, and by 
what means you were brought into this place, and as I am a true 
Knight and one that fights in the quarrel of Chriſtendom , I vow to 
accompliſh whatſoever lieth in my power. 

Then the Damſel began with a grievous and ſo2rowful la⸗ 
mentation fo declare as ſtrange a Tregedy as ever was told.

This Magitian caſt his love upon the young P2inreſs 
Angelica , and if was o2dained by deſtiny that the ſhould repay 
him with the ſame affection , ſo that both their hearts being 
wounded with love the one to- the other's they indured ſundzy 
great paſſions: .. - 
Then Love which continually cxþeth occaſions, did on a time 
ſet befoze this Magician, a waiting maid of Angeliea's named 
Fidelia, the which thing ſeemed to be w2ought by the immoztal 
power 'of the Goddeſs Venus: Oh in what fear the Magician 
was to diſcover unto her all his heart and fobew2ay the ſecrets 
ol his love⸗ ſick ſoul but in the end, by the great induſtry and 
diligence of the waiting maid (whoſe name was anſwerable 
unto her mind) there was order given that theſe two Lovers 
ſheuld meet together. 2 
This fair Angelica foꝛ that ſhe cauld not at her eafe enjvy: ber 
3 true Lover, ſhe did determine ta leave her ownnatural Coun⸗ 
try and father, and with this intention being one night with 
her Love, fie caſt her arms about his neck and ſaid: | 
Oh my ſweet and welbeloved friend; ſeeing that my deſtinies have 
been ſ0 kind to me, as to have my heart * in thy breaſt, let no 
4 man 
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man find in thee ingraticude , for that I cannot live, except conti- 
nually I enjoy thy fight : and do not muſe (my Lord) at theſe my 
words, for the entire love that I bear to you, conſtraipeth me to 
make it manifeſt. And this believe of a certainty, that if thy fight 
be abſent from me, it wilt be an occaſion that my heart will lack his 
Vital recreation, and my ſoul forſake her Earthly habitation. You 
know, my Lord, how that the King my Father doth bear you no 
good will, but doth hate you from his ſoul,which will be an occaſion 
that we cannot enjoy our hearts contentments: for the which I have 
determined (if you think well thereof) to leave both my Father and 
my native Countrey. and to go and live wich you in a ſtrange Land. 
Aud if you deny me this, you ſhall very quickly ſee your loving Lady 
without life: but I know you will not deny me for thereon con- 
ſiſteth the benefit of my welfare, and my chiefeſt proſperity, And 
cherewithal ſhedding a few tears from her Chriltal eyes, ſhe held her 
ace. 
: The Magician (as one half raviſhed with her earneſt de- 
ſires) anſwered and ſaid. 
My Love and ſweet Miſtreſs , wherefore have you any doubt that 
I will not fulfil and accompliſh your defire in all things? therefore 
out of hand put all things in redineſs that your pleaſure is tov have 
done: for what more benefit or contentment can] receive, than to 
enjoy your ſight continually, in ſuch ſort that neither of us may de- 
part from the others company, till the fatal deſtinies give end to 
our lives? Or if it ſo fall out that fortune frown upon us, that we be 
eſpied and taken in our enter prize, and ſuffer death together, what 
more glory can there happen unto me, than to die with thee, and to 
end my life betwixt thy arms? therefore do not trouble your ſelf 
dear Lady and Miſtreſs, but give me leave for to depart your pre- 
ſence, that I may provide all things in readineſs for our departures: 
and ſo with this concluſion they took leave one of the other, 4.8 
— — away with as great ſecreſie as might poſſible be 
diviſed. ; | 
After this, within a few days, the Magician by his En⸗ 
chantment cauſed a Chariof to be made, that was dꝛawn by 
two flying D2agons , ints the which without being eſpyedof 
any one, they put themſelves,together with their truſty wait - 
ing-mald, and in great ſecreſie they departed ont of the Kings 
. B Pallace, 
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Pallace, and tok their journey towards the Country o Arme⸗ 
nia: in the which Country in a ſhoꝛt time they arrived, and 
came without any mis koꝛtune unto a place whereas dep Ki⸗ 
vers did continually ſtrike upon a rock upon the which tod an 
old ancient building, wherein they intended to inhabite, as a 
molt convenient place foꝛ their dwelling, whereas they might 
without all fear of being found, live peaceably, enjoying each 
others love. | 

Mot far from that place there was a ſmall village, from 
whence they might have neceſſary pꝛoviſion fo2 the maintain⸗ 
ing of their Bodies. Great joy and pleaſure theſe two Lovers 
received when they found themſelves in ſuch place whereas 
they might fake their fill of each others loves. 

The Magician delighted in no other thing but ts go a hunt⸗ 
ing with certain Country dwellers, that inhabited in the next 
Village, leaving his ſweet — — accompanied with her 
truſty Fidelia in that houſe, ſo in this oꝛder they lived together 
kour pears, ſpending their days in great pleaſure, but in the 
end time (who never reſted in one degre) did take from them 
their reſt, and repayed them with ſs2row and exfream miſe⸗ 
ry. Foz whenthe King her Father found her milling, the 
ſoꝛrow and grief was ſs much that he received, that he kept 
his Chamber a long time, and would not be comfozted of any 
body. ; - 

Four years he paſſed away in great heavineſs, filling the 
Court with Ecchoes of his beloved Daughter,and making the 
Skies fo reſound his lamentations: ſozrow was his food; ſalt 
tears his dꝛink, and grief his chief compamon. {1 

But at laſt, upon a time as he ſate in his Chair, lamenting 
her abſence with great heavineſs, and being over⸗ charged with 
grief, he chanc'd to fall into a troubleſome dꝛeam, koꝛ after 
quiet ſlep had cloſed up the cloſets of his eyes, he dꝛeamed that 
he ſaw his Daughter ſtanding upon a Kock by the Sea-ſide; 
offering to taſt her body into the : Wavos befo2e the would re⸗ 
turn at Babylon, and that he beheldiher Lover with an Armp ot 

Satyros and id men ready furniched with habitements of 
Mar to pull him fromchis Thꝛone, and to depz ive him ot his 
King vom. 7 SI 
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Out of this Uiſion he pꝛeſently ſtarted from his Chair, as 
though it had been one frighted with a Legion of Spirits, and 
cauſed four of the chief Pers of his Land 10 be ſent faz, to 
whom he committed the Government ot his Countrey : cer=. 
tifying them that he infended a Uoyage to the Sepulchze at 
Memphis, thereby to qualifie the fury of his Daughters Gholt, 
whom he dꝛeamed to be dzowned in the Seas, and that except 
he ſought. by true-Submiſſian- to appeaſe the angry Fates, 
whom he had offended, he ſhould be depoſed from his Kingdom. 

None could withdꝛaw him from his determination, though 
it was to the p2e;udice of the whole Land: therekoꝛe within 
twenty days he furniſhed himſelf with all neccCaries, as well

So he followed her till he came to the Chamber where her 
waiting Maid Fidelia was, who likewiſe p2eſently knew the 
King : upon whoſe wzathkul countenance appeared the J mage 
of pale death, and fearing the harm that might happen unto 
her Lady, the put herſelf over her Ladies body, and gave moſt 
terrible lowd and lamentable ſhzikes. FR 

The King, as one kindled in wꝛath, and foꝛgetting the na- 
tural love of a Father towards his Child, he laid hands upon

And in ſaying 
theſe woꝛds, he lift up his Swoꝛd, intending to ſtrike her into 
the heart, and to bath his weapon in his own Daughters blood: 
whereat Fidelia being Þ2efent , gave a terrible ſhzike, and 
thꝛew her ſelt upon the body of unhappy Angelica, offering her 
tender Bꝛeaſt to the fury of his ſharp cutting Swoꝛd, —_

Thou artthy ſelf (I ſay) the occaſion of all this evil, and thine 
only is the fault, for that oy ſelf wert ſo malicionSafd ſo filfof 
miſcief, that ſhe durſt not let thee underſtand of her love. ; 

Theſe wo2ds and tears of Fidelin vid little pꝛoßt tomolifie 
the Kings heart, who rather like a wild Baar in the Milder⸗ 
being tompaſled about with a company of Dogs, moſt iretully 
ſhok his Limbs, and thꝛew Fidelia frum him in ſuch fozt, that 
he had alznoff vachk her Bzains againitfho'Thamber Walls, 
and with double w2ath he dib p2oced to'execiite his fury. Pet 
fo2 all this Fidelia with terrible h2ikes ſought to hinder him,

And in ſaying theſe woꝛds, he dꝛew a Sk out of his boſom, 
and in reading certain Charms, and Enchantments, that were

Herewith the perceived his dim:epes to open, and his ſenſes 
row a little gathered together: and when he ſaw himſelf in 
her Arms, and underſtood by her words, that ſhe was his 
Daughter, whom he had by the unkoꝛtunate Queen of Armenia, 
he ſuddenly ſtrove againſt weakneſs, and at laft recovering 
ſome ſtrength, he caſt his yielding Arms about the milk-whits 
neck of the kair Roſana , and they joyned their Faces the one 
with the other, diſtilling betwirt them many ſalt and bitter

Ind without ſtrength 
to pꝛocted any further in ſpeches , the kiſſed his Face with 
many ſobbings and ſighs, and having within her ſelf a terrible 
conic , te tarrped foz the anſwer of her dying Father, who 
with pain and great anguiſh of death, laid: 

Oh my Child, how happy ſhould I be, that thus imbracing one in 
anothers Arms, we might depart together? then ſhould I be joyfull 
in thy company, and account my ſee happy in my death : but alas, 
I mult leave thee utiro the World.

But now return we to our Hiftozy. The valiant Amaz6- 
nian when her enemy came unts her, the ſtruck him ſo terrible 
a blow upon the viſaur of his Helmet, that with the fury there⸗ 
of ſhe made ſparkles of fire to iſſue out with great Abundancs: 
and forced him to bow his head unto his bꝛeaſt. 8 

The Magician did return unfs her his ſalutation, and gruck | 
her ſuch a blow upon her Helmet, that with the great noyſe 
thereof it made a ſound in all the Mountains. And ſo began be⸗ 
twern them a marvellous. and fearful Battle. Foztune not 
willing fo uſe her moſt exfremity, inclined the foyte to neither 
party, noꝛ as yet gave the conqueſt to any, all the time of the 
conſlic, the furious Magician and the valiant Amazon ian 
thought on no other thing, but either of them endeaveured to 
being the other to an overthꝛow, ſtriking each at other ſuch ter⸗ 
rible blows, and with ſo great kury that man times it made 
either of them ſenſetels, and both ſeing the great fore one of 
another, were marveiloufly incenſt with anger. 

Then the valiant Lady thꝛew her Shield: at her back , that 
with mo2e'fo2ce te might ſtrike and hurt her enemy , and 
therewithal gave him ſo ſtrong ablow upon the Burgonet, that 
he fell quite aftomthed to the Earth witheut any feeling. 

But when the Magician came again to himſelf. he returned 
Roſana ſuch a terrible blow, that if it had chanced to hit right 
upon her, it would have cloven her Head in pieces, but with 
great diler etion fe cleared her Head in ſuch fozt that it was

Then this furious Devil (blaſpheming againſt his hard 
hap) having his ſharp Swo2d very faſt in his hand, ran fg# 
towards his Enemp, who (without any fear of his Fury) went 
fozth to receive him: and when they met together, they diſ⸗ 
charged their blows at once: but it foꝛtuned that the Amazo- 
nians blow did firſt faſten, with ſo great ſtrength that fo2 all the 
Helmet of the Magician, which was w2ought of the frongeit 
Stwel, it was not ſuffictent to make defence,but with the rigo⸗ 
rous foꝛce wherewith it was charged, it bended in ſuch ſoꝛt that

Then pzeſently by his Art he pꝛepared his Jron Chariot 
with his flying D2agons in a readineſs, wherein he laid the 
murthered Body ok Leoger upon a pillow of Mpſtle toe, and 
likewiſe placed themſelves therein, wherein they were no 
lwner entred, with neceſſaries belonging to their Travels, 
but they fled thoꝛow the Ayr moꝛe ſwifter than a Whirl-wind, 
o2 a Ship ſayling on tho Seas in a ſto2my tempeſt. / 

The wonders that he perfozmed by the way, be ſo many and 
miraculous , that J want an Oꝛatoꝛs Eloquence to deſcribs 
them, and a Poets skill to expzeſs them.

Thus Roſana with her Fathers dead body, carryed thzough 
the ayr by Magick Art, over Hills and Dales, Mountains 
and Malleps, Words and Foꝛreſts, Towns and Cities, and 
thꝛough manp doth wonderful and ſtcrange places and Coun⸗ 
treypvs. | : 

And at laff, they arrived near unto the Confines of Armenia, 
being the place of their long deſired reſt. But when they ap⸗ 
pꝛoached ner unto the Queen of Armenia's Grave, they deſ- 
cended from their Enchanted Chariot, and boꝛe Leoger's body 
to his burying place, the which they found (ſince Roſana's dg» 
parture) over-grown with Moſſe and whithered B2ambles : 
pet fo2 all that they opened the Sepulch2e and laid his Body 
(pet freſhly bleeding) upon his Ladies conſumed Carkefe : 
which being done, the Magician covered again the grave with 
earth, and laid thereon green Turves, which made it ſem as 
though it never had been opened.

As ſhe was uttering theſe and the like ſoꝛz rows, ſhe tok fo2th 
a naked Swo2d which the had ready foz the ſame effect, and 
putting the Pummel to the ground, caſt her bꝛeaſt upon the 
point. - The which ſhe did with ſuch furious violence and ex⸗ 
rzding haſte, that the Pagictan although he was — 
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ſent, cold not ſucenur her, nos pzevent her ffom:committing 
on her ſelf ſo bloody a fac. et d 22000 202797! 
This ſudden miſchance ſo amazed him, and fo grieved his 
Soul, that his heant Leg a time) weulvnof conſent that his 
tongue ſhould ſpeak one wood foepprefſe his paſtion. But af 
laſt (having taken iruce with ſo2vow:!; aud>retovering; his 
koꝛ mer ſpech,) he took upthe dead tody of Roſana, bathed all in

03:99 in 
But when they came to the Monaſtery, and had entred into 
the Chamber of Lucina (whom they found kneling upon the 
bare ground at her Ceremoneous Oꝛiſons) Saint George firſt 
p2ofered her kindneſs by fair pꝛomiſes, but finding that there⸗ 
- by he nothing pꝛevailed, he then made known his pꝛetended un⸗ 
merciful pu2poſe, and thereupon all of them taking their 
bzight Swo2ds againſt her vertucus bꝛeaſt, they p2ofeſted 
(though contrary to their infents)then except ſhe would yield to 
Saint George her unconquered Love, they would baththeir 
Weapons'in her deareſt d pg 8 2G 
At which wozrs-the:diſtrefed: Uirgin being overcharged 
with fear, ſunck dwon-pieſently to the ground, and lap fo2.a 
time ina dead agony, but in the end recovering her (elf, the 
lifted up her Angelical Fate, ſhzouded under a cloud ot pals 
ſoꝛ row, and in this manner declared her mind: 
Moſt Renowned, and well approved Knight (faid ſhe) it is as dif- 
fieult to me to climb up to the higheſt top of Heaven, as toperſwade 
my mind to yeeld to the fulfilling of your requeſts. The pure and 
chaſt Goddeſs Diaua that fits now. crowned amongſt the golden 
Stars, will revenge my perjured promiſe if I yield to your deſires, for 
I have long ſince deeply vowed to ſpend my days in this Religious

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eontinently without any 'moze delay joyfully conſented, and 
mozeover pꝛoffered themſelves to be all pzeſent at the ſams 
farrifice;, and ſo departed from the Monaſtery with.exc@ding 
great comfozt. : . „ 12 
The Champions: being gone, Lucina catled together all the 
reſt of the Nuns , and declared to them the whole diſcourſe of 
her aſſapylment, where after amongſt this Keligious company 
with the help of ſome other of their app2oved friend, they de- 
viſed a moſt ſtrange Sacrifice, which hath ſince been the oc 
taſion that fo many inhumane and:blody Sacrifices have ben 
committed. | | 2 5 
The next moꝛning after ſix days were finiſhed, no ſoner did 
bꝛight Phoebus ſhew his golden Beams abꝛoad, but the Nuns 
began to pꝛepare all things in readineſs foꝛ the Sacrifice : foꝛ 
directly: befoze the do2 of the Monaſtery , they hyred cunning 
woꝛk⸗ men to erect. a Scaffold, all very richly covered with 
Cloath of Gold , and upon the Scaffold (about the middle 
thereof) was placed a fair Table, covered alſo with a Carpet 
of Cleath of Gold, and upon it a Chafing-diſh of Coals burn⸗ 
ing: all this being ſet in god o2der , the Emperour with the 
Chꝛiſtian Champions, and many other Roman Knights be⸗ 
ing pꝛeſent to behold the ceremomons Sacrifice, little miſtru⸗ 
ſted the dolekul Tragedy that after hapned. | 
Thoafſembly being ſilent , there was ſtraight⸗ways heard 
a afſwet and harmonious ſound of Clarions and Trumpets, and 
fundzy. other kinds of Jnſtruments : theſe entred firſt upon 
the ſcaffold, and next unto them were b2ought ſeven Rams, all 
ado2ned with ine white ll moze ſoft in feling than Arabian 
Silk, with huge and mighty charged Hozns bound about with 
$arlands of Flowers, after them followed a certain number 
of Nuns attyred in black Meſtures, ſinging their accuſtomed 
Songs in the honour of Diana: after them followed an ancient 
Matron d2awn in a Chariot by four comly Uirgins,bzinging 
in their hands the Image of Diana: and on either ſide of her 
two ancient Nuns of great eſtimation each of them bearing in 
thoir hands rich veſſels of gold, kult ot moſt pꝛecious and ſweet 
wines: then after all this came the beautiful Lucina appareWed 
with a rich Robe of eſtate being of a great and ineſtimable 
value. Thus 
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Thus ceremonioufly ſhe aſcended the Scaffold, where the 
Matron placed the Image of Diana behind the Chafing-viſh of 
Coals that was there burning: and the reft of the Nuns con⸗ 
tinued fill ſinging their Songs and d2inking of thepzecions 
Wines that were b2ought in tho golden Ueffels. This being 
done, they all at once bought low the necks of the Rams by 
cutting their thꝛoats, whoſe blood they ſp2inkled round about 
the Scaffold, and opened their bowels, and burned the inward 
parts in the Chafing-diſh of Coals. | 
Thus with the laughter, they made Sacrifice to the Queen 

of Chaſtity : at the ſight whereof was pꝛeſent theſurfeiting 
Lover Saint George, with the other ſix Chꝛiſtian Knights 
Armed all in bzight Armour, and were all very attentive to 
this that J have here told you. | 

The Sacrifice ended, this Lucina commanded filence to be 
made, and when all the Company were ſtill, ſheraſedher ſelf 
A her keet, and with a heavy voyce diſtilling many ſalt tears 

e laid: 

O moſt excellent and chaſt Diana, in whoſe bleſſed boſom we un- 
defiled Virgins do recreate our ſelves: unto thy moſt Divine excel- 
lency do I now commend this my laſt Sacrifice, calling to record all 
the Gods, that I have done my beſt to continue a ſpotleſs Maiden of 
thy moſt beautiful Train. | 
© Heavens, ſhall I conſent to deliver my Virginity willingly to 
him, whoſe Soul defires to have the uſe of it ? or ſhall I my ſelf com- 
mit my utter ruine and ſorrowful deſtruction, which proceedeth 
only by the means of my flouriſhing beauty? the which I would it 
had been as black as the Night-Ravens , or like to the Tawny-tan- 
ned Moors in the fartheſt mountains of India. 

O ſacred Diana thou bleſſed Queen of Chaſtity, is it poſſible that 
that thou doſt conſent that a Virgin deſcended from ſo Royal a 
Race as I am, ſhould ſuffer the worthineſs of her predeceſſours to be 
ſpotted by yielding her Virgin honour to the conqueſt ofLove,with- 
out reſpecting the Chaſt vow I made unto thy Deity ? X 

Well, ſeeing it is ſo that I muſt needs violate my ſelf againſt all 
humane nature, I beſeech thee to receive the ſolemnity of this my 
death, which J offer up in Sacrifice to thy Divine excellency : for I 

am here conſttained wich mine own trembling hand to cut off the 

33 flouriſhing 
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Houriſning Brances of theſemy days. For this I ſwear before the 
Majeſty of Diana, that I had rather offer up my Soul into the ſociety 
and ſacred boſom of that great Goddeſs, than to yeeld the Caſtle ot 
my Chaſtity to the conqueſt of any Knight in the World. * 

And now to thee I ſpeak thou valiant Knight of Exgland, behold 
here I yield unto thy hands my liveleſs Body, to uſe according to thy 
will and pleaſure, requeſting only this thing at thy hand, that as thou 
lovedſt me living thou wilt love me dead, and like a merciful Cham- 
pion ſuffer me to receive a Princely Funeral. 

At laſt of all to thee Divine Diana do] ſpeak , accept of this my 
bleeding Soul, that with ſo much blood is offered unto thee. 

So in finiſhing this ſozrowful ſpech, ſhe dzew out a fair and 
bzight ſhining Swozd, which the had hidden ſecretly under her 
Gown , and ſetting the hilt againff the Scaffold (little loked 
koz of her Father and thoſe that were pꝛeſent) ſhe ſaddenly 
thzew her ſelf upon the point of that S woꝛd in ſuch furious 
manner, that it parted her bloody heart in lunder. and ſo rendꝛed 
her Soul to the tuition of her unto whem He offered her mot 
bloody and ruthful Sacrifice. 

What ſhall J here declare the lamentable ſoꝛrows and pitti - 
ful lamentation that was there made by her Father and other 
Roman Knights that were pꝛeſent at this unhappy miſ- 
chance? ſo great it was, that the Wall of the Monaffery Ec- 
choed, and their pittiful ſh2zieks aſcended fo the Clouds. 

But none was moꝛe grieved in mind than the afflicted En⸗ 
gliſh Champion, who (like a man diſtraught of ſenſe) in great 
fary ruſhed amongſt the people, thꝛowing them down on every 
ſide, till he aſcended upon the Scaffold : and appꝛoaching the 
dead Body of Eucina, he tok her up in his Irms, and with a 
ſozrowful and paſſionate voyce he ſaid : Oh my beloved joy, and 
late my only hearts delight, is this the Sacrifice wherein (through 
thy deſperateneſs) thou haſt deceived me, who loved thee more 
than thy ſelf? is this thy reſpite that thou requiredſt for ſeven days, 
1 thou haſt concluded thy own Death and my utter confu- 

* HON, 

Oh noble Lucina and my beloved Lady, if this were thy intent, 
why didſt thou not firſt Sacrifice me thy Servant and Love, wholly 
ſabjected unto thy Divine Beauty? ”y be unto me, and woe be 

| unto 
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unto my unhappy entreprize: for by itis ſhe loſt , who was made 
Soverain Lady of my heart. | 

Oh Diana, accurſed be this Chance , becauſe thou haſt conſented 
to ſo bloody a Tragedy: for 1 do here proteſt that never more ſhale 
thou be Warmes LO in thy ſtead in every Land and Countre 


where the E "hampion commeth ſhall Lucina be adored. 
Por from eter wth will i ſeek to diminiſh thy Name, and blot it 


from the godral of the Firmament; yea, and utterly excinguiſh it 
for ever, ſo that there ſhall never more memory remain of thee for 
this thy bloody Tyranny, in ſuffering ſo lamentable a Sacrifice. 

No toner had he delivered theſe Speeches,but incenſed with 
fury he vzew. his Swo02d and parted the Image of Diana into 
two pieces , pꝛoteſtlog to ruinate the Monaſtery within whoſe 
Nlalis the divice of this blody Sacrifice was concluded, 

The \v2row and extream grief ofthe Roman Emperour ſo 
ercceded fo2 the murther of his Daughter, that he fell to the 
Earth in a ſenſleſs wound , and was carryed by certain of his 
Knights half dead with grief home to his Palace, where he re- 
mained ſpechlelſe by the ſpace of thirty days. 

The Empero2 had-a Son as valiant in Arms as any boꝛn 
Italian except St. Anthony. This young Pꝛince whole name 
was Lucius, ſing his Sifters timeleſe death and by what 
meany it was committed, he pꝛeſently intended with a train of 
an hund2ed armed Knights which continually attended upon 
his Perſon, to aſſay! the diſcontented Champions, and by fozce 
o? Arms to revenge his Siſters death. | 1 11 

This refolution ſo encouraged the Roman Knights , but 
efpectally the Emperoꝛ Son, that betwixt thoſe two compa- 
nies began as terrible a Battle as ever was fought by any 
Knights; the fierceneſs ok their blows ſo-exce&ded the one ſide 
again t the other, that they did reſound Ecchoes, which yielded 
aterrib's noyſe in the neighbouring Weds. 9 5 

This Battle div continus betwixt them both harp and fierce 
toꝛ the ſpace of two hours, by which time the valour of the in⸗ 
zenſed Champions ſo pꝛevailed, that moſt the Roman Knights 
were diſcomfited and lain: ſome had their Heads parted from 
their ſhoulders, ſome had their Arms and Legs lopped oft; and 
' fame lay bꝛeathleſs, weltring in their own bloops , in — . 
kucounter 
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encounter many a Roman Lady loft her husband, many a wid- 
bow was bereaved of her Son, and many a Child left Father⸗ 
leſs, fo the great ſozrow of the whole Country, 

But when the valiant young Pzince of Rome ſaw his 
Knights diſcomfited , and he left alone to withſtand ſo many 
Noble Champions, he pzeſently ſef Spurs to his Hdzſe , and 
fled from them like a heap of Puſt koꝛced by a Whirle-wind. 

After whom the Champions would not purſue, accounting 
it no glozy fo their names to fryumph in the overthꝛow of a 
ſingle Knight, but remained ſtill by the Scaffold, where they 

buried the ſacrificed TUtrgin, under a Marble one cloſe by 
the Monaffery Wall. The. which being done to their cont- 
tentments , Saint George engraved this Epitaph upon the 
ſame Stone with the point of his Dagger , which was in this 
wiſe following. 


Under this Marble Stone interr'd doth lie, 
Luckleſs Lucina, yet of Beaut — 5 
Who to maintain her ſpotleſs Th ity, 
Againſt the aſſaylment of an Engliſh Knight, 
Upon a blade her tender Breaſt ſhe caſt , 

A bloody offring to Diana chaſte, 


So, when he had w2itten this Epitaph, the Chꝛiſtian 
Champions mounted upon their ſwift-foted Stæds, and bade 
adue fo the unhappy Confines of Italy, hoping fo find better 
Foꝛtunes in other Counfreys. In which Travel we will 
leave them foz a time, and ſpeak of the Pzince of Rome: who 
after the diſcomfiture of the Roman Knights,fled in ſuch haſte 
from the furies of the Warlike Champions. After which, 
he likea raging Lyon traverſed along by the River of Tybris, 
filling all places with his melancholy paſtons,until ſuch time 
as he entred into a thick Grove, wherein he purpoſed fo reſt 
his weary Limbs, and lament his mis-fozftunes. After he 
had in this ſolifary place unlaced his Helmet , and hurled if 
ſco2nfully againft the ground, the infernal kuries began to 
viſit him, and to ſting his bꝛeaſt wy motions of fiery —> 
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In the end he caff up his wꝛetched eyes unto the Skies and 
—_ --: 

Oh you fatal. Torches of the Elements, why are you not clad in 
mournful Habiliments, to cloak my wandring ſteps in eternal dark... 
neſs? Or ſhall I be made a. ſcorn. in Rowe for my cowardiſe? or 
ſhall I return and accompany my Roman friends in death , whoſe 
blood me thinks I ſee ſprinkled about the Fields of Italy? Me thinks 
T hear their bleeding Souls fill each corner of theEarth with my baſe 
flight: therefore will I not live to be tearmed a fearful Coward, but 
die conragiouſly by mine own hands , whereby thoſe accurſed 
— N ſhall not obtain the conqueſt of my death, nor tryumph 
in my fall. | 

This being ſaid, he dꝛew out his Dagger and clave his heart 
in ſunder. The news of whoſe deſperate death, after it was 
bzuited to his Fathers ears, he enterred his body-with his 
S iſter Lucina's, and ereded over them a ſtately Chapel, where⸗ 
in the Nuns and ceremonious Monks during all their lives, 
ſung Dirges fo2 his Childꝛens ſouls. 

-Akter this, the Emperoz made P2oclamations thꝛough all 
his Dominiens : that if any Knight were ſo hardy as to travel 

in purſuit after the Engliſh Champion, and by fo:ce of Arms 

to bꝛing him back, o2 deliver his head unto the Emperour, he 
ſhauld not only be held in great eſtimation thzough the Land, 
but receive the Government ok the Empire akter his De⸗ 

ceaſe. Which rich p2ofer ſo encouraged the minds of many 
adbenturious Knights, that they went from ſundzy Pꝛovinces 
in the purſuit of Saint George, but their attempts were all 
Min. |

- feven Champions of Chriſtendom: 
en A. XV. 


Of the Triumphs, Tilts, and Turnaments, that were ſolemnly held 
in Conſtantinople by the Grecian Emperour; and of the honour- 
able adventures that were there atchieved by the Chriſtian Cham. 
pions, with other ſtrange accidents that hapned. 


1 N the Eaſtern parts of the aWo2ld the Fame and valiant 
Deeds of the Champions of Chziſtendom was noiſed with 
their honourable Uico2ies , Heroical Acts and feats of arms, 
naming them the M irrour of Nobility, and the typs of bzight 
honour.. All Kings and P2incss (fo whoſe ears the repozt of 
their Ualours were bꝛuited) deſired much to behold their Noe 
ble Parſonages. But when the Emperour of Frecia (keping 
then his Court inthe City of Conſtantinople) heard of their 
mighty and valiant Deeds, he thirfted after their ſights , and 
his mind could never be ſatisfied with content until ſuch time 
as he had deviſed a means fs Train them unto his Court, not 
only in that he might enjoy the benefit of their Companies; 
but to have his Court honoured with the p2eſence of ſuch re⸗ 
nowned Knights: and therefoze in this manner if was accom- 
liſhed. 
l The Emperoꝛ diſpatched Meſſengers into divers parts of 
the Wozld, giving them in charge to publiſh thꝛoughaut every 
Countrey and P2ovinces as they went, of an honourable Turs 
nament that ſhould be holden in the City of Conſtantinople 
within ix months following, thereby to accomplilh his intent 
and to bꝛing the Chꝛiſtian Champions (whoſe company he ſo 
much deſired) unto his Court. | 
This charge of the Grectan Emperour (as he commanded) 
was ſpeedily perfoꝛmed, with ſuch diligence, that in a ſhozt 
time it came to the ears of the Ch2iftian Knights, as they tra⸗ 
velled betwirt the Pꝛovinc es of Aſia and Africa, who at the time 
appointed, came in great Pomp and Majeſty to Conſtanti- 
nople, to furniſh foꝛth the honourable Triumps. 
At the Fame whereof likewiſe reſoꝛted thither a great num⸗ 
ber of Knights of great valour andffrength : among whom: 
A was. 
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was the P2ince of Ergier with a godly company of Noble 
Perſons : and the P2ince df Fez with many well p2opoztioned 
Knights : likewiſe came thither the King of Arabia in great 
ſtate : and with noleſs Majesty came the King of Sicilia, and a 
Bꝛother of his, who were both Gyants. Many other b2ave 
and valiant Knights (whoſe names J here onnt) came thither 
to honour the Grecian Emperonr , fo2 that he was very well 
effemed of by them all. And as they came to honour the Tri- 
fimphs : ſo lik ewiſe they came to pꝛove their foꝛtitudes, and to 
get Fame and Name , and the pꝛaiſe that belongeth to Adven⸗ 
turdus Knights. It was ſuppoſed of all the Company that 
the King of Sicilia would gain by his Pꝛoweſle the dignity from 
the reft, koꝛ that he was a Gyant of very big Limbs, although 
his Bꝛother was taken to be the moze furious Knight : who 
deferminodnot to Juſt, foꝛ that his Bꝛother ſhould get the ho- 
nour and p2aiſe from all the Knights that came, but it fell out 
otherwiſe, as hereafter pou ſhalt underſtand, 
Foꝛ when the day of Turnament was come, all the Ladies 
and Damſels put themſelves in places to behold the Juſting, 
and attyred themſelves in the greateſt bꝛaverp that they could 
deviſe, and the great Court ſwar med with people that came 
thither to behold the triumphant Turnament. | 
* What ſhall J ſay here ot the Emperoꝛs Daughter, the fair 
Alcida, who was of ſo great beauty that ſhe ſeemed moꝛe liker a 
Divine ſubſtance then an Earthly rreature, and ſate gliſter⸗ 
ing in rich D2naments amongft the other Ladies, like unto 
Phœbus in the Ch2iffal Firmament, and was noted of all be⸗ 
holders to be the faireſt Pꝛinceſſe that eder moꝛtal eye beheld: 
ſo when the Emperour was ſeated upon his Imperial Thꝛone 
under a Tent of green Uelvet. The Knights began to enter 
into the Liſts, and he that firſt entred was the Knight of Arabia 
mounted upon a very fair and well⸗ adoꝛned Courſer, he was 
armed with black Armour, all to be ſpotted with ſilver knobs, 
and he b2oughf with him fifty Knights all apparelled with the 
ſame Livery,and thus with great Majeſty he rode round about 
the Palace, making great obedience unto all the hoyourable 
Ladies and Damſels. | | 
Alter him entred a Pagan Knight, who was Lozd of Syria, 
153 ä and 
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and armed with Jrmour of Lyons Colour, accompany with an 
hundzed Knights all apparelled in Uelvet of the ſame Colour, 
and paſſed round about the Palace, ſhewing unto the Ladies 
great friendſhip and courteſte as the other did. | 

Which being done, he beheld the King ef Arabia farrying to 
receive him at the Juſt: and the Trumpets began to ſound, 
giving them to underſtand that they muſt p2epare themſelves 
ready to the encounter: whercto theſe two Knights were no⸗ 
thing unwilling, but ſpurred their Courſers with great fury, 
and cloſed together with couragtous valour. 

The King of Arabia moſt ſtrongly made his encounter, and 
ftrok the Pagan without miſſing upon his B2eaft : but the 
Pagan at the next Race (being heated with fury) ſtrok him ſo 
ſurely with his Lance , that he heaved him out of his Saddle, 
and he fell pzeſenfly to the ground, after which the Pagan 
Knight rode up and down with great p2ide and gladneſs. 

The Arabian King being thus overthzown, there enfred into 
the Lifts the King of Argier , armed with no other Furniture 
but with ſilver Mail, and a Bꝛeaſt⸗ plate of bzight Stel be- 
fo:e his bꝛeaſt; his pomp and pꝛide erceved all the Knights 
that were then pꝛeſent, but pet foſmall purpoſe his pꝛide and 
arrogancy ſerved : foꝛ at the firſt encounter he was overth2zown 
fo the ground: in like ſo2t did that Pagan uſe fiftœn other 
Knights of fifteen ſeveral Pꝛovinces, ts the great wonder and 
amazement of the E mperoꝛ and all the aſſembly. 

During all theſe valiant encounfers Saint George with the 
other C hꝛiſttan Champions ſtod a far off upon a high Gallerp 
beholding them, intending not as yet to be ſeen inthe Tilt. 

But now this valiant Pagan after he had rode ſome fix 
courſes up and down the place, and ſeing none entred the Tilt= 
yard, he thought to bear all the fame and honour away foꝛ that 
da 


P. 

But at the ſame inſtant there entred the noble minded P2ince 
of Feſſe, being fo2 courage the only p21de of his Conntrey , he 
was a marvellous well-pzopozt:oned Knight, and was armed 
all in white Armour , w2ought with excellent knots of Gold, 
and he bought in his company a hundzed Knights, all aftyred 
in white Batten, and riding about the place he thewed * obe⸗ 
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diente unto the Emperoz, and to all the Ladies, and thereupon 
the Trumpets began to ſound. | bf $4. 

At thenoyſe whereof the two Knights ſpurred their Cour- 
ſexs,and made their encounters ſo ſtrong, and with ſuch great 
fury, that the pzoudPagan was caſt fo the ground, and ſo de⸗ 
parted the Liſts with great diſhonour. 

Straight way entred the b2ave King of Sicilia, who was 
ar med in a gliſtering Co2flef of very fine ſt&l,and was moun⸗ 
ted uxen a mighty and ſtrong Courſer , and bꝛought in his 
Company fwo hundzed Knights, all apparrelled with rich 
Cloth of Gold, having every one a ſeveral Jnftrument of 
Muſick in their hands, ſounding thereon a moſt delightſome 

elody. : | 
1 the Sicilian King had made his accuſtomed com⸗ 
paſſe and curteſie in the place, he locked down his Bevoz, and 
put himſelt in readineſs to Juſt. ; | 

So, when the ſign was given by the chief Harrold at Irms, 
they ſpurred their Hoꝛſes and made their Encounters ſo vali- 

antly, that ths firſt Race they made, their Lances ſhivered in 
the ayr ,. and the pieces thereof ſcattered ab2oad like Fſpen 
leaves in a whirl-wind. Ve 

At the ſecond courſe the young Prince of Fez was carryed 
over his Hozſe buttocks, and the Saddle with him betwixt his 
Legs, which was a great grief unto the Emperoz and all the 
company that did ſe him, fo2 that he was well beloved of them 
all, and held foz a Knight of great eſtimation, . 

The Sicilian King grow p2ond at the P2ince of Feſſes over-. 
th2own,and was ſo enraged and furious, that in a ſmall time 
he left not a Knight remaining on Hozſe-back in the Saddle 
that durſt attempt to Juſt with him, but every one of what 
Country oz Nation ſoever,he unhoꝛſed in the attempt: ſo that 
there was no queſtion among either Nobles oz the multitude 
but that unto him the undoubted honour of the Uicozy in tri⸗ 
umph would be attributed. | | 

But being in this arrogant pꝛide, he heard a great noyſe in 
the manner of a Tumult dꝛawing near, which was the occaſion 
cat he ftod ſtill, and expecting ſome ſtrange accident, and 
and loking about what if ſhould be, he beheld Saint — 
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ſeven Champions of Chriftendom? 
'entring the Liſts, as then come from the Gallefy ;: who was 
armed with his rich and ſtrong Trmour all of purple, full of 
golden ſtars, and befoze him rode the Champions of France, 
Italy, Spain, and Scotland, all onſtately Courſers, bearing in 
their hands four ſilken Streamers of four ſeveral colours * 
and there followed him the Champion of Wales, carrying his 
Shield, whereon was poꝛtraped a golden Lyon in a Sable 
Field; and the Champion of Ireland likewiſe carryed his 
Sphear being of knotty Iſh, ſtrongly bound about with plates 
of Steel : all which thewed the highneſs of his diſcent, in that 
ſo many b2ave Knights attended upon him. | 
Do when St. George had paſſed by the Royal Scat where⸗ 
on the Emperour ſate inveſted, in whoſe company were many 
P2inces of great power, he rode along by the other five, where⸗ 
as Alcida the Emperours fair Daughter ſate amongſt many 
gallant Ladies and fair Damſels, richly apparrelled in a Ue⸗ 
ſture of Gald, to whom he Ualed his Bonet, ſhewing them 
the courteſie of a Knight, and ſo paſſed by Alcida, who at the 
ſight of this noble Champion coul not refrain he ſelf, but with 
an high and bold voyce the ſaid unto the Emperoꝛ: Moſt mighty 
Emperor and my Royal Father , this is the Knight in whoſe power 
and ſtrength all Chriſtendom do put their Fortunes, and this is he 
whom the whole World admires for Chivalry. Which wo2ds of 
the lovely Pꝛinceſs, although Saint George heard them very 
well, vet paſſedheon as though he — heard nothing. 
Now when he was come befoze the Face ot his adverſary he 
took his Shield and his Sphear, and pzeparedhimſelf in rea⸗ 
dineſs fo Juſt, and ſo being both pꝛovidod, the Trumpets be= 
gan to found, whereat with great fury theſe two Warliks' 
Knights met together, and neither of them miſſed their blows. 
af their Encounter : but yet by reaſon that St. George had a 
deſire to extol his Fame, and to make his name reſound thꝛough 
the UWozld , he ſtrok the Gyant ſuch a mighty blow upon his 
b2eaft, that he pꝛeſently overthꝛew him to the ground, and lo 
with great ſkate and Maj eſty he paſſed along without any thew* 
of diſdain, whereat the people gave ſo great a ſhout, that it re⸗ 
ſounded like and Eccho in the * in this manner mn 23 
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The great and furious Boaſter is overthrown, and his mighty ſtrength: 
Hath little availed him. : 

After this many P2inces p2oved their Adventures again 
the Engliſh Champion, and every Knight that was of any 
eſtimation Juſted with him, but with great eaſe he overcame 
them all in leſs than the ſpace of two hours. So at ſuch time 
as bꝛight Phoebus began to make an end of his long journey, and 
the day to dꝛaw to an end, there appeared to enter into the Lifts 
the bꝛave and mighty Gyant, being Pꝛother to the Sicilian 
King , with a mighty great Sphear in his hand, whoſe glim⸗ 
mering point of Steel gliſtered through all the Courk, he 
bꝛought with him but only one Squire, attyred in ſilver Maile 
b2incing in his hand another Lance. 

So this furious Gyant, without any care ot tourteſie due 
unto tho Emperoꝛ oꝛ any of his Knights there pꝛeſent, entred 
the place, which being done the Squire that bꝛought the other 
Sphear, went unto. the Englich Champion and ſaid : Sic 
Knight, yonder brave and valiant Gyant, my Lord and Maſter doth 
ſend unto. thee this Warlike Sphear, and therewithal he willeth thee 
to defend thy ſelf to the uttermoſt of thy power and ſtrength, for 
he hath vowed before Sun-ſet , to be either Lord of thy Fortunes or 
a: Vaſſal to thy Proweſſe, and likewiſe ſaith that he doth not only 
defie thee in the Turnament, but alſo challenge thee: to mortal 
Battel. ; 3 

This bꝛaving Mellage cauſed Saint George fo ſmile, and 
ed in his Bꝛeaſt anew deſire of honour, and ſo returned him 
this anſwer: Friend, go thy ways and tell the Gyant that ſent 
Thee that I do accept his Demand, although it doth grieve my very 
Toul to hear his arrogant Defiance, to the great diſturbance of this 
Royal Company, in preſence of ſo mighty an Emperor: but ſeeing 
his ſtömack is gorged with ſo much pride, tell him that George of 
England, is ready to make his defence, and alſo that ſhortly he ſhall 
repent him by the pledge of my Knight-hood. 

In ſaying theſe wo2ds, he tok the Sphear from the Squire, 
and delivered him his Gauntlet from his hand to carry to his 
Maker, and ſo putting himſelf to the ſtanding, awaiting ko 

tde encounter. me. od 


ſeven Champions of Chriſtendoſ: 

At that time he was very nigh the place where the Empersz 
ſate, who heard the anſwer which the Engliſh Knight mave 
unto the Squire, and was much diſpleaſed. that the Gyant in 
ſuch ſo2t would defie St. George without any occaſion. 2h 

But it was no time as then foſpeak, but fo keep filence, and 
to mark what event came to his great Pꝛ ide and Trrogancy. 

All this time the two Warriours (mounted upon their 
Sfe&ds) tarrped the {{gn to be made by the Trumpets , which 
being given, they ſet fozward their Courſes, with their Sp⸗ 
hears in their Keffs , with ſo great fury and deſire the one fo 
Unho2ſe the other, that they both failed in their Encounter. 

The Gyant who was very ſtrong and pꝛound, when he ſaw 
that he had miſſed his intent, he returned againſt St. George, 
carrying his Sphear upon his ſhaulder, and coming nigh unto 
him, upon a ſudden befo2ec he could clear himfelf, he fruck him 

ſuch a mighty blow upon his Cozllet , that his ſtaffe bzake in 
pieces, by reaſon of the finenefs of his Armour, and made the 
Engliſh Knight to double his body backwards upon his 
Hozſes Crupper. | | : 
But when he ſaw the great villany that the Gyant uſed a- 
gainſt him, his anger increaſed very much, and ſo taking his 
3 in the ſame ſozt, he went towards the G pant and 
aid: 

Thou furious and proud Beaſt, thou ſcorn of nature and enemy te 
true Knight-hood, thinkeſt thou for to entrap me trecherouſly, an d 
to gore me at unawars like to a ſavage Boar? Now as I am a Chrſti- 
an Knight, if my knotty Sphear have good ſucceſs, I will revenge me 
on thy uncivility. 

And in ſaying this, he ſtruck him ſo kurioully gn the b2eaff, 
that the Sphear paſſed thozow the Gpant body and appeared 
fozth at his back, whereby he fell pꝛeſently down dead to the 
ground, and yeelded his life to the conqueſt of the fatal S iſters. 
All that were pꝛeſent were very much amazed thereat, and won⸗ 
d2ed greatly at the ſtrength and fozce of St. George, accounting 
him the foꝛtunateſt Knight that ever wielded Lance, and the 
very pattern of true Mobility. 

At this time the golden Sun had finiſhed his courſe, ha⸗ 
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ding nothing above the Poziſon but his gliftering Beams, 
whereby the Judge of the Turnament commanded with ſound 
x 9 that the Juſts ſhould ceaſe, and make an end foz 
hat day;. 15. ie 5 
So the Emperour deſcended from his Imperial Thzone in- 
to the Tilting place, where all his Knights and Gentlemen 
were, foz to receive the Noble Champion of England, and de⸗ 
fired him, that he would go with them into his Palace, there 
to receive all Honours due unto a Knight ok ſuch veſart: to 
the which; he could not make any denyal ,. but moſt willingly 
conſented.: After this the Emperours Daughter (in compa⸗ 
ny of many Courtfly Uirgins) Ukewiſe deſcended from their 
places, where Alcida beſfowed upon Saint George her Glove, 
the which he woze koꝛ her favour many. a day after in his Bur- 
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- The other ſix Chꝛiſtian Champions, although they merited 
no honour: by this Turnament, becaule they did not try their 
adventures therein, yet obtained they luch god liking among 
the Grecian Ladies, that every one had his Miſtreſs, and in their 
p2eſence:they lung time fired their chief delights, where we 
mutt leabr the Championsin the Empero2s Court k atiine; .

How a Knight with two Heads tormented a hrautiful Mayden that 
had betrothed her ſelf to the Emperours Sn of Conftantinonle + 
and how ſhe was reſcued by Saint George's Sons; and after how 
they were brought by a ſtrange adventure into the company of 
the Chriſtian Champions, with other things that hapned in the 
ſame Travels. = 


x Renowned Emperoz (within whoſe Court the Chꝛi⸗ 

ſtian Champions made their abodes) of late years had a 
Son named Pollemns, in all vertues and Knightly demeanours, 
equal with any living. This young P2ince in the ſpꝛing 
time of his vouth, through the piercing darts of blind Cupid, 
fell in love with a Mayden of mean Parentage, but in beauty 
and other p2ecious gift of nature, moſt excellent. 

This Dulcippa(fs2 ſo was the called) being but Daughter to 
a countrep Gentleman, was reſtrapned from the Emperours 
Court, and denped the ſight of her beloved Pollemus , and he foꝛz⸗ 
bidden fo ſef his affection ſo low, upon the diſpleaſure of the 
Emperour his Father: foz he being the Son of ſo mighty a 

Potentate, and ſhe the Daughter of ſo mean a Gentleman 
was thought to be, a match unfit and diſagreeable to the 
Laws of the countrep: and therefoze they could not be ſuffered 
to manifeſt their loves as they would, but were conſtrained 
by ſtealth to enjoy each others beloved and much deſired com⸗ 

any. 
F So upon a time theſe two Lovers concluded to met together 
in à Ualep befwirt two Hils, in diſtance from the Emperoꝛs 
Court ſome th2& miles, whereas they might in ſecret (devoyd 
of all ſuſpition) unite and fir both their hearts in one knot of 
true love, and fo pꝛevent the determination of their Parents 
that ſo unk indly thought to croſſe them. 

And ſo when the appointed day dꝛew on, Dulcippa àroſe from 
her careful Bed, and attired her ſelf in rich and coſtly Appar⸗ 
rel, as though the had been going to per koꝛm her Muptial cere⸗ 
monies. 5 
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And in this manner entred ſhe the Ualley,af ſuch time as the 
Son began to appear out of his golden Ho2iſon, and to ſhew 
himſelf uponthe face of the Earth, gliſtring with his bꝛight 
beams upon the lilver-floating Rivers. Likewiſe the calmy 
© Weftern Winds did very ſweetly blow upon the green leaves, 
and made a delicate harmony, at ſuch time as the faireſt Dul- 
cippa (accompanied with high thoughts) appꝛoached the place of 
their appointed meeting. 

But when ſhe found not Pꝛince Pollemus pꝛeſent, the deter ⸗ 
mined to ſpend the time away till he tame, in trimming of her 
golden hair, and decking her delicate body, and ſuch like des 
lightkul pleaſures fo2 her contentment and recreation. 

So ſitting down upon a green Bank under the ſhaddow of a 
Mirtle Tree, the pulled a goldenCawl from her Head, wherein 
her hair was w2apped, letting it fall and diſperſe it ſelf all 
ab2oak her back, and faking out from her Chꝛiſtalline bꝛeaſt 
an Jvozy comb, ſhe began to kemb her hair, her hands and fin- 
gers ſ&med to be of white Tlablaſter, her Face ſtapning the 
beauty of Koſes and Lillies mixed together, and the reſt of her 
body comparable to Hyrens , upon whoſe love and beauty Maho- 
met did ſomewhat dote. | | 

But now mark (gentle Reader) how frowning Fo2tune croſ- 
ſed her deſires, and changed her wiſhed joys into unexpected ſoz - 
rows. Foz as the ſate in this Divine and Angelical likeneſe, 
there fo2tuned to come wandzing by an inhumane Tyrant, 
lirnamed the Knight with two Heads, who was a Raviſher of 
Uirgins, an Dppzeſſer of Infants , and an utter Enemp to 
vertuous Ladies and ſtrange travelling Knights. 

This Tyrant was bodied like unto a man, but covered all 
over with locks of hair. He had two Heads, two mouths, and 
four Eyes , but all red as blod. Which defo2med creature 
pꝛeſently ran unto the Wirgin, and caught her up under his 
arms, andcarryedher away over the Mountain into another 
Countrey, where he intended to toꝛment her, as you ſhall hear 
mo2e af large hereafter. 5 

But now return we to Pꝛince Pollemus, who at the time ap⸗ 
pointed likewiſe prepared to met his betrothed Love: but 
coming to the place, he found nothing but a ſilken Scarfe, the 
h | which 
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which Dulcippa had let fall thzongh - fearful frighting the 
took at the fight of the Two⸗ headed Knight. 

No ſoner found he her Scarf,but he was oppꝛeſſed extream- 
ly with ſozrow, fearing Dulcippa was murthered by ſome in- 
humane means , and had left her Scarfas a token that the in- 
fringed not her pꝛomiſe, but perfo2med it, to the loſſe of her 
own life. Therefoze taking if up, and putting it next his 
heart he bzeathed fozth this wofnl lamentation. 

Here reſt thou neer unto my true loving heart, thou precious token 
and remembrance of my deareſt Lady, never to be hence removed: 
till ſuch time as my eyes may either behold her Body, or my ears 
hear N news of her untimely death, that I may in death conſort 
with her. . 

Frown yon gliſtering Lamps of brightneſſe, that gave firſt light 
unto this fatal morning,for by your diſmal light the pride of Earth- 
ly women is diſhonoured. Come, come you wrathfnl Planets, deſ- 
cend the luckleſſe Horiſon , and raine upon my head eternal ven- 
geance, oppreſſe my body with continual miſery , as once you did 
the wofully King of Thebes; for by my ſlothful negligence and o- 
verlong tarrying, this bloody Tra ay hath been committed. 

And for her ſake I vow to travel through the World, as far as ever 
golden Phæbus lends his light; filling each corner of the Earth with 
clamours of her name, and making the Elements reſound with Ec- 
choes of my lamentation. | | | 

In which reſolution he returned home to the Emperour his 
Fathers Palace, diſſembling his grief in ſuch manner that 
none could ſuſpect his diſcontented ſozrows, noꝛ the ſtrange ac 
cident that unto beauteous Dulcippa had hapned. | 

And ſo upon a day as he was meditating with himſelf , ſ&- 
ing the ſmall comkoꝛt that he tok in the Court, conſidering 
the want of her p2eſence whom he ſo much deſired, he deter= 
_— in great ſecret, as ſon as it was poſſible , to depart the 
Court. "— 

Which determination he ſtra ight⸗ ways put in pꝛactice, and 
took out of the E mperoꝛs Armoꝛy very ſecretly, an excæding 
god Cozflet, the which was all Ruſſet, and Enamelled with 
black, and emb2oidered round about with a gilded edge, verg 
curiouſly and artifically graven and cars. Jig 
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Alfo he tok a Sheild of the ſame making, ſaving that it was 
not graven as the Armour was, and commanded. a poung 
Gentleman that was Son unto an ancient Knight of Conſtan- 
tinople, of a god diſpoſition and hardy, that he ſhould kep 
them ſafely , and gave him to underſtand of his determined 

zetence. | 2 | PH 
x Although it did grieve the young man very much, vet foꝛ all 
that, ſeeing tho great kriendſhip that he uſed towards him, in 
uttering his ſecrets unto him befoze any other, without re- 
plying to the contrary, he very deligently tok the Armour and 
hid it, till he fonnd convenient time to put it into a Ship very 
ſecretly. | | 

So likewiſe, he put into the ſama Ship two of the beſt Hoꝛ⸗ 
ſes which the Empersur had; and koꝛth⸗ with he gave the 
Pꝛince to underſtand that all things were then in a readineſe, 
and in god o2der : Pollemus diſſembling with the accuſtomed 
fozrow that he uſed, with-dzewhimlelf into his Chamber, till 
ſuch time as the dark night cam. 

— Which when it was come, he made himſelf ready with his 
apparel, and when all the people of the Court were at their reit 
and in their deep flep, he alone with his Page, who was named 
Mercutio, departed the Palace and went to the Sea-ſide. His 
Page did call the Mariners of the Ship, who ſtraight⸗way 
bꝛought unto them their Boat, inta the which they entred, and 
went ſtrait aboꝛd. ET 

And being therein, fo2 that the Wind was very fair , He 
command to weigh their Inchoz2s , and to hoyſe up Sayls, 
and to commit themſelves to the mercy of the Waters : as he 
commanded all was done, and ſo in ſhoꝛt time they found them⸗ 
ſelves ingulfed in the main Dcean , far from the ſight of any

And 
when it was told them that there was a Barque that haled An⸗ 
cho2., and hoyſed Sayl , they ſuppoſed ſtraight⸗ way that the 
P2ince was gene away. | - . 
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I cannot here declare the great grief and ſoꝛrow which the 
Emperoꝛ felt in his woful heart foz the abſence of his Bon, 
which along time he always ſuſpected and feared. But when 
the departure of Pollemus was bꝛuited thozow all Conſtantinople 
all ſpozts and Feaſts ceaſed,and all the people of the Countrey 
were overcome with a general ſoꝛzrow. , 

So Poflemus ſayled thzough the dep Seas the day and the 
nights with a very fair and pꝛoſperous fozewind. 

The fourth day in the evening being calm, and no wind at 
all, the Marriners went to take their reſts, ſome on the Pop, 
and ſcme on the foze Ship, foꝛ to caſe their weary Bodies. 
The Prince (who ſate upon the Pop of the Ship) asked his 
Page foꝛ his Lute, the which ſtrait⸗ way was given him: and 
ſung ſo ſwertly, that it ſwmed to be a moſt Heavenly melody, 
and being in this ſweet Muſick, he heard a very lamentable 
cry as if were ofa Woman, andleaving his delicate Mu- 
fick, he gave a liftning attentive eare fo hearken what this 
ſozrowful creature ſaid, and by reaſon of the ſtillneſs of the 
night; he might eaſily hear as it were a woman uttering theſe 

zds: 


It will little profit thee thou cruel Tyrant this thy bold hardineſſe, 
for that I am beloved of ſo Worthy a Knight, as will undoubtedly 
revenge this thy tyrannous cruelty profered me. 

Then he heard another Moyte which ſermed to anſwer: 

Now I have thee in my power, there is no humane creature of 
ſtrength able enough to deliver or redeem thee from the torments 
that 7 in my determination) I have purpoſed thou ſhalt endure. 


. Pollemus ceuld hear no moꝛe by reaſon that the Bark whers- 
in they were, paſſed by ſo ſwiftly, but he ſuppoſed that it was 
his Ladies voyce-which he heard, and that ſhe was carryed by 
koꝛce away. Dd (laying down his Lute) he began to fall inte 
a great thought, and was very heavy and ſozrowkul, in that he 

knew not how to adventure foz her recovery. | 
Being in this cogitation, he returned to his Page which 
was aſicep, and ffruck him with his fot, and awaked him ſay⸗ 
ing: What, didſt thou not hear the great lamentation that my 
N K* Lady 
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Lady Dalcippa made (as to me it ſeemed) being in a ſmall Barque 
that it paſſed by, and gone forwards along the Seas? To the which 
the Page Mercutio anſwered nothing, koꝛ he was ſtill in a ſound 
fiep ! To whom the Pꝛince called again, ſaying : Ariſe I ſay 
bring forth my Armour, call upon the Mariners that they may lance 
their Boat into the Sea; for by the omnipotent Jupiter, I ſwear that 
Iwill not be called the Sen of my Father if I do ſuffer ſuch violence 
to be done againſt my Love, and not procure with all my ſtrength: ' 
to revenge the ſame. E | | 
Mercutio would have replyed unto him, but the furious coun⸗ 
tenance of the P2ince would not give him leave; no, not once 
fo lok: upon his face : ſo he b2ought fozth his Armour and 


buckled it on. 


In the mean time he Marriners had lanced their Boat into 

the Sea, where into he leaped with a haſty fury ,. and carryed 
with him his Page and four of the Marriners foꝛ to row the 
Barque ,. and he commanded them to take their way tawarvs 
the other company that paſſed by them. 

So they laboured all the night till ſach time as bꝛight Phoe- 
bus with his gliſtering beams gave unto them ſuch light, that 
they might diſcever and ſe the other Barque , although ſome - 
what afar off. i 

So they laboured with great courage fill two parts of the day: 
was ſpent, at which time they ſaw come after them a Gelly: 
which was rowed with eight Dars upon a ſide, and it made ſs 
great ſped, that with a-trice they were with them, and he ſaw 
that there was in her th2e-Knights , in b2ight Armour, to 
whom Pollemus called with a loud vopce, ſaping: Moſt courteous. 
Knights, I requeſt you to take me into your Gally, that being in her, 
I: may the better acconiplifn my deſireGQ. | 

The Knights which were in the Gally paCed bythe Pꝛinte 
without making return of any anfwer, but rather ſhewed that 
they mad? but little account of him. 7 | 

Theſe: thze Knights wers the ſons of the Engliſh Cham- 
pion, who depaxted from their Father in his journey towards 
93 fet the King again in his Kingdom. 

Put noſu to follow gur Hiffto2y, the Pꝛince of Conſtantinople 
fwing the little acts unt ther made of him, with the great anger 
IM | and 
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and fury that he received, he tok an Dar in one hand, and an⸗ 
other in the other hand, and with luch ſtrength he ſtruck the 

ater , that he made the ſloathtul Barque to nie, and la - 
boured fo ſoze at the Dars , that with a frice they were equal 
with the Gallp. 2 ; 

So leaving the Dars, with a light leap he put himſelf 
into the Gally with his Helm on, and his Shield at his 
ſhoulder, and being within, he ſaid : Now ſhall you do that 
by force, which before (I uſing great courteſie) you would not yield 
unto. ; 
This being ſaid, one of Saint George's Sons took the &n- 
counter in hand, thinking it a blemich to the honoz of Knight- 
bud, by multitudes to aſſayl him; ſo fhey fwo bꝛave Knights 
without ary advantage the one of the other , made their En⸗ 
counters ſo Ualiently, that it was a wonder to all the behol⸗ 
ders. | 
The Prince of Conſtantinople ſtruck the Engliſh Knight 
ſuch a furious blow, that he made him to decline his head to 
his bzeaſt, and fozced him to recopl backwards two oz the 
ffeps , but he came quickly again to himſelf , and returned 
him ſo mighty a blow upon his Helmet, that he made all 
his Teth to chatter in his head, which was pittiful to 
le. | 

Then began betwirt them a marvellous and well fought 
Battel, that all that beheld them greatly admired : with great 
pollicy and ſtrength they endured the bickering all day, and 
when they ſaw tho dark and tenebꝛous night come upon them 
they ſtrove with moze courage and ftrength to finiſh their 
Battel. 8 

The P2ince of Conſtantinople, puffing and blowing like an 
enraged Bull, lift up his Swo2d with both his hands, and diſ⸗ 
charged it ſo ſtrongly upon his Enemy , that perfozce he made 
him to fall to tho ground, and therewithal offered to pull his 
Helmet from his Head. But when the Engliſh Knight ſaw 
himſelf in that ſozt he thzew his Shield from him, and very 
ſtrongly caught the other about the neck, and held him faſt, ſo 
that betwirt them began a mighty and terrible w2eftting, 
| T 2. fumbling 
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tumbling and wallowing up and vown the Gally , bzeaking 
their planks and Oars, that it was-ffrange fo behold. 

At this time the night began to be very dark, wherefo2e they 
called foz lights, which pꝛeſently were b2ought them by the 
Marriners, in the mean time theſe Knights did ſomewhat 
bꝛeath themſelves , although it was not much. So when the 
tights wers brought, they returned to their old combate with 
new foꝛce and ſtrength. i ä | 

Oh Heavens, ſaid Pollemus, I cannot believe to the contrary but 
that this is Mar the God of War, that doth contend in battle with 
me, and for the great envy he bearvagainſt me, he goeth about to 
diſhonour me. Ind with theſe woꝛds they thickned their blows 
with great defperatenefCe. | 
And although this laſt aſſaulf continued moze than two 

hours, vet neither of them didfainf , but at the laſt, they both 

together left up their Swords, and charged them together, 
the one upon the others Helmet, with ſo great ftrength that 
both of them fell down upon the Hatches without any remem⸗ 
b2ance. | ps 

The reſt that loked upon them, did believe verily that they 
were both dead, by reaſon of the abundance of blood which came 
foꝛth at their Uiſours, hut quickly it was perceived that there 
was ſome hope of life in them. Then p2eſently there was an 
agreement made betwirt the Knights of the Galley and Yar - 
rincrs of the Bark, that they ſhould conjoyn together and 
travel whether Foꝛtune ſhould conduc them; in this oꝛder as 
pou have heard, carriedthey theſe two Knights without any 
remembzance. | 

But when the Prince of Conſtantinople came to himſelf, 
with a lowd doyee he ſaid; Oh Love, is it pofible to be true that 
I am overthrown in this firſt Encounter and aſſault of my Knight- 
hood ? here I curſe the day of my Creation, and the hour when firſt 
I merited the name of a Knight; hence forth T'le bury all my ho- 
nours in difzrace, and ſpend the remnant of my life in baſe cowar- 
diſc , and in ſpeaking theſe woꝛds, he caſt his eye aſide, and be⸗ 
Held the Engl ith Knight as one newly riſen from a trance, who 
likewiſe bꝛeathes . ozth theſe diſcontented ſpeches ; Oh un- 
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happy Son of Saint George, now a coward and of little valour ; 1 
know not how thou canſt name thy ſelf to be the Son of the valiant- 
eſt Knight. in the World, for that thou haſt loſt thy honour in this 
laſt aſſault. 

This being ſaid, the fwo weary Knights concluded a peate 
betwirt them, and revealed each to the other their names and 
living, and therefo2e they adventured ts travel; the which 
when it was known, they ſayled fozward that way whereas the 
delozous woman went, fo in thts ſozf they travelled all the reff 
of the night that remained, till ſuch time as the day began to 
be clear, and ſtraitwap they deſcryed Land, to which place 
with great haſte they rowed. | 5 

And coming a Land, they found no uſed wap, but one nar⸗ 
row Path, the which they kept: wherein they had not tra⸗ 
velled long when they met with a poꝛ ſimple Countrey man, 
with a new ground Hatchet in his hand, and he was going 
to cut ſome Fire⸗wod off the high and b2oad ſpꝛeading Tres,

For that the Lord of this Countrey is a furious Monſter, called tha 
Two-headed Knight, and he is ſo furious in his Tyranny, that never 
any ſtranger could as yet eſcape out of his hand alive: And for proof 
of his cruelty, no longer than yeſterday he brought hither a Lady 
Priſoner, who at her firſt coming on Shoar , he all co be whipt 
and beat her in ſuch ſort that it would make the moſt tyrannous 
Tyrant that is, to relent and pitty her diſtreſſe, ſwearing that every 
day he would ſo torment her, till her life and body did make their 
ſeperat ion. | 

Pollemus the Pꝛinte of Conſtantinople, was very attentive 
to the old mans wo2ds , thinking the Lady to be his Dulcippa 
after whom he fo long travelled : the grief he received at this 
repozt ſtruck ſuch a terrour to his heart, that he fell into a 

wound, 
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wound, and was not able to go any further. But Saint 


George's Sons, who knew him tobe a Knight of much va- 
lour , encouraged him, and pzotefted by the honour of their 
Knight-hods, never to fozſake his company, till they ſaw his 
Lady delivered from her tozments, and he ſafely conducted 
home into his own Countrey. _ 

S9 travelling with this reſolution, the night came on, and 
it was ſo dark, that they were conſtrained to ſ&k ſome conve⸗ 
nient place to take their reſts, and laying themſelves down 
under ab2ead bzanched Oak Tre, they paſſed the night, pon⸗ 
dering in their minds a thouſand imaginations. 

So when the mozning was come, and that the Diamond of 
Heaven began to gliſter with his beams upon the Mountain 
tops, theſe martial Knights were not flothful , but roſe up and

Ifter this they had not travelled ſcarce half a mile, when

Theſe warlike Knights laced on their Helmets, and came 
unto the place where ſhe was; but when the Pꝛince of Con- 
ſtantinople ſaw her, he pꝛeſently knew her to be his Lady and 
lovely Miſtrelle. 

Foꝛ, by reaſon of the coldneſſe of the night, and with her great 
lamentation and weepings, ſhe was ſo full of ſozrows andaffii- 
&ign, that ſhe conld ſcarce ſpeak. Likewiſe the Pzinces heart 
ſo yerned af the fight of his unhappy Lady,that almoſt he could 
not lok upon her foz weeping. S 
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But pet at laſt , with a ſozrowful ſigh he ſaid: Oh 
cruell hands ! is it poſſible that there ſhould remain in you'ſo 
much miſchief , that whereas there is ſuch great beauty and 
fareneſſe , you ſhould uſe ſuch baſeneſſe and villany ? ſhe doth 
more deſerve to be loved and ſerved, than to be in this ſort ſo 
evil intreated. : £072 

This woful P2ince with much ſoꝛrow did behold her white 
skin and back all to beſpotted with her red blood, and taking a 
Cloak from one of the Marriners, he thꝛew it upon her, and 
covered her body, and tok her in his Arms whileſt the other 


Knights unbonnd her. 
This unhappy Lady never felt no2 knew what was done 


unto her, till ſuch time as the was loſed from thoſe bands, 


and in the Arms of her Lover. But yet ſhe. thought that 
the had been in the Armes of the Monſtrous T wo-Headed 
Knight, and therefoze the gave a terrible ſigh, ſaying : Oh 
Pollemus , my true betrothed Husband , where art thou now, 
that thou comeſt not to ſuccour me? and therewithal ceaſed her 
ſpeches. , | 

This P2ince hearing theſe wozds, would have anſwered 
her, but he was diſfurbed bp hearing of a great noyſe of 
a Ho2ſe , which ſeemed to be in the Mods amongſt the 
Tres. 


The reſt of the Knights intending to ſ& what it ſhould be... 


left the Lady lying upon the gren graſſe in the keping of 
Printe Pollemus and the Marriners, and ſo Saint George's 
Sons went towards the place whereas they heard that ruſhing 
nopſe, and as they diligently lokf about them, they beheld 
the Two-headed Monſter mounted upon a furious and great 
Palkrep, who returned to ſr if the Lady were alive, foꝛ to toz- 
ment her anew. 

But when he came to the Pillar and ſaw not the Lady, with 
an ireful lok he caſt his eyes, looking round about him on eve⸗ 
ry ſide, and at laſt he ſaw the thꝛe Knights coming towards 
him with a flow and quiet pace, and how the Lady was untyed 
from the Pillar where he left her, and in the arms of another 
Knight, making her ſozrowful complaint. 


Ther 
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The Two⸗ headed Knight ſing them in this o2der , with 


great w2ath he came riding upon his furious Hozſe towards 
them: and when he was near them, he ſayd : Fonds Knights, 
what wretched folly and madneſſe hath bewitched you, that with- 
out any leave you have adventured to untie the Lady from the Pillar 
where I left voy or come you to offer up your blood in ſacrifice 
upon my Fauchion !

In the mean time that the Knight was ſpeaking theſe words 
the ugly defo2zmed Monſter beheld him very pꝛeciſely, knit- 
ting his bzows with the great anger he received in hearing his

During this conflict, the Engliſh Knights were ſo grie⸗ 
voully wounded, that all their bright Zrmour was ſtained with 


- bloody goꝛe, and their Helmets b2niſed with their terrible 


ffroaks of the Monſters Fauchion, whereat they grew moze 
inraged, and their ſtrength began to increaſe in ſuch ſozt that 
one. of them ffruck an overthwart blow with his truſty ſwoꝛd 
upon his knie, and by reaſon that his Armour was not very 
god, he cut it clean aſunder , ſo that leg and all fell to the 
ground, and the Two-headed Knight fell on the other fide to 


the 
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the Earth, and with great roaring he began to rage and ffars 
like a beaſt, and ta blaſpheme againſt the Fates fo2 this his 
ſudden miha. 2 
The sther two Bꝛethzen ſœing this, p2eſently cut off his 
two heads, whereby he was fozced to vield te the mercy ot im⸗ 
perious death. | 
There was another Knight that came with the Montter, 
who when he ſaw all that had paſſed, with great fear returned 
the way from when he came. 
- Theſe Uico2ions Conquerers, when they ſaw that with 
fo great eaſe they were delivered from the Tprants cruelty, 
with joyful hearts they departed , with conqueſt to the Prince 
of Conſtantinople, where they left him comfoꝛting his diſtrefſed 
Lady. | 
So when they were altogether , they commanded the 
Marriners to p2vvide them ſomewhat to eat, foz that they 
had great need thereof , who pzeſently pꝛepared it, fo2 that 
continually they boze their Pꝛoviſion about them: cf his 
Banquet the Knight were very glad, and rejoyced much at 
that which they had achieved, and commanded that the La⸗ 
dy ſhould be very well loked to, and healed of her harm recei⸗ 
ved. | 
Ss at the end of three days , when the P2incelp Lady 
had recovered health, they left the Conntrey of Armenia, 
and departed back to the Seas, whereas they had left their 
Ships lying at road , that tarried their until their com- 
ing. 
UWhereinto they had no ſooner enfred , but the Marriners 
hoyſed ſail, and tok their way towards Conſtantinople ,. as the 
Knights commanded. The Winds ſerved them ſo pzoſperoufilp 
that within a ſmall time they arrived in Greece, and Landed 
within two days joyrney of the Court, which lay then at Paru 
about a mile from Conſtantinople. : : 
Being aland, the P2tnce Pollemus conſulted with Saint 
George's thze Bons, what courſe were beſt to be taken foz 
their pꝛoteeding inthe Court.

great Hall : to whom one of Saint George's Sons thus 
ſpake : ; 

. Emperour and Noble Knights, this Knight that leadeth 
the Lady hath-long loved her: in their births there is great diffe- 
rence, ſo that their Parents croſs their affections: for him ſhe 
hath endured much ſorrow , and for her he wilt and hath ſuffered: 
many hazards. His — thus to your Court is to- this end, 
to approve her the only deſertful Lady in the World, himſelf tlie 
faithfulleſt Knight, againſt all Knights whatſoever , which with 
your Emperial leave, he, my ſelf, and theſe two my Aſſociates, 
wil maintain: deſiring your Majeſty to give judgement as we ſhall 

eſerve. ; 

The Emperour condeſcended-,. and on the Szen befoze 
the Palace „ thoſe four overthzew moze than four hundzed 
Knights: ſo that Saint George and thze& other of the Cham- 
pions entred the Liſts , and ran thꝛee violent Courſes againſf 
the Black Knights, without moving them: who never ſuk⸗ 
fered the points of their Spears to touch the Armour of. the 
Champions: which the Emperour perceiving , gueſſed them 
to be of acquantance : wherekoꝛe giving judgement , that the 
Knight Gould pofſeS8e his Lady, at his requeſt they diſcovered 
themſelves, EY | 

To deſcribe the delightkul comfozt that the Engliſh Cham- 
pion tœk in the pꝛeſence of his Childzen, and the joy that 
the Emperour received at the return of his loſk Son, re⸗ 
quires mo2s Art and Eloquence than my tyꝛzed ſenſes can 
Affozd. J am th. rekoze here fozced to leave the Flowers of 
Chivalry in the 7.ity of Conſtantinople. Ok whoſe follow- 
ing Adventures J will at. large Diſcourſe hereafter : and 

a how 
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how all theſe Famous Champions came to their Deaths, 
and foꝛ what cauſs they were called the ſeven Saints of Chꝛi⸗ 
Kendom, 
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Of the ronowned and praiſe worthy Death of Saint Pærick, 
how he buried his own ſelf: and for what cauſe the 1rif- 

n to this day, do wear their red Croſſe upon Saint Pa- 
tricks day. 


F Ere muſt you ſuppole (gentle Readers) that time had 

ran along Race befoze theſe atoꝛeſaid thꝛice⸗honoured 
Champions had purchaſed ſo many Right Wozthy Uictozies : 
and being now wearied with Age, Death with his glomy 
countenance began to challenge an end of all their Wozldly 
Atchievements , and to dꝛaw their noble Names to a full per⸗ 
fed ionʒ therekoꝛe pꝛeparing a black Stage(foz honour)to ad his 
laſt ſcence out, thus it kollwed. 

The Valiant Champion Saint Patrick feling himſelf 
weakned with Time and Age, not able any longer to endure 
the bzuiſes of P2incely Atchievements , became an Hermit, 
and wand2ing up and down the Woz2ld in poz Habiliments; 
he came at laſt to the Countrey of his Birth, which is now 
called Ireland, but in foꝛmer times Hibernia , where inſtead of 
Martial Atchievements , he offered up (in the Name of his 
Redeemer) devout D2iſons, dayly making petitions fo the 
Deity of Glozp, in behalf of his deſired peace: a lite moze 
delightful to his aged heart, than all his fozmer accompliſh⸗ 
ments. And now willing to bid farewel to the Wozld, he de⸗ 
ſired a recloſure to be made, and to be pent up in a ſtony Uall 
from the ſight of all Earthly objeds. To which requeſt of 
this Holy Father (now no ſouldier but a man of peace) the Jn- 
habitants wholly condeſcended , and builded him a four -ſquare 

U 2 Houſe 
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Houſe of tone, without either Window o2 Deo2 , only a little 
hole fo receive his fd in, wherein they cloſed him up, never 
to be ſeen moꝛe alive by the eyes of moꝛtal men. Alſo appoint⸗ 
ing divers ok the Country to bzing him at convenient times 
fod to maintain nature, which they delivered in at the afo:e- 
ſaid hole, which they thought to be a deed of moꝛe than common 
charity, and he (the receiver) to be an honour to their Country, 
by the ſevere and ſtrict courſe of life he put himſelf to. Thus 
lived he the ſervant ol his God day and night kneling on the 
bare ground, fill thꝛice the Winters could had tane departure, 
and as oft the Summers warmfh had cheared np the cold 
Earth, making his knees hard with kneling , and his eyes 
dim with Lamentations foz his fozmer offences. In which 
time the Hairs of his Head were all over-grown and defozmed, 

andthe Nayls of his Fingers (as it were ſeemed) like the Ta- 
lons and Claws of an old Raven, with the which by little and 
little he digged his own G2ave , pꝛepared againff the hour ot 
his death to be buried in: the which by p2oceſs of time came 
thus to effect as followeth. E 

When he had waſted (as J fatid befo2e) thzice twelve 
Months in Devine Contemplations', by Fnſpiration (as 
it ſeemed) he layd Jing down in the Grave that his own 
Nayls had digged : and feeling his body weak and feble, rea- 
dy fo deliver up the eyre ot Like, he. began to ſpeak as follow- 
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Arordd (quoth he) thou haſt been long my kind friend, and haſt 
graced my Name with many Titles of Honour, and making me 
1 in thy large circumference: thou haſt given me Victories. 
over all mine Enemies, and weakened the boldneſs of all m 
withſtanders, that my Life and Name might be charactred among 
the reſt of our Chriſtian Champions, for which J have thought my 
predeſtinated to a laſting happineſs, in that the Tittle of my Fof̃- 
tunes challenge ſo long a memory. World (I fay) fare thou well 
my life {ingreth now to her laſt minute, which as willingly I here 
deliwer up, ãs ever I brandiſht Weapen againſt powerful Pagan. I 
need no Pompil rain of Princes to attend my Funeral, nor ſo- 
lemn Chimes of Zels x0. Ring me to my Grave, nor Troops of 
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Mourners in Sable Garments, to furniſh out my Obſequy : my 
ſelf here buries up my ſelf, and all offices of Lamentations belong- 
ing to ſo bad a buſineſs is my own hand labour. Earth, I im. 
brace thee : thou gentle Mould my Bodies covering, with humility 
I kiſs thee : no difference is between thy cold nature and my Lifes 
warm ſubſtance', we are both one, Emperours are but Earth, ſo 
am I. Thou Earth, gently do I yeeld my ſelf unto thy mouldy bo- 
ſom. I come, I come, ſweet comforter, into thy hands I commend 
my Spirit. Theſe and ſuch like, were the latt woꝛds that ever 
this god Champion delivered, ſv peelding to death, the Earth 
of it ſelf as it were buried up his Body, in the Grave which his 
own hands had digged. | | 
Thus being changed from a lively ſubſtance to a dead Pi⸗ 
dure, his Attenders, as their uſual cuſtom was, came with 
Fod fo relieve him, and calling af the hole where he had wont 
to receive it , they heard nothing but empty eyre blowing in 
and cut, which made them conjecture p2eſently that death had 
pꝛevailed, and the fatal S iſters finiſhed up their labours : ſo 
calling together moze company , they made an entrance there 
into, and finding what had hapned, how he had buried his own 
ſelf, they repoꝛted it fo2 a wonder up and down the Country 
being an accident of much ſtrangeneſs : fo2 befoze that time 
thelike never chanced. | 
Whereupon , by a common conſent of the whole King⸗ 
dom, they pulled down the afozeſaid Houſg oz Tower, and 
in the ſame place, builded in p2oceſs of time a moſt ſumptu⸗ 
ous Chappel, calling it Saint Patricks Chappel, and in the 
place where this Holy Father had buried himſelf , they libe⸗ 
wiſe ereteda Monument ol much richnels, framed upon pil⸗ 
lars of pure Gold, beautified with many artificial fights, 
molt pleaſant to behold : whereunto foz many years after re⸗ 
ſozted diſtreſled people, ſuch as were commonly moleſted 
with loathſome Diſeaſes, where making their Pziſons at 
Saint Patricks Tomb, they found help, and were reſtozed to 
their fozmer healths. Sy which means the name of Saint 
Patrick is grown ſo Famous though fhe Wozld, that to this 
day he is entituled one of our Chꝛiſtian Champions and the 
„ Saint 
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aint faz Ireland, where in remembzanceof him, and or his 

nourable atchievements done in his lite time, the Iriſh-men 
as well in England as in that Countrey , do as yet in honour of 
his name keep one day inthe year Feſtival, holding upon the 
ſame a great ſolemnity , wearing upon their hats each of them 
a Croſs of red ſilk , in token of his many Adventures, under 
the Chꝛiſtian Croſs , as ydu have heard inthe fozmer Hiſtozy 
at large diſcourſed. - Whoſe noble deds both in life and death 
we will leave leping with him in his Grave, and ſpeak of our 
next renowned Tragedy, which Heaben and Fate had allottes 

to Saint David, the Champion foz Wales, at that time entitu⸗ 
led Cambera-Brittannia. | 
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CHAP. XVIII. 


Of the honourable Victory wone by Saint David in Wales: 
of his death, and cauſe why Leeks are by cuſtom , of Welch- 
men, worn on Saint Davide day: with other things that 


hapned. 


Ome certain Months after the departure of Saint Patrick 
O from the City of Conſtantinople, from the other Cham- 
pions, as vou heard befoꝛe in the laſt Chapter, Saint David 
having a heart ffill fired with Fame, thirſted even to his dying 
day foz honourable Atchivements, and although age and time 
had almoſt wearied him away , yet would he once moze make 
his adventure in the Field ol Mars, and ſeal up his honours in 
the recoꝛds ok Fame with a Noble farewel. ; 

So upon a mozning framing himſelf fo2 a Knightly En- 
terp2ize , he tok his leave of the other Champions, and all 
alone well mounted upon a luſty Courſer , furniſhed with ſaf- 
ficient Habiliments , koz ſo bꝛave an enterpꝛie, he began a 
Journey home towards his own. Countrey,accounting that his 
beſt joy, and the ſoyl of his moſt comfozt. : 

But long had he not travelled, ere he heard of the diſtreſſes 
thereof : how Wales was beſet with a people of a Savage na⸗ 
ture, thirſting foꝛ blood, and the ruine of that bzave Kingdom: 
and how that many Pattels had ben fought to the diſparage- 
ment of Chꝛiſtian Knight-hod. Whereupon among himſelf 
with true reſolution, he went foꝛward with a couragious mind, 
either to redem the ſame, oz to loſe his beſt blod in the honour 

of the adventure. 
- Uhereupon all the way as he travelled, he dzew into his 
ayd and aſſiſtance , all the beſt Knights he could find , of any 
Nation whatſoever , giving them pꝛomiſes of noble rewards, 
and ſuch entertainment as befitted ſo wozthy a fellowſhip. 
By this means befazehe came upon the Bozders of Wales, he 
| had 
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* Had gathered together the number of five hundzed Knights, 
ot ſuch noble reſolutions, that all Chꝛiſtendom could not af- 
fo2d better, the ſeven Champions excepted. And theſe all 
well furniſhed foz Battel , entred the Countrey, where they 
found many Towns unpeopled, gallant Honſes ſubverted, 
Monaſteries defaced, Cities ruinated, Fields of Coꝛn con⸗ 
ſumed with Fire: yea, every thing ſo out of oꝛder, as if the 
Country had never been inhabited. Whereupon with a grie⸗ 
ved mind the ſ& the Region of his Birth placeſo confounded, 
and nothing but up2ores of murder and death ſcunding in his 
ears, he ſummoned his Knights together, placing them in 
Battel Arrap, to travel high up into the Countrey, foꝛ the per⸗ 
kozmance of his deſired hopes. But as they marched along 
with an eaſie pace to p2event dangers , there reſszted to them 
people of all Ages, both young and old, bitterly complaining of 
the w2angs thus done unto their Countrey. Where when they 
knew him to be the; Champion of Wales, whom ſo long they 
had deſired to ſc, their joys ſoexc&ded, that all fozmer woes 
were aboliſhed, and they emboldned to nothing but revenge.

that ſeeks to over-run all Chriſtian Kingdoms, and to waſh our 
Cambrian Fields with innocent blood. To Arms, I ſay, brave Fol- 
lowers, l will be the firſt to give death the onſet, and for my Colours 
or 
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or Enſign de I wear upon my Burgonet (you ſee) a green Leek be- 
ſet with Gold, which ſhall (if we win the Victory) hereafter be 
an honour unto Wales, and on this day, being the firſt of March, 
be for ever worn by the Velſb- men in remembrance hereof: which 
wo2ds were no ſoner ſpoken by the Champion, but all the 
Royal Irmp of every degree and calling got themſelves the 
like Recognizance, which was each of them a gran Leek 
upon their Hats oz Beavers, which they woze all the time of 
the Battel , and by that means the Champions Followers 
wore known from the others. This was not long a doing be- 
koze Saint David and his Companies beheld deſcending frem 
the Mountains, an Army sf Pagans, as it ſeemed number⸗ 
lelle, People of ſuch mighty ſtatures, whoſe ſights might 
sven have daunted their noble reſolutions, had not the bzave 
Champion ill animated them fo2ward with P2incely encou⸗ 
ragements. Time ſtaped net long ere the Battels jopned,

grief of all Knights and Followers, who foz the ſpace of foꝛty 
days mouzned foz him in great heavineſs ,. aud after attended 
him unto his Grave with much ſozrow. | 
- Which being done, in the honour of his Name they oꝛdained 
a tuſtom, that the day of his Uicozy ſhould be Canonized, and 
called. inall after Ages Saint Davids day, being holden ſtill 
upon the firft of March, and in remembzance thereof, upon the 
fame day ſhould likewiſe be wozn by all Well-willers to the 
ſame Countrey, certain green Leeks in their Hats, oꝛ on their 
boſoms „ in true honour of this noble Martialiſt, which is ftill 
a: pꝛayſe wozthy Cuſtom in theſe our Nozthern. Climates, 
which time beloved Bouldier, we will now leave fleping in 
his. Tomb in peace, and gbfozward in our other iutended Tra- 
ical diſcourſes. ; | 
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How Saint Denis was beheaded in his own Countrey , and how by 
a Miracle ſhewed at his death, the whole Kingdom of France 
received the Chriſtian Faith. 


8 Aint Denis being the third in this our Pelgrimage of death,

This Celeſtial gift and gloꝛious cuſtom ſo p2 epared, begot 
ſuch lode of the meaner ſo2zt of People, that they eſteemed him 
moꝛe than a man, with a reverence of ſuch regard beſtowed up⸗ 
gn him, that the very name of this noble Champion won grea⸗ 
ter admirations than the high Tilts of their Countrys King, 
who being then a cruel tyrant, and a pꝛoud King, maintaining 
Atheiſm by his Government, grew ſs envious thereat, that he 
cauſed god St. Jacques, with the whole Quire of his Celeſtial 
Singers, fo be cloſed up together in the Chappel which the 
Champion had ereced,and ſo ſtarved them to death. Oh bloody 
butchery, and inhumane cruelty ! a death of moꝛe terrour than 
ever was heard ok. Nero in ripping up his Mothers Womb 
to ſee the Bed of his Creation, was not half ſo cruel. But to be 
ſhoꝛt, hunger pꝛevailed, and they dead, their bodies putrified 
and in time conſumed away fs duſt and mould, whereupou the 
Lo2d to ſhew how they died in his favour , and the love of Hea- 
ven, inflicted ſuch a lighf i in the Chappel, that it ſhined dap and 
night with ſuch a glozious bꝛightneſs, as if it had been the glo⸗ 
rious Palace of the Sun : and likewiſe continuallp was heard 
therein (though no creature remaining) ſuch a quire of melodi⸗ 
ous Harmonp, as if it had been the ſound of Celeſtial Muſtck. 
Which ſtrange pleaſures both to the eyes and ear, bꝛed ſo great 
an amazement to the whole Countrey , that all with a common 
conſent, accuſed their King fo2 the tyrannous putting to death 
of theſe god men ſo cruelly murdered : but eſpecetally the no- 
ble St. Jacques, that they pur poſed to hold him fo2 their Coun⸗ 
freys Saint and Champion till the Wozlds diſfolution. The 
pꝛoud King perceiving now his own raſhneſs , and his Com- 
mons hate againſt him fo2this ded deing, fok ſuch an inward 
conceit of grief , that without taking any fod ever after, he 
languiſhed amay and died: Thus have you heard the Trage⸗ 
vy of the Spaniſh Champion, whom we likewiſe commit to the 
fert flops of Etetznitp, and paſs on further to moze deathful 
Accidents,

A Fter all theſe afozeſaid pzocedings. Natare the com- 
| mon nurſe of us all, ſs wꝛought in the heart of Saint 
Anthony the Champion fo; Italy, that he underfok the next 
Tragical Entrepꝛize, and leaving Saint George with Satnt 
Andrew, reſting their crazed bones in the Emperours Court 
of Conſtantinople, where they lately afchieved ſo many pꝛaiſes 
of Knight hood, he twk bis journey towards Italy, and knowing 
by the courſe of nature, that his days were nat many, he pur - 
poſed there to ſet up his lives reſt , and in death to finiſh up all 
Earthly troubles. So coming after long Journey to the City 
of Rome; where the Emperour Domition kept his Court, 
and the City being then in her chiefeſt pomp and glozy, won 
great deſire in the Champigns mind to \ſ& the Monuments of 

the ſame. : | 
So upon a moꝛning going from his Lodging, he walkedup 
and down the\trets with great admiration , and fed his epes 
with many delightful obzets. Firſt, with great wonder he 
ftod gazing upon the Monuments that were ercded in the hg- 
nour of all their famous Emperozs, Conſuls, D2ato2s , any 
Corquero2s , things which prelded him great pleaſure. The 
next thing that his eyes delighted in, was the Temple ok the 
twelve Sybels, a moſt miraculous building: in which Temple 
were all their Pꝛopheſies inrouled, as al ſo the beginning and 
ending of the whole Catalogue of the Heathen Gods, as Mars, 
Jupiter, Saturn, Apollo. and ſuch like, with their manner of woz - 
lip. The next that he ſaw was the houſe of Remus and Romu⸗ 
ls that builded Rome, a kuilding of much-wozthineſs. Next 
unto it ſtod an ancient Pꝛiſon (an old rotten thing) where the 
n man 
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man lapthat was condemned to death, and could have no body 
come to him and ſuccoar him, but was ſearcht, yet was kept a 
live a long ſpace by ſucking of his daughters bꝛeaſts. After 
this he ſaw Pompeys Theater,reputing one of the nine wonders 
of the Mozld: the Empersz Nero's Tomb maintained with 
diſgrace, fo2 the offence he did in ſetting Rome cn fire.” To 
conclude, he ſpent many days in viewing the Bartyrs Tombs 
and other Keliques bzonght from Jeruſalem , amongft many 
other delightful ſights, he came into a Chappel dedicated unto 
himſelf, called The Honour of St. Anthony: wherein was pꝛo⸗ 
frayed in Alablafter Pictures,the true fozms of all the Cham- 
pions of Chꝛiſtendom, with the ſtoꝛies of all their Adventures, 
Combats, Turnanients, and Battels, their Jmp2iſonments, 
Dangers, and Enchantments, all Poztrayed and Picured up 
by Enchantments and Witchcraft, whereupon ran a P;exhe- 
fie, that the Patron of this Chappel ſhould ever live unconquered, 
and never embrace death, till his eyes were witneſſes of the ſame 
Portraytures ; which in golden Letters were ſubſcribed over the 
Chappel doo2 oz enfrance. All which when St. Anthony had! 
beheld , and knowing by Inſpiration himſelf to be the man, 
with a mek mind emb2aced his own end, and never after de⸗ 
parted the Chappel , but remained kneling in the ſame upen 
the bare Marble, making his Oziſons of repentance to the 
3 Deity , till pale Deſtiny had cut off the thꝛeds ol his;

ſent from ſome place unknown, as a Peſſengcr to bing them 
evil tidings. Wherenpon thoſe misbelieving people by a 


common conſent (taking him fo2 ſome ſubtile conſpirer againſt 


their Pagan Gods, which as then they Weozthipped) put him 
ſecre&fly to death, and after cutting off his Head in hope of ro- 
ward, boze it tothe King,deming they had done a deed of much 
deſerved commendations. Which inhumane cruelty when the 
King ſaw, with much grief he lamented the loſs of this god 
man, and with all ſpeed in revenge of his death, rayſed a power 
of his beſt. reſolved Knights of Mar, putting every one to the 
Sword, both man, woman, and child, that in any manner con- 
ſented to the Champions Martyrdom : and after in p2ocelle 
of time, appointed a Monaſtery to be built in the ſame place 
whore he died, cauſing the whole Kingdom to be bzought in 
ſubj ect ion to a quiet Government, and Chꝛiſtened in the right 
belief of this Holy Father. This was the laſt dæd of _—_— 
Andrew , by whoſe death Scotland received the true TORO, | 
which it now remaineth.

Whereupon calling his thute Sons together, he 
went to the Grecian Emperour and requeſted that they might 
all four depart with his leave and liking, fo2 Knightly Ad⸗ 
ventures: had chaltenged them all to appear in ſome foꝛraign 
Kegion were noble Atchievements were to be perkozmed;

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Situation of the Towns and Cities, and the pleaſant p2oſpecs 
of the Fields as they paſſed, until they came within the ſight 
of the City Coventry, where he was bozn , and received his 
firft being: upon whoſe gliſtring Pinnacles no ſoner casting 
his eye ſight, but the Inhabitants interrupted his pleaſura⸗ 
ble Delights with a dolful Kepozt , how upon Dunſmore- 
Heath, as then, remained an Infectious Pꝛagon, that ſo an⸗ 
noyed the Countrey , that the Jnhabitants there abouts could 
not paſſe the Heath without great danger: and how that fiffen 
Knights of the Kingdom had already loſt their lives in adven⸗ 
turing to ſupp2eſſe theſame. Alſo giving him to under tam 
of a P3opheſie, That a Chriſtian Knight never born of a Woman;

contrariwiſe the Dzagons ſting annoyed the god Knight in 
ſuch ſazt, that the Dꝛagon being no ſener ſain and weltred 
in his Uenemous. Goze , but Saint Geroge likewile fokhis 
deaths wound by the deep ſheoaks of the D2agons ſting, which 

e received in divers parts of his Body, and bled in ſuch a⸗ 

umdance , that his ſtrength began ts enfeevle, and grow weak; 
vet retaining the true nobleneſs of mind, valiantly returned 
Uidoz to the City of Coventry, where his th2e Sons with the 
whole Inhabitants Tod without the Gates in great Royalty 
to receive him, and to give him the Honour that belonged to 
ſo wo2thy a Conqueroꝛ, who no ſoner arrived befoze the City, 
and p2eſented them with the Dꝛagons Head which ſo long had 
annoyed the Countrey., but what with the abundance of blood 
that iCued from his dep wounds, and the long bleving 
without. topping the lame, he was fozced in his Sons Arms. 
fo vceld up his bꝛeath, foz whom his the Pꝛincely Sons long 
lamented, making the greateſt moan that ever was made in 
any Kingdom, and again they were ſo ſeconded with the grief 
of the whole Countrey, that all the Land from the King to 
the Shepheard, mournod fo2 him foz the ſpace of a Month: 
which heavy time being ended, the King of this Countrey 
being a Uertuous and Noble Prince, advanced St. George's 
th:e Sons to Noble Offices: Firſt, the eldeſt of them named 

uy, to be Earle of Warwick, and high Chamberlain ok his 
Houtol>. The next named Alexander, accozding to his name, 
ta be Captain General of his Knights of Chivalry. And the 
youngeſt named David, to be his Cup-bearer : and Controlar 
of all his Kevels and Delights. And likewiſe in remem⸗ 
bꝛance of their. Novle. Father the Chꝛiſtian Champion, he oꝛ⸗ 
vained foz ever after to be kept aſolemn P2oceſiion-abont the 
Kings Court, by -all the Pzinces and chief 2 obili:7 of the 
Countrey , upon the 23. day of April, naming it St. George's 
Day , upon which day he was moſt ſolemnly interred in the 

City 
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City where he was bozn, and cauſed a ſtately Monument to be 
erected in Honour of him, though now by the ruines of Time 
defaced and aboliſhed. He likewiſe decreed by the conſent of 
the whole Kingdom, that the Patron of the Land ſhould be 
named Saint George, our Chztſttan Champion, in that he 
had fought ſo many Battels in the Honour of Chꝛiſtendom. 
All which weſe (with many moze Honours) to this dap here 
maintained in remembzance of this god Knight, who (no 
doubt) refteth in eternal peace, with the other renowned 
Champions of Chziſtendom : ſo God grant we may do all.
